Ruling ‘bump 
in the road’

A mid tears and anger at having their 
marriages dissolved last week by 
the state Supreme Court, gay cou¬ 
ples overwhelmingly viewed the 
decision as merely a “bump in the 
road” in the fight for marriage equality. 

Most gay leaders and city officials echoed 
that sentiment over and over again last 
Thursday, August 12 as they reacted to the 
court’s ruling that since Mayor Gavin New¬ 
som did not have the authority to issue mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples that the 
more than 4,000 licenses are null and void. 

“In San Francisco gay marriage is an 
Olympic event and we are going for the 
gold,” Supervisor Tom Ammiano yelled to 
wild applause during a rally in the Castro 
Thursday night. “I thank you and remem¬ 
ber this: I do! I do! I do!” 

Supervisor Bevan Dufty added, “It is a 
bump in the road. We will succeed. We will 
win. To the couples I say in my eyes your 
marriage is real and the fight has just 
begun.” 

Ken Stram, who married his husband 
Steaven Campbell on Valentine’s Day, said 
the court’s ruling was expected but, 
nonetheless, sad. 

“We got used to the idea of being mar¬ 
ried after it happened. Now it is gone,” said 
Stram, the LGBT Community Center’s eco¬ 
nomic development director. “We are not 
going to change the way we think about 
each other.” 

loyce Newstat, the mayor’s policy direc¬ 
tor whose marriage was officiated by New¬ 
som in a private ceremony in City Hall, said 
she too was not surprised by the court’s ac¬ 
tion.

A ttorney General Bill Lockyer raised 
doubts last week that California 
lawmakers could enact pro-gay 
marriage legislation through the 
Legislature.

| As lawsuits seeking the right for same-sex 
| couples to marry work their way through 
the lower courts, California’s LGBT com¬ 
munity has turned its sights toward passage 
of Assemblyman Mark Lenos(P-San Fran¬ 
cisco) Marriage License Non-disCrimination 
Act. 

If passed, the legislation would require 
state officials to grant marriage licenses to 
same-sex couples. Leno tabled his bill - the 
first of its kind in the nation to be voted out 
of a legislative body when it passed the As¬ 
sembly judiciary Committee - this spring 
when it became clear he didn’t have the nec¬ 
essary 41 votes to pass it out of the full As¬ 
sembly. With the backing of Assembly 
Speaker Fabian Nunez (D-Los Angeles), 
Leno intends to reintroduce the bill in De¬ 
cember and has said there is a 50-50 chance 
of it being signed by Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger next fall. Already, gay rights 
activists have been mailing the governor 
pink postcards asking him to sign the legis¬ 
lation.

Dramatic coming out for NJ governor

T he governor of New 
Jersey, James E. Mc- 
Greevey, stepped be¬ 
fore the cameras of the 
hastily called news confer¬ 
ence on the afternoon of 
August 12 to announce, “I 
am a gay American.” 

He also acknowledged 
that he had an adulterous 
affair with another man; 

briefly alluded to “circum- _ 

stances surrounding the af¬ 
fair and it’s likely impact upon my family 
and my ability to govern;” and said he

would step down as gover¬ 
nor - but not quite yet. 

It was a scenario that 
would make even the daily 
soap operas blush. Other 
details seeped out over the 
ensuing days, particularly 
from the governor’s side, 
which was better staffed and 
prepared to spin the initial 
story. 

As the state’s leading 
newspaper the Star-Ledger 
noted in an editorial on Au¬ 
gust 13, McGreevey spoke 
“Not the truth, but c my 
truth,”’ In doing so, “He was dishonest with 
himself and those closest to him. And he 


was dishonest with New Jersey.” 

In retrospect, McGreevey, just 47, 
showed all of the signs of the best little boy 
in the world, recognizing in his youth that 
he was gay but suppressing that for social 
and political reasons, and overcompensat¬ 
ing in other areas of his life. 

He was raised in a conservative middle 
class family, devoutly Catholic and an altar 
boy, and went on to three prestigious insti¬ 
tutions, undergrad at Columbia, a master’s 
in education from Harvard, and a law de¬ 
gree from Georgetown. 

He started as a state prosecutor in New 
Jersey, was elected to the state Legislature, 
then mayor of Woodbridge. He lost his first 
bid for governor in 1997 but came back to

Good crowd for 
first bear street fair

III if hen the sun finally 

f 'l m burned through the late 
W Sunday morning fog and 
the DJs started spinning, bears, 
admirers, and people of all sorts 
came in throngs to the inaugural 
Hairrison Street Fair in San Fran¬ 
cisco’s South of Market District. 

Measured in terms of official 
attendance figures, given by Hair¬ 
rison treasurer Bill Vigna, around 
5,000 people showed up. Finan¬ 
cially speaking, Hairrison signifi¬ 
cantly exceeded expectations, ac¬ 
cording to the fair’s main organiz¬ 
er, Pete King. 

More important, the people 
who actually opened their wallets 
for the “Bear Tag” weekend pass or 
even for the $5 suggested dona¬ 
tion for the August 15 street fair 
were happy on the whole. Darwin 
Bebo, Bears of San Francisco pres¬ 
ident, whose group was not in¬ 
volved with the planning or orga¬ 
nizing of the fair, said he was pret¬ 
ty impressed. He compared Hair¬ 
rison to another summer bear 
party, Lazy Bear, which is held an¬ 
nually in July up in Guerneville. 

“Lazy Bear’s a lot more pro¬ 
duced. This is different. It’s good,” 
Bebo commented. 

Gabriel Celis of San Francisco 
echoed Bebo’s interpretation. 
Celis, who refuses to be catego¬ 
rized with bears or any group, 
came on Sunday to check Hairri¬ 
son out. He said, “It’s like a giant 
party. It’s not really a street fair. 
There’s not a lot of vendors out 
everywhere,” suggesting that it was 
a lot less commercial, more laid- 
back than other street fairs.

Not everyone, 
though, was im¬ 
pressed. Robert 
Martinez from Los 
Angeles, dressed 
up in a toga fol¬ 
lowing Friday’s 
“Greek Gods” 
party at the Best 
Western Motel, 
complained, “the 
bear tags were too 
expensive for what 
you got.” He didn’t 
think he would re¬ 
turn to Hairrison if 
it were held again. 

In general, 
though, most peo¬ 
ple enjoyed cruis¬ 
ing Harrison 

Street between 9th 
and 10th, taking 
detours into the 
Lone Star Saloon, 
or turning the cor¬ 
ner into the Best 
Western Motel and 
its outdoor pool, 
all of which was 
done up with 
miniature lights, 
trees, and shrub¬ 
bery, like an outdoor camp. 

But beyond the type or num¬ 
ber of people who came, or how 
much money the fair made, Hair¬ 
rison was different, because it 
imaginatively blended the com¬ 
mercial space of a building like a 
motel with the open space of the 
street and sidewalk. Of all the 
things one might say was truly 
new about this street fair - besides 
the fact it was for the bears - it 
upset conventional understand¬ 
ings of the difference between 
public and private in the context 
of a gay party. It wasn’t just that 
horny, hairy men could easily “get 
a motel room, puhlease!” or that 
chubby chasers could break from 
dancing to take a quick skinny 
dip. Rather, the Hairrison Street 
Fair projected, for an afternoon, 
the utopian fantasy of an entirely 
queer city, where class boundaries 
could be penetrated for five bucks. 

Of course, not all was as open 
and free as things seemed inside 
the gated world of the Hairrison

Street Fair on Sunday. Mark Silva 
of Vallejo came specifically to San 
Francisco for the weekend to 
chase bears. He thought that the 
bears had the reputation of being 
inclusive, given how they often 
complained of exclusion from 
other gay venues. He was sur¬ 
prised to discover that there were 
certain private sex parties for 
bears that were invitation only. In 
fact, much of what Silva found out 
is nothing new. The bear move¬ 
ment has been around long 
enough to make some people suf¬ 
ficiently wealthy that they can 
promote social distinctions based 
on stereotypes of bear beauty. 
Nonetheless, it stung Silva a bit to 
find that out. 

In addition to bear clique- 
iness, the large chain-like fence 
that surrounded most of Harrison 
Street on Sunday vexed Hairri- 
son’s utopian possibility. Other 
San Francisco street events deploy 
barricades. Hairrison’s fence was,

Study tests demand for 
late night health services 




f orking out of a white 
camper van parked dur¬ 
ing the late night hours 
in three gay sections of the city, 
health department researchers are 
studying the benefits of offering 
HIV testing and screening of sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases to 
“night owls.” 

Between 2 and 4 a.m. the 
workers set up their van in the 
Castro on Fridays, in the Polk on 
Saturdays, and South of Market 
on Sundays. The project is an 18- 
month, $100,000 study funded by 
the university-wide AIDS Re¬ 
search Program at the University 
of California. 

“We proposed the pilot to test 
the feasibility of providing late 
night services in the Polk, Castro, 
and SOMA,” said Valerie Kegebein 
Rose, manager of policy and eval¬ 
uation research with the health 
department’s HIV prevention sec¬ 
tion. “If this proves to be a desired 
service and people will want and 
use the services, our office may 
decide to put in a request for pro¬ 
posals from agencies to offer late 
night services. No one offers late 
night services. Most end at 5 or 6 
p.m.” 

The array of services, dubbed a 
“late night breakfast buffet” by 
Rose and her staff, includes oral 
HIV testing, needle exchange, test¬ 
ing for chlamydia and gonorrhea, 
as well as offering water and 
snacks donated by Clif Bars and 
Rainbow Grocery. They also have 
donated T-shirts from Working 
Assets, toothbrushes from Wal¬ 
greens, and cosmetic bags from 
Working Essentials to hand out.

As for the testing, which is con¬ 
fidential, “We don’t draw any 
blood,” explained Rose. “None of 
it is rapid. The results are given in 
two weeks in the office.” 

The late night team is also 
gathering research and hopes to 
survey 100 men who have sex with 
men. During the initial intake, the 
men are asked a series of ques¬ 
tions that takes 45 to 50 minutes 
and then are contacted again in 
three months. 

“We want to evaluate what we 
did and if those interventions had 
an effect,” said Rose. 

The fieldwork began July 1 and 
the team will be out on the streets 
every weekend until the end of 
October. In the first two weeks 
they were out at night they en¬ 
rolled three people in the survey. 
The target audience, Rose said, is 
homeless people, sex workers, or 
drug users who are out and about 
in the late night, early morning 
hours. 


“We are not really trying to 
reach the bar crowd,” she said. 

Last Friday, with the van 
parked near Magnet, the gay 
men’s health center in the Castro 
on 18th Street, Rose and her staff 
enrolled one man in the survey, 
handed out several condom packs 
to men who stopped by and tested 
one man for HIV and STDs. 

“It’s been really good so far,” 
said Rose as she handed out cards 
about her study to men as they 
walked past. “We see lots of peo¬ 
ple in terms of needle exchange 
and condoms. We have heard 
from a lot of people that it is great 
that we are out here.”

Schwarzenegger gets his first LGBT bill

T he first LGBT equality bill 
has reached Governor 
I Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 
desk, and advocates are optimisti¬ 
cally awaiting his signature. 

AB2900 - by Assemblyman 
John Laird (D-Santa Cruz), and 
sponsored by Equality California 
- passed the state Senate on Tues¬ 
day, August 17. The bill is the Om¬ 
nibus Labor and Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act of 2004, 
and will standardize over 30 labor 
and employment non-discrimina¬ 
tion provisions to make them 
consistent with California’s Fair 
Employment and Housing Act. 
FEHA was updated in 2000 to

include protections on the basis of 
any “perceived” characteristic pro¬ 
tected by law: race, religion, color, 
national origin, ancestry, disabili¬ 
ty, medical condition, sex (includ¬ 
ing gender identity), age, marital 
status, and sexual orientation. But 
not all labor and employment 
statutes followed suit, prompting 
Laird’s bill, to ensure “that Califor¬ 
nia workers and employers have 
one standard - the Fair Employ¬ 
ment and Housing Act - by which 
to judge discrimination and that 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender individuals are included in 
that standard,” according to Geof¬ 
frey Kors, executive director of 
Equality California, who added 
that AB2900 is not limited to 
LGBT workers, and simply makes 


A transgender woman, who 
went by the name Delicious, but 
whose family knew as Tony Green, 
46, was murdered on Friday Au¬ 
gust 13 in the Franciscan Hotel, 
according to Community United 
Against Violence, whose advocates 
are working with police and fam¬ 
ily members.

sure everyone covered under 
FEHA is covered consistently. 

Kors told the Bay Area Reporter 
that there is no indication the bill is 
controversial for Schwarzenegger. 

“Our sense, and from what 
we’ve heard from his office, is that 
he had no questions, and didn’t 
see any issues or concerns,” said 
Kors. “He’s consistently said he 
supports full equality, and while 
he thinks marriage rights can be 
achieved through domestic part¬ 
nership, this bill doesn’t even ad¬ 
dress that question.” 

Kors said it is a busy time for 
LGBT bills, with two LGBT reso¬ 
lutions, and AB2208 - an insur¬ 
ance equality bill - expected to be 
approved by the Legislature with¬

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Mixed reactions to 
trans-inclusive ENDA

|' - NDA Gets Trans-jacked,” 
% ^ read the headline of an ed- 
* I itorial in the Washington 
Blade, the gay newspaper owned 
by the national conglomerate 
Window Media, which also pub¬ 
lishes the New York Blade News, 
Southern Voice, and Houston Voice. 

“It is mind-boggling that HRC 
has caved into trans activists and 
other groups,” wrote executive edi¬ 
tor Chris Crain in response to the 
recent decision by the Human 
Rights Campaign to support the gay 
protective Employment Non-Dis- 
crimmation Act in Congress only if 
it is amended to include gender 
identity and expression protections. 

Over the past few weeks many 
LGBT activists and advocates have 
hailed the recent decisions of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force - and, more significantly, the 
more moderate HRC - to support a 
transgender-inclusive ENDA. The 
legislation was originally written in 
1994, outlawing employment dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. It failed to pass the 
Senate by one vote in 1996. 

For years, HRC and sponsor¬ 
ing legislators like U.S. Represen¬ 
tative Barney Frank (D-Massa- 
chusetts) have been the target of 
criticism for refusing to push for 
gender identity protections in the 
bill. Gender is usually the identi¬ 
fying factor of antigay discrimina¬ 


tion, noted critics, and the trans¬ 
gender identity overlaps for many 
gays and lesbians. Furthermore, 
said activists, it was not right for 
groups to leave out an entire seg¬ 
ment of the LGBT community 
while claiming to be representa¬ 
tive of the entire community. 

This month, HRC, ENDA’s 
main sponsor, agreed, with HRC 
President Cheryl Jacques an¬ 
nouncing on August 7 that “We 
are strongest as a community 
when we are united and that’s why 
we need the strongest and most 
unifying protections.” The HRC 
statement went on to say that 
without gender identity and ex¬ 
pression protections, many les¬ 
bians and gays remain vulnerable: 
“Attorneys who specialize in civil 
rights laws believe that ENDA 
without gender identity and ex¬ 
pression explicitly stated may not 
adequately address discrimination 
against gay, lesbian, and bisexual 
Americans who are often singled 
out because they’re viewed as not 
conforming to gender norms.” 

While thousands of LGBT ac¬ 
tivists rejoiced over the an¬ 
nouncement, thousands more, it 
seemed, were disheartened. 

Frank came out against the 
HRC announcement, despite pre¬ 
viously published reports that he 
had been educated on the issue 
and was accepting of a trans-in¬ 
clusive amendment. 

Frank told the Boston LGBT 
newspaper Bay Windows: that 


many co-sponsors would pull 
their support from a trans-inclu¬ 
sive bill. Simultaneously, the 
newspaper hosted an online poll 
that showed just 52 percent of the 
community favoring a trans-in¬ 
clusive ENDA, with 29 percent 
opposed and 19 percent unsure. 

According to Bay Windows, 
Frank also said that passing the 
bill would require, at minimum, 
provisions to allow for employer 
discretion: “ENDA has to be 
worded to make it clear that peo¬ 
ple with one set of genitals don’t 
have the right to go to the 
women’s locker room.” 

This stance is unnecessarily 
controversial, say activists who 
have long agreed that drafting reg- 
ulations are always a part of the 
legislative process. Frank also has 
relied on a decades-old sound bite 
that seeks to pass a narrow law im¬ 
mediately and “come back for” ex¬ 
cluded populations later. 

The Blade’s Crain also used the 
familiar argument that ENDA 
would be even more difficult to 
get passed with transgender inclu¬ 
sions. 

“If HRC and these other 
groups have their way, workplace 
protection for gays and bisexuals 
will be held hostage until a major¬ 
ity in Congress (and the president) 
agrees to protection for transgen- 
dered employees,” wrote Crain. 
“This ‘trans-jacking’ of ENDA is 
wrong politically, legally, and even

which is not accurate. 

Within minutes of McGreevey’s an¬ 
nouncement, however, national gay rights 
groups put out statements calling the gover¬ 
nor “courageous” and “honest.” Those are not 
accurate either. “What we witnessed with Mc- 
Greevey,” wrote Steve Yuhas in an opinion 
piece in the San Francisco Chronicle , 

“was not a courageous, honest, or an ( 

unfortunate man finally coming ^ w * 
to terms with the demons of his 
closeted life. What we witnessed 
was a cowardly attempt to deflect 
attention from a scandal-laden ad¬ 
ministration that gay organizations have 
decided to ignore because they can now 
add a gay governor to their list 
of openly gay public officials.” 

There’s a lot of truth to that 
statement. Not once during his 
news conference did McGreevey actually 
admit what the catalyst was for his sudden de¬ 
cision to come out. As pundit Roger Simon 
noted on his Web site, had McGreevey really 
exhibited courage and candor, he might have 
said something like, “I put my lover on the 
public payroll in a job for which he was not 
qualified. That was wrong; I am sorry and am 
resigning immediately.” 

The other disturbing aspect of the Mc¬ 



Greevey affair, as Yuhas noted, concerns 
marriage. “For all the complaining about 
gays being refused the right to marry, it is 
shocking that the bonds of matrimony that 
McGreevey broke are of so little conse¬ 
quence to gay activists that they ignore them 
in their press releases and act as if the adul¬ 
terous affair between McGreevey and Cipel 
is simply collateral damage in the com¬ 
ing-out process.” 

Are we as a community so desper¬ 
ate to have an openly gay governor 
(even if only for a few weeks or 
months) that we’ll look the other way 
as his marriage suffers because of his 
actions? Here in San Francisco, Mc¬ 
Greevey had barely finished his 
news conference than hun¬ 
dreds of same-sex couples 
gathered in the Castro to 
protest the Supreme Court decision. Cou¬ 
ples who had their marriages voided were in 
tears. And we’re being asked - or prodded - 
by national organizations and so-called 
spokespeople of the community to embrace 
this adulterer? We think not. McGreevey 
may be a gay American, and he may be freed 
from the secret life he lived for many of his 
47 years, but the governor is no hero to the 
gay community. T

L ast week’s decision by the California 
Supreme Court that San Francisco 
Mayor Gavin Newsom exceeded his 
authority when he ordered city officials to 
issue marriage licenses to same-sex couples 
was not a surprise. Legal experts all along 
were extremely doubtful that the mayor’s 
actions would hold up, borne out by the 
unanimous 7 to 0 decision on that question. 

The justices also ruled - on a vote of 5 to 
2 - to invalidate the more than 4,000 same- 
sex licenses issued by the city in February and 
March, during what has become known as 
the “Winter of Love.” Many gay rights advo¬ 
cates had hoped that the court would side¬ 
step the license issue for now, but the major¬ 
ity felt that such a delay was “unwarranted” 
because the family code currently defines 
marriage as a union between a man and a 
woman. “We do not believe it would be re¬ 
sponsible or appropriate for this court to fail 
at this time to inform the parties to the same- 
sex marriages ... that these marriages are in¬ 
valid, notwithstanding the pendency of nu¬ 
merous lawsuits challenging the constitu¬ 
tionality of California’s marriage statutes,” 
the court wrote in the majority opinion. 

Two justices - Joyce Kennard and 
Kathryn Werdegar - offered vigorous dis¬ 
sents from this second determination and 
by doing so gave gay and lesbian couples 
who married some validation of their rela¬ 
tionships. Kennard, as she did during oral 
arguments in May, was concerned about in¬ 
validating the licenses when the couples 
were excluded from the legal proceeding. 
“That determination should be made after 
the constitutionality of California laws re¬ 
stricting marriage to opposite-sex couples 
has been authoritatively resolved through 


judicial proceedings now pending in the 
courts of California,” she wrote. 

Most striking in Kennard’s dissenting 
opinion is the thoughtfulness she gives to 
same-sex couples. “For many, marriage is the 
most significant and most highly treasured 
experience of a lifetime,” sheAvrote. “Indi¬ 
viduals in loving same-sex relationships have 
waited years, sometimes several decades, for 
a chance to wed, yearning to obtain the pub¬ 
lic validation that only marriage can give. In 
recognition of that, this court should pro¬ 
ceed most cautiously in resolving the ulti¬ 
mate question of the validity of the same-sex 
marriages performed in San Francisco, even 
though those marriages were performed 
under licenses issued by San Francisco pub¬ 
lic officials without the proper authority and 
in violation of state law.” 

Werdegar, too, had concerns with the 
process in reaching her decision that the 
court should not have invalidated the mar¬ 
riages. 

“The same-sex couples challenging those 
statutes claim the state has, without suffi¬ 
cient justification, denied the fundamental 
right to marry to a class of persons defined 
by gender or sexual orientation,” she wrote. 
“Should the relevant statutes be held un¬ 
constitutional, the relief to which the pur¬ 
portedly married couples would be entitled 
would normally include recognition of their 
marriages. By analogy, interracial marriages 
that were void under antimiscegeny statutes 
at the time they were solemnized were nev¬ 
ertheless recognized as valid after the high 
court rejected those laws in Loving v. Vir¬ 
ginia. By postponing a ruling on this issue, 
we could preserve the status quo pending 
the outcome of the constitutional litigation. 


Instead, by declaring the marriages ‘void 
and of no legal effect from their inception,’ 
the majority permanently deprives future 
courts of the ability to award full relief in 
the event the existing statutes are held un¬ 
constitutional. This premature decision can 
in no sense be thought to represent fair ju¬ 
dicial process.” 

More significantly, perhaps, Werdegar 
also took exception to the majority’s “un¬ 
necessary, wide-ranging comments on the 
respective powers of the judicial and execu¬ 
tive branches of government.” She was crit¬ 
ical of the majority opinion that character¬ 
ized Newsom’s actions as a “threat to the 
rule of law” and pointed out that when the 
court ordered the city to halt the nuptials on 
March 11, San Francisco officials immedi¬ 
ately complied. 

“While city officials evidently under¬ 
stood their oaths of office as commanding 
obedience to the Constitution rather than 
to the marriage statutes they believed to be 
unconstitutional, those officials never so 
much as hinted that they would not respect 
the authority of the courts to decide the 
matter,” Werdegar wrote. 

Kennard and Werdegar deserve kudos 
for bucking portions of the majority opin¬ 
ion. We have a conservative state Supreme 
Court and, while it was disheartening to 
read the majority decision, the two dissent¬ 
ing opinions offered gays and lesbians evi¬ 
dence that at least these jurists “get it.” Ken¬ 
nard understands what we are fighting for 
and that marriage is an institution of our 
society. Werdegar clearly sees that the ma¬ 
jority opinion over-hyped the powers of the 
judicial branch. We certainly wish more of 
the justices shared their opinions. T 
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Court’s marriage decision 

It is interesting to note that, as long as you are het¬ 
erosexual and you are talking about the union of one 
man and one woman, there is almost no reason why 
the state of California could deny the issuance of a 
marriage license. The federal courts have ruled that 
you can be a convicted child molester, bank robber, 
murderer, or convicted of any felony. You could be in¬ 
carcerated in prison and the state of California, or any 
other state, cannot deny the issuance of a marriage li¬ 
cense if application is made. However, if two people 
who are of the same sex are law-abiding citizens, have 
never been convicted of a felony, are not incarcerated, 
and are productive tax paying members of society 
apply for a marriage license, the law says their appli¬ 
cation must be denied. Convicted felons have access 
to the 1,049 federal benefits of marriage. Apparently 
the California Supreme Court fails to appreciate what 
is the matter with this picture. 

The California Supreme Court would have us all 
believe that Mayor Gavin Newsom’s revelation that a 
“defense of marriage” law is unconstitutional is 
whimsical and arbitrary.. The justices make it sound 
like Gavin just got out of the wrong side of the bed 
one day and was disoriented and confused. The court 
made a critical error in not recognizing he had good 
cause and good reason to take the position he did. 
These are our judicial “experts” and they act like they 
have never read the equal protection clause of the U.S. 
or the California constitutions. I understand that 
Gavin has provided copies of the equal 
protection clause free of charge. I strongly 
suspect that, if our good justices do not 
have a copy, Gavin will provide them 
with one - again.

Supe candidates and bathhouses 

Ineligibility to vote in District 5 or 9 supervisorial 
races should not prevent San Francisco’s pro-bath- 
house, gay voters from asking candidates in these dis¬ 
tricts what their positions might be with regard to the 
health department’s continuing ban on privacy in gay 
sex clubs (i.e., the ban that prevents such venues from 
reopening as bathhouses with private cubicles and en¬ 
hanced facilities or inhibits entrepreneurs from open¬ 
ing new bathhouses to replace those discouraged from 
remaining open 20 years ago). 

Of those candidates your reporter discusses in his 
roundup, only District 9’s Lucrecia Bermudez has a 
clear record: when Community United for Sexual Pri¬ 
vacy waged its campaign against the ban five years 
ago, she bravely opposed it. District 5’s Bill Barnes, on 
the other hand, in his capacity at that time as Mayor 
Brown’s AIDS czar, defended the ban at a meeting of 
the HIV Prevention Planning Council where a ma¬ 
jority nevertheless voted to recommend ending the 
ban. 


Although the Milk Club had previously likewise 
voted its opposition, its endorsed candidates, Tom 
Ammiano and Robert Haaland, have only gone on 
record with their silence over the years. Since to date 
the health department has never been able to provide 
scientific evidence in its support, its continuation pre¬ 
sents a fair issue for candidates to exploit for whatev¬ 
er it may be worth in differentiating themselves from 
the competition.

AIDS and Marin County 

Thanks to the Bay Area Reporter for your recent ar¬ 
ticle on AIDS services in Marin County [“Marin AIDS 
groups plan for the future,” July 15]. As a PWA of 
African American descent who emigrated from San 
Francisco to Marin about five years ago, I wanted to 
add my voice to the discussion. The problem in Marin 
is not just that we are getting less money but what we 
are doing with the money we get and how we are 
treated as PWAs by those providing the services we 
receive. I live in San Rafael, so I go to the Marin AIDS 
Project, which proclaims itself “the lead AIDS service 
provider in the county” (think the AIDS foundation 
of Marin). 

Like a lot of PWAs for example, I’m in need of den¬ 
tal services. When I asked my benefits counselor at 
MAP where I could find an HIV knowledgeable den¬ 
tist in Marin, I was told that “we (Marin County) 
had lost our dental benefit” and that the 
I best I could do was to go to the Marin 
Dental College and wait for a chair to 
open. She added, “It would probably take 
about three months before I could get an 
appointment.” This came from a repre¬ 
sentative of an organization that says 
the two terms “case manager” and 
“client advocate” are interchangeable. 
So when and where is MAP going to ad¬ 
vocate for dental services for me or any other PWA 
who needs them? 

For the better part of two years I asked the same 
organization if I could join one of their advertised 
support groups. I was told, “We used to do that, but 
since the new drugs (protease inhibitors) came out, 
people didn’t want to go to an AIDS support group 
because everybody was going back to work.” Okay, so 
where did the money go that was supposed to be used 
for these advertised groups? A few months ago, MAP 
finally organized a support group for people living 
with HIV/AIDS. When the original group of 12 or so 
PWAs met, many said they wanted to join this group 
because they felt alone. Isolated, and that had no 
friends or knew few if any other people living with 
HIV/AIDS in the county. If everybody wanted to re¬ 
turn to work because they were on protease in¬ 
hibitors, where did this group of people come from? 

I almost died two years ago and being hospitalized 
at Marin General with MAC [mycobacterium avium 
complex]. My life partner divided his time between 
work as the sole breadwinner of the household and 
taking care of me. Outside a small support system of 
close friends, we received very little if any practical, 
emotional, or respite support from the county HIV 
services that receive CARE Act funding. In a county as 
rich and resourceful as Marin, that should not have to 
happened to me and it should not be happening to any 
other PWAs. MAP, along with other AIDS service 
providers, are trying to treat us like inmates at a state 
institution and not like people living with a life-threat¬ 
ening disease. I just won’t go along with that program. 

I’ve heard of written records containing sensitive 
information being faxed around the county without 
the specific knowledge of PWAs. Providers have peri¬ 
odic conferences regarding us but we don’t have ac¬ 
cess to the service providers as a group nor are we in¬ 
vited to any of these meetings. I have a case manager 
at every AIDS agency I’ve been to here in Marin. 
They’re all very busy and they all get paid to create 
and maintain files on me containing pretty much the 
same information. I get a visit from my case manager 
from MAP every three to four months, but no one 
seems to do anything to help me with the stuff I need 
help with. Resources, like the dental program, just dis¬ 
appear into thin air. Most importantly, no one seems 
to be making any attempt to include PWA consumers 
in any of the discussions or communications at any 
level concerning the services that affect our very lives. 
Like another version of “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell,” no¬ 
body’s asking or telling us anything.

It’s a time to 
celebrate these changes - and to 
look for the next steps. 

After a decade or so of vigor¬ 
ous work on the part of transgen¬ 
der people and our allies, the 
Human Rights Campaign has fi¬ 
nally taken a stance that it will 
only support the Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act if it in¬ 
cludes language protecting trans¬ 
gender people. As someone who 
can recall the roots of this strug¬ 
gle, it’s wonderful to finally see 
HRC reach this position. 

In national politics, we’ve seen 
the Democratic National Conven¬ 
tion host its first contingent of 
transgender delegates, showing a 
growing political clout for trans¬ 
gender people in the realm of pol¬ 
itics. 

I would be remiss, with the 
Summer Olympics going on 
in Athens, not to note this as 
the first Olympiad to allow 
transsexuals to openly 
compete in the games. 

That’s all big stuff 
and worthy of celebra¬ 
tion within the 
community. 

With each, it 
shows that the 
acceptance of transgender issues 
has reached a new level of accep¬ 
tance within the broader commu¬ 
nity, in the political arena, and in 
the world of sports. 

I’m reminded of how - via my 
own gender transition - I’ve dis¬ 
covered that acceptance can have 
many layers to it. When I began 
my gender transition, my father 
decided he did not wish to see me. 
It was something he simply could 
not accept. 

Since that time, we’ve gone 
through many levels of acceptance, 
with him being able to speak to 
me, then see me, then use my cur¬ 
rent name and pronouns of choice, 
and finally - only a few days ago - 
referring to me as his daughter. 

These were personal shifts that 
took as long as it took HRC to go 
from being flat-out opposed to in¬ 
cluding transgender issues within 
the organization to where it is 
today. 

Each of the above has gone 
through several levels, and each of 
these came with plenty of strife. 
The Olympic decision led to 
claims that transgender people 
would have a clear advantage, and 
“straw man” arguments that male 
athletes would don dresses to gain 
an advantage. The Democratic 
National Convention was assailed 
as somehow caving to “special 


rights” by even 
having trans¬ 
gender dele¬ 
gates. 

With HRC, 
its decision al¬ 
lowed for those 
within the 
community at 
large to get in¬ 
volved, claim¬ 
ing that HRC 
was somehow 
“trans-jacked” 
by actually 
working to 
protect the 
rights of all 
identified 
groups in the 
organization’s 
mission statement. As if it is some¬ 
how acceptable for HRC to inten¬ 
tionally exclude one group over 
another, given that its stated goals 
do not contain any such favoritism. 

HRC’s change in positions has 
been glacial in comparison with 
many other organizations. The 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation has 
been working on transgen¬ 
der issues for nearly a 
decade that I know of, with 
Parents, Families, and 
Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays and the 
National Gay 
and Lesbian 

Task Force 
showing themselves to be strong al¬ 
lies for a handful of years. These lat¬ 
ter three groups in particular have 
gone beyond mere “acceptance” 
into full inclusion of transgender 
issues in their mission and goals. 

I find it interesting that the 
three groups I singled out above 
never changed their names to in¬ 
clude “transgender” in their 
acronyms - yet at the same time I 
know there have been plenty of 
other organizations that did add 
the word to their name and mis¬ 
sion, yet have never even reached 
HRC’s current level. These groups 
may well have added the “T” 
under some pressure to be inclu¬ 
sive, or perhaps out of good in¬ 
tentions - but they may have 
never really worked to be inclusive 
as well as understanding of our 
needs and desires. 

Even in the three items I start¬ 
ed this column off with, there are 
still many levels yet to be reached. 
Perhaps all three are indeed still at 
a level of acceptance, but are not 
yet truly there when it comes to 
understanding the needs of trans¬ 
gender people. 

While I salute the Olympics for 
finally realizing the needs of trans¬ 
gender people in sports, I wonder 
how long it will be before a trans 
athlete actually gets a chance to 
compete. Many sports bodies do 


not allow transgender people an op¬ 
portunity to perform, meaning that 
transgender athletes cannot get the 
level of training that others might 
have available. In effect, this makes 
the decision of the International 
Olympic Committee a nice gesture, 
but something still unobtainable. 

At the Democratic convention, 
while it was wonderful that so 
many transgender people were a 
part of the event, these same peo¬ 
ple ended up being little more 
than a “token” group, as they had 
to bargain away a position within 
the party’s platform. Never mind 
also that the candidate of choice 
was the only one to go on the 
record against transgender inclu¬ 
sion within ENDA. Which brings 
me back to HRC. 

It’s great that HRC have finally 
come to support transgender inclu¬ 
sion in ENDA, but I find it frustrat¬ 
ing that it took protests, activists 
picketing HRC’s booths at Pride 
parades, and a decade of toil to get 
this far. The fact that this is still a 
limited decision - not covering any 
other bills that may come down the 
line in the future, and giving HRC 
plenty of “wiggle room” in regard 
to current bills other than ENDA. 
If anything, it shows that there are 
still other levels to reach, and still 
more work to be done. 

Perhaps there will come a time 
when HRC will not have to be re¬ 
minded that it represents trans¬ 
gender people, when both politi¬ 
cal parties will not be afraid to 
openly support transgender is¬ 
sues, and when transgender ath¬ 
letes will have a real chance at a 
gold medal. 

That would truly be the differ¬ 
ence between mere acceptance, 
and actually seeing transgender 
people as being equal to all. ▼

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morally. And it’s the latest sign that 
the groups at the supposed helm 
of the movement for gay civil 
rights are out of touch with their 
constituents and sadly adrift when 
we need them the most.” 

Crain also said he didn’t be¬ 
lieve that gender identity protec¬ 
tions would benefit the average 
gay or lesbian individual. 

“HRC has made the peculiar 
claim that gay people sometimes 
endure discrimination because 
they are effeminate men or butch 
lesbians and won’t be protected 
unless ENDA is trans-inclusive. In 
fact, HRC and the trans activists 
have it exactly backwards, and they 


know it,” said Crain, adding that it 
is more likely to have a boss fire a 
trans woman for being “a fag” than 
for a gay friendly boss to fire a man 
for being too effeminate. 

But those supportive of gender 
identity inclusion say those argu¬ 
ments miss the point. While an 
antigay boss is more likely not to 
distinguish between transgenders 
and gays, a court ruling about 
workplace discrimination could 
indeed decide that because a per¬ 
son’s private life was not specifi¬ 
cally targeted, no illegal discrimi¬ 
nation occurred. 

Still, Crain conceded he is not 
concerned about leaving trans¬ 
genders out of the equation. 

“If legislation can be achieved 
that wins some civil rights for 
some people - in this case, almost 


all of HRC’s constituents - that is 
better than nothing,” he wrote. 

Scott Wiener, a San Francisco 
resident who is a board member 
of HRC, has heard it all before. To 
critics, he can only direct their at¬ 
tention to the 1964 Civil Rights 
Act that originally did not include 
gender as a protected category and 
was actually amended as a way to 
kill the bill, under the assumption 
that the addition would make it 
harder to pass. Instead, the addi¬ 
tion generated more support, and 
while Wiener realizes “this is not 
the exact same situation,” he said 
that adding gender identity to 
ENDA “certainly makes it a 
stronger bill in terms of what it 
will accomplish, and could make 
it a stronger bill politically, be¬ 
cause it has more integrity.” T

t a point in every person’s 
life, one has to look deeply 
1 into the mirror of one’s 
soul and decide one’s unique truth 
in the world, not as we may want 
to see it or hope to see it, but as it 
is. And so my truth is that I am a 
gay American.” 

With that August 12 statement, 
New Jersey Governor James Mc- 
Greevey, with his wife and par¬ 
ents at his side, stood before a 
packed news conference and a na¬ 
tionwide television audience and 
became the country’s highest- 
ranking openly gay elected office¬ 
holder. 

McGreevey (D), along with 
three openly gay members of the 
House of Representatives (two 
Democrats, one Republican), are 
America’s highest ranking gay 
elected figures. The fact that the 
governor went before the nation 
to announce his sexuality, despite 
the circumstances under which he 
did so, still says a lot about where 
the country has come - regardless 
of the simultaneous announce¬ 
ment that he plans to resign from 
office. 

Though McGreevey says he 
will resign in three months be¬ 
cause he had an affair with a male 
lover that left him vulnerable to 
“false allegations and 
threats of disclosure,” re¬ 
ports of financial impro¬ 
prieties by the governor 
and alleged attempted 
blackmail threats by 
his former male lover 
overshadowed the fact 
that Mc¬ 
Greevey openly 
admits to being 
a gay man. 

The first-term governor, who 
has been tainted by political scan¬ 
dal practically since taking office, 
said his resignation would take ef¬ 
fect November 15, though since 
his news conference Republicans 
and some Democrats have urged 
that he step aside sooner. New Jer¬ 
sey has no lieutenant governor, so 
if McGreevey hangs on until No¬ 
vember, Richard Cody, the De¬ 
mocratic state Senate president, 
will become acting governor. 

Though McGreevey said he 
was resigning due to the extra¬ 
marital affair he had been having 
with a man, what he did not men¬ 
tion was that there are allegations 
that there were financial scandals 
involved with his administration 
and, of course, the alleged threats 
of blackmail involving his former 
male lover, Golan Cipel, a 33- 
year-old Israeli citizen. However, 
an attorney for Cipel held a news 
conference the following day 
denying statements hinted by the 
governor’s aides that Cipel had 
demanded “several million dol¬ 
lars” from McGreevey to avoid a 
threatened sexual harassment law¬ 
suit. 

In fact, Jim Margolis, a media 
consultant for the governor, sug¬ 
gested that McGreevey was actu¬ 
ally not resigning because he was 
coming out as a gay American but 
because “the threats that were 
being made were part of what 
made it difficult for the governor 
to continue to do his job in the 
way that it needed to be done. He 
knew that once the word got out 
about the [threatened] lawsuit, re¬ 
gardless if the charges were false, 
that all that would be left would 
be a circus out there.” 

McGreevey, 47, who has been 
married twice and has two daugh¬ 
ters, reportedly met Cipel during 
a trip to Israel in 2000 and asked 


him to come back to the United 
States. Cipel, who since last week’s 
story broke now claims he’s 
straight, served as a liaison to the 
state’s Jewish community during 
McGreevey’s successful 2001 gu¬ 
bernatorial race, and upon be¬ 
coming governor, McGreevey gave 
Cipel the $110,000-a-year posi¬ 
tion of special counsel on home¬ 
land security - a position for 
which Cipel did not appear to 
have any qualifications. The feder¬ 
al government refused to 
give him a security 
clearance because he 
was not a U.S. citizen. 
Cipel resigned the 
homeland security 
position shortly 
thereafter, but Mc¬ 
Greevey retained him 
at the same 
salary as a 
“policy coun¬ 
selor.” Cipel 
left the administration late in 
2002, but with the governor’s 
help, landed a lobbying job. He 
later lost that job and a subse¬ 
quent one in public relations. 

While charges and counter¬ 
charges continue over whether 
McGreevey was threatened with 
intended extortion or whether 
Cipel, as he now claims, was the 
“victim of repeated sexual ad¬ 
vances” by the governor, Micah 
Rasmussen, the governor’s press 
secretary, insisted this week that 
“these are completely and totally 
false allegations from a person 
trying to exploit his relationship 
with the governor,” adding that 
“the matter has been referred to 
federal authorities for investiga¬ 
tion.” 

Meanwhile, the nation’s gay 
community largely looked upon 
the fact that the country now has 
an acknowledged openly gay gov¬ 
ernor of a major state as being bit¬ 
tersweet. David Catania (R), the 
openly gay Washington, D.C. 
councilman, told the Los Angeles 
Times that “it would be nice if a 
governor was elected who was gay 
and proud; there aren’t a lot of op¬ 
portunities for Americans to see 
gays in office. Now, to see some¬ 
one (possibly) abusing their 
power, it’s not much to be proud 
of.” 

San Francisco Assemblyman 
Mark Leno (D) told the Times 
that not everyone was sanguine 
that openness about sexuality was 
. any easier today. “Keep in mind 
that we are in living in an era 
where the president thinks the 
marriage of two loving same-sex 
people is something that we have 
to prohibit in the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion,” Leno said. 

According to the Gay & Les¬ 
bian Victory Fund, there are now 
275 openly gay and lesbian elected 


official in the U.S.; in 1991, when 
the fund was organized, there 
were only 49. 

What I think is more impor¬ 
tant is not that headlines were 
made last week with the an¬ 
nouncement that a big-state gov¬ 
ernor had come out of the closet 
- that in itself should no longer be 
even newsworthy. As Daniel Zin- 
gale, the openly gay former cabi¬ 
net secretary to former Governor 
Gray Davis told the Times, “The 
fact that you have the governor of 
a big state saying, ‘I am a gay 
American’ without shame is a 
monumental step, (but) my con¬ 
cern is that young people in par¬ 
ticular might misunderstand the 
headlines, concluding that he re¬ 
signed because he’s gay.” 

Clearly, while some gay offi¬ 
cials were expressing concern fol¬ 
lowing the McGreevey affair that 
voters might regretfully judge 
other gay elected officials by the 
actions of one high-profile office¬ 
holder, I don’t think that will be 
the case. Hopefully, we, as a na¬ 
tion, have moved past that.

There was Representative 
David Dreier (R) of Southern 
California on MSNBC’s Scarbor¬ 
ough Country over the weekend 
with Democratic consultant Joe 
Trippi and others as Dreier gin¬ 
gerly discussed whether New Jer¬ 
sey Governor James McGreevey, 
having announced his homosexu¬ 
ality, could effectively govern that 
state for the next three months or 
should he, as host Joe Scarbor¬ 
ough insisted, step down now. 
Read this Congressman Dreier: at 
least Governor McGreevey, albeit 
having been probably forced to do 
so, had the courage to come out in 
front of millions of Americans on 
national television to declare “I 
am a gay American” - something a 
lot of closeted politicians still 
don’t have the balls to do. 

California Republican U.S. 
Senate nominee Bill Jones would 
do well to avoid any future televi¬ 
sion debates with Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer (D). At last week”s 
televised debate from L.A., Boxer 
all but kicked Jones’s ass and gave 
him some government lessons 
along the way. During the debate 
Jones twice accused Boxer of vot¬ 
ing to cut $400 million in intelli¬ 
gence funding while she was chair 
of the Senate’s “subcommittee on 
intelligence.” A surprised Boxer re¬ 
torted: “Mr. Jones, there is no such 
subcommittee on intelligence and 
I have never in my life voted 
against an intelligence budget. 
Jones later conceded that he had 
misspoken and Boxer went on to 
inform Jones that she sits on the 
subcommittee on foreign rela-

he Employment Non-Dis- 

. crimination Act is dead, a 
victim of Republican oppo¬ 
sition, Democratic indifference, 
and now the foolishness of the 
country’s richest and most promi¬ 
nent gay civil rights organization. 
Abandoning common sense, the 
Human Rights Campaign an¬ 
nounced in early August that it 
will no longer support federal 
legal protection for millions of gay 
workers unless the tiny number of 
transgender workers gets that pro¬ 
tection too. The decision is a slap 
in the face to gay Americans, who 
generously fund HRC, and who 
will now have to wait even longer 
for federal employment discrimi¬ 
nation protection. 

ENDA was first introduced in 
Congress in 1994. From the be¬ 
ginning, it has been a carefully cal¬ 
culated compromise between the 
need for broad protection from 
discrimination and the practical 
realities of a political world just 
now getting used to the subject of 
homosexuality. From the begin¬ 
ning, it banned only employment 
discrimination, not discrimina¬ 
tion in housing, education, or 
public accommodations. From 
the beginning, it applied only to 
relatively large employers. It ex¬ 
empted religious employers. It 
banned quotas. 

And from the beginning, 
ENDA protected workers only 
from antigay discrimination, not 
from discrimination for a host of 
other reasons, like “gender identi¬ 


ty,” which would include trans¬ 
gender people. 

Until this month, HRC op¬ 
posed adding gender identity to 
ENDA. In the judgment of Capi¬ 
tol Hill vote-counters, including 
uber-liberals Representative Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Massachusetts) and 
Senator Ted Kennedy (D-Massa¬ 
chusetts), a transgender-inclusive 
ENDA could not pass Congress. 
Adding transgender protection 
would, in their judgment, scare 
off Republican congression¬ 
al sponsors already in hot 
water for supporting 
protection for gays. 

That, in turn, would scare 
off some moderate Democ¬ 
rats. 

Without the sup¬ 
port of at least a few 
Republicans and 
moderate-to-conservative De¬ 
mocrats, ENDA could never pass 
- even if the Democrats somehow 
regained control of Congress. Bet¬ 
ter to pass an imperfect ENDA, 
one that gives at least some work¬ 
ers some degree of protection 
from discrimination, than to pass 
no ENDA at all. As HRC political 
director Winnie Stachelberg said 
just a year ago, “Now is not the 
time to add gender identity to 
ENDA.” 

What changed? Defending the 
group’s about-face, HRC has of¬ 
fered a mix of woolly principle 
and manufactured pragmatism. 

On the principle, HRC notes 
that transgender people, especial¬ 
ly those transitioning from one 
sex to the other, face harassment 
on the job and even termination. 


Thus, they need legal protection 
just as gay people do. 

That’s true, but it does not an¬ 
swer the question why ENDA 
must as a matter of principle in¬ 
clude gender identity. Lots of peo¬ 
ple face discrimination for lots of 
bad reasons, but that does not 
mean one bill must address every 
conceivable problem. Even a 
trans-inclusive ENDA will not be 
truly all-inclusive, since it won’t 
protect people from other 
forms of discrimination, 
including perhaps the 
most common forms of 
discrimination based on 
appearance (like height, 
weight, and homeliness). 

HRC cites the 
need for “unity” in 
the “LGBT commu¬ 
nity,” claiming that 
most gays support employment 
protection for transgender people. 
That may true in the abstract, but 
it’s very doubtful most gays would 
support trans-inclusion if in¬ 
formed it would kill any chance of 
protection for gay workers. 

On this critical point, HRC 
fails to produce any evidence that 
a trans-inclusive ENDA won’t lose 
congressional support. That’s 
what motivated HRC’s opposition 
to trans-inclusion to begin with. 
Has HRC consulted the leading 
sponsors, Republican and Demo¬ 
crat, on the issue? How many 
votes will be lost? HRC has, not 
answered these questions. 

HRC also defends its reversal 
on what it calls “pragmatic” 
grounds. The group’s new presi¬ 
dent, Cheryl Jacques, argues that 


adding gender identity to ENDA is 
a matter of gay self-interest. She 
hypothesizes that an employer 
might fire a gay man solely because 
he’s feminine in appearance and 
manner, rather than because he’s 
gay. The employer could then pro¬ 
duce gender-conforming gay em¬ 
ployees to prove it tolerates such 
gays, escaping ENDA’s sanctions. 

That’s a make-weight argu¬ 
ment based on a very unlikely sce¬ 
nario. Where is this Dodo bird of 
an employer who loves gays but 
detests gender nonconformists? 
Jacques provides no real-world 
example, and I am aware of none. 

Moreover, to the extent an em¬ 
ployer discriminates on the basis 
of a person’s gender nonconfor¬ 
mity there is arguably already 
some protection under Supreme 
Court interpretation of existing 
federal law. No such precedent 
protects gays from discrimination. 

“Passing ENDA without gen¬ 
der identity and expression is like 
passing a copyright law that cov¬ 
ers books and television shows but 
doesn’t cover digital music or 
videbs,” Jacques concludes in an 
op-ed. I’d say it’s more like pass¬ 
ing a copyright law that covers 
books, television shows, digital 
music, and videos, but omits a 
single CD manufactured in a leap 
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tions, a committee that has no ju¬ 
risdiction over intelligence bud¬ 
gets. “If you want to go to the U.S. 
Senate, you need to know how it 
works,” Boxer told Jones after the 
debate. 

With supporters of same-sex 
marriage being handed a setback 
by the California Supreme Court 
last week, the debate now moves 
to another arena - the state Legis¬ 
lature. Assemblyman Mark Leno 
(D-San Francisco) intends to rein¬ 
troduce a gay marriage measure in 
December, and with the commit¬ 
ted support of Assembly Speaker 
Fabian Nunez (D-Los Angeles), 
Leno predicts it will make it 
through the Legislature and even¬ 
tually end up on Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s desk, where it 
could still face a possible veto de¬ 
spite somewhat encouraging com¬ 
ments made recently on the issue 
by the Republican governor. 

LGBT caucus cleans up: Cali¬ 
fornia Journal magazine has be¬ 
stowed its biennial “Minnie 
Awards” (so named after Minerva, 
the goddess of wisdom who graces 
the state seal) on members of the 
state Legislature and members of 
the LGBT Legislative Caucus re¬ 
ceived special recognition in sev¬ 
eral categories. State Senator 
Sheila Kuehl (D-Santa Monica), 
who’s in the running to become 
president pro tern of the upper 
house, was a repeat winner in the 
“Quick Study” category, and was 
mentioned as one of the state Sen¬ 
ate’s “Elite” members. She was also 
recognized in the “Integrity,” 
“Problem-Solving,” and “Hard 
Working” categories. Assembly- 
men John Laird (D-Santa Cruz) 
and Mark Leno (D-San Francisco) 
were mentioned in multiple cate¬ 
gories, including the Assembly 
“Elite,” the “Freshman Elite,” “In¬ 
tegrity,” “Problem-Solving,” 
“Hard-Working,” and “Quick 
Study.” Assemblywoman Jackie 
Goldberg (D-Los Angeles) was 
mentioned as part of the “24/7” 
crowd in the “Hard-Working” cat¬ 
egory along with Laird and Leno. 
Congrats to our able legislators.

year on a Thursday during a full 
moon. 

It’s possible that ENDA could 
still advance in Congress without 
the support of HRC (or of the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, which long ago withdrew 
its support for the same reason as 
HRC, or of the Log Cabin Repub¬ 
licans, who seem only mildly in¬ 
terested anyway). Members of 
Congress, after all, aren’t required 
to get HRC’s approval before 
moving gay civil rights legislation. 
Put to an up-or-down vote right 
now, ENDA without trans-protec¬ 
tion might well get majorities in 
both houses of Congress (it fell 
just one vote short in the Senate in 
1996). 

But there is now no longer any 
group in Washington, D.C. repre¬ 
senting the interests of gay Ameri¬ 
cans on the subject of employment 
discrimination. That will make it 
very difficult to pass any employ¬ 
ment legislation for the foreseeable 
future, even with a Democratic 
Congress and president. T

Sheriff’s deputy 
sues SFFD and city

J on Gray, an openly gay San 
Francisco sheriff’s deputy, 
filed suit last week against the 
city and the fire department, al¬ 
leging he was passed over for a 
firefighter position due to his sex¬ 
ual orientation and being a recov¬ 
ered alcoholic. 

In his suit, Gray is seeking 
compensatory damages for lost 
back pay, lost fringe benefits, and 
future lost earnings and benefits, 
as well as for emotional distress. 
He is also seeking an injunction 
requiring that he be hired by the 
fire department and that the use 
of a personality inventory and job 
perception index test be enjoined 
until it is certified to be job relat¬ 
ed for recovered alcoholics and 
homosexuals. 

In his suit, Gray alleges that the 
personality index, which counts 
for 60 percent of a person’s score, 
is “scored based on responses 
from pools of persons that did not 
include a reasonable number” of 
recovered alcoholics and homo¬ 
sexuals. As a result, he claims the 
test does not “accurately measure. 
the ability of recovered alcoholics 
and homosexuals to become fire¬ 
fighters.” 

Fire department officials have 
said the test is not used to weed 
out gay applicants and that the de¬ 


partment is diverse and accepting 
of LGBT members. City attorney 
spokesman Matt Dorsey declined 
to comment about the suit on 
Wednesday, August 18, saying “I 
haven’t seen the complaint and 
am not prepared to comment 
about it at this time.” 

Since Gray took the firefighters 
exam in the fall of 2001, he has 
raised questions about the validi¬ 
ty of the test, which he claims pur¬ 
posefully screens out gay appli¬ 
cants. He has filed complaints 
with city and state agencies and 
decided to file his lawsuit Thurs¬ 
day, August 12 after investigators 
with the state Department of Fair 
Employment and Housing closed 
his case earlier this year due to 
lack of evidence. 

Originally, Gray said he no 
longer wanted to work for the fire 
department. But on the advice of 
an attorney, he said he included 
the employment injunction in his 
suit. 

“I was advised I should put 
that in there. Otherwise they 
could say if he doesn’t want to be 
a firefighter why file this lawsuit,” 
said Gray. 

After the Bay Area Reporter 
first reported about Gray’s claims 
about the fire department’s exam, 
Fire Chief Joanne Hayes-White 
ordered human resources person¬ 
nel to obtain a copy of the exam, 
which she said she has never seen, 


as well as a statement by the cre¬ 
ator of the test, Dr. James Outtz, 
as to why certain questions are 
asked of applicants. Hayes-White 
said she hoped to issue a report on 
her findings within 30 to 60 days. 

Other gay and lesbian firefight¬ 
ers have since come forward ex¬ 
pressing doubts about the exam 
and the need for better recruit¬ 
ment efforts within the gay com¬ 
munity. Openly gay Assemblyman 
JVlark Leno (D-San Francisco) has 
also offered his support to Gray, 
saying a review of the depart¬ 
ment’s entrance exam is needed. 

“There should be some trans¬ 
parency in the application process 
and screening of those who are in¬ 
terested in serving the city. That 
appears to be lacking from the in¬ 
formation I have gathered,” said 
Leno. “I don’t think the resolution 
of this situation is all that complex, 
and the reason I called Jon was to 
offer any assistance in bringing the 
appropriate parties together.” 

Gray said he hopes to meet 
with Leno this week to discuss the 
matter. Since coming forward, he 
said he has received support from 
coworkers at San Francisco Gen¬ 
eral Hospital, where he oversees 
the facility’s jail unit. 

“I feel good about what I did. I 
am glad about what I did,” said 
Gray. “I thought when I filed the 
lawsuit it would be downhill from 
there, but it’s not.” T

| I Republicans are standing 
up to social conservatives 
on the party platform. While they 
acknowledge little likelihood of 
success in deleting provisions they 
find offensive at this late date, they 
are urging adoption of a unity 
plank (see box). 

Patrick Guerriero, executive di¬ 
rector of Log Cabin Republicans; 
Ann Stone, chair of Republicans 
for Choice; and Eli Allagoa, man¬ 
aging director of the Republican 
Youth Majority, pushed the unity 
plank at an August 16 news con¬ 
ference at the National Press Club 
in Washington, D.C. 

“We are not here today to tell 
those who disagree with us on is¬ 
sues relating to gay and lesbian 
equality that they are not welcome 
in our party,” Guerriero said. “We 
understand that there are a variety 
of opinions on these issues within 
the Republican Party and we re¬ 
spect and we honor that diversity 
as part of our tradition.” 

“We are here today to tell the 
far right that they do not own the 
Republican Party. This party, our 
party, the Republican Party, be¬ 
longs to no one person and no 
one group. And it is time that our 
platform reflects that reality.” 

Guerriero reeled off the list of 
moderate speakers that are sched¬ 
uled for prime time during the 


Republican convention at the end 
of the month, including Califor¬ 
nia Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger, New York Gover¬ 
nor George Pataki, and New York 
City Mayor Michael Bloomberg. 
“All of these speakers in prime 
time have long histories of sup¬ 
porting policies that respect the 
Republican Party’s diversity. In 
particular, all of these speakers 
have opposed policies that mar¬ 
ginalize and discriminate against 
gay and lesbian Americans.” 

“It is not enough to have these 
inclusive voices be the face of the 
Republican Party in prime time if 
the platform only represents the 


exclusive voices of Gary Bauer, 
Jerry Falwell, and Rick Santorum.” 

“It is time to tell the far right 
that they are welcome in this 
party, but they are just one part of 
a diverse and strong GOP,” he said. 
“We are here today representing 
the party’s future.” 

Stone said, “Our differences 
with the GOP leadership are on is¬ 
sues of privacy and individual 
rights - fundamental questions of 
Republican politics. ... On the 
issue of abortion, are we only for 
individual rights for men and not 
for women? 

“We are asking for the plat¬ 
form to reflect the primetime line¬ 


up that you are going to see at the 
convention,” Stone added. She 
wants the GOP to get government 
out of the bedroom. 

Stone said they are pushing for 
several other assurances from 
party leaders, including censure 
for state and local party officials 
who work against pro-choice or 
gay and lesbian members of the 
party. 

Allagoa said, “We cannot let 
our differences blind us to the big 
picture.” He saw two reasons why 
the party should support the unity 
plank. The first is that integration 
and inclusion is the way that Re¬ 
publicans can retain their majori- 


Party unity plank 

The plank reads as fol¬ 
lows: 

We recognize and respect 
that Republicans of good 
faith may not agree with all 
of the planks in the party’s 
platform.

ty status now and in the future. 
The other is that it can help re¬ 
elect President Bush. 

When asked what the conse¬ 
quences would be if the unity 
plank is not adopted, Guerriero 
said, “The repercussions are ulti¬ 
mately on election day.” He said 
that Bush carried Florida by only 
about 500 votes when up to 
50,000 gays and lesbians in the 
state voted for him. 

“The kind of message that 
comes out of the convention will 
determine whether those 50,000 
voters stay with the president, go 
elsewhere, or don’t vote.” He said 
the Log Cabin board would not 
make its endorsement decision 
until after the convention. 

Stone said that national polling 
over the years “shows that 68 to 75 
percent of Republicans are pro- 
choice - there is no downside to 
doing this.” A survey of Republi¬ 
cans for Choice members earlier 
this year found that 36.8 percent 
were prepared to vote for Bush;

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Plan calls for merchant group to 
oversee Halloween in the Castro

B usiness owners in the Cas¬ 
tro have long viewed Hal¬ 
loween as a major 
headache, with street closures im¬ 
peding foot traffic in stores and 
rowdy revelers causing damage. 
Along with vocal outcries from 
residents who also dread the 
hordes and the problems the year¬ 
ly street party in the Castro brings, 
merchants have repeatedly peti¬ 
tioned city leaders to do some¬ 


thing to improve and rein in the 
Halloween happening. 

Last year marked the first time 
city officials banded together to 
address the problem. Spearhead¬ 
ed by Supervisor Bevan Dufty, 
who made creating a safe Hal¬ 
loween a focal point of his 2002 
election campaign, representatives 
from the neighborhood, business 
district, fire and police depart¬ 
ments, and the city’s artistic com¬ 
munity met for months to better 
plan for the evening. 

After what many called a suc¬ 


cessful event last year, the manag¬ 
er of this year’s Halloween party is 
asking the merchants to take on 
an even larger oversight role for 
the event. Audrey Joseph, a mem¬ 
ber of the city’s Entertainment 
Commission who is overseeing 
the planning of this year’s party, is 
proposing that the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro become 
the fiscal sponsor of Halloween. 

“Halloween is going to happen 
no matter what we do. So we have 
to have the safest, best event we 
can have. We want the merchants 
to take a bigger role,” Joseph said 
during MUMC’s August 5 meet¬ 
ing. “If you at least hold the purse 
strings you have some control.” 

The idea is for Halloween’s or¬ 
ganizers to give MUMC $2,000 
from the money collected at the 
gates this year in order for the 
business group to form a 501c(3). 
In doing so, MUMC would be in 
charge of the event’s finances, in 
effect becoming the executive pro¬ 
ducer of Halloween. 

“I urge you - we will pay for it 
-to setup this 501c(3). You would 
have a greater say in your neigh¬ 
borhood,” Joseph said. 

For MUMC members, it was 
the first time hearing about the 
idea. MUMC President Herb 
Cohn said the group’s board of di¬ 
rectors would take up the issue at 
its next meeting. 

“It’s a fine idea but insurance is 
a concern,” said Cohn, who said a 
better solution would be for a 
Castro community benefit district 
to act as the fiscal sponsor. “We are 
in the process of forming this bid, 
which could take over this event.” 

Currently, San Francisco’s 
Pride Parade is the fiscal sponsor 
for Halloween. As fiscal sponsor, 
the group acts as the recipient of 
money allocated or donated to the 
event. According to Joseph, the 
city’s risk management division 
purchases the insurance for the 
event and the money goes 
through the Pride committee. The 
city usually buys $1 million in 
protection for Halloween, said 
Joseph. 

“It is a blanket policy. It covers 
anything that might happen in the 
neighborhood which did not in¬ 
volve city personnel,” who are al¬ 
ready covered, Joseph said. 

Several MUMC members ex¬ 
pressed concerns about being re¬ 
sponsible for the insurance of the 
event. Steve Gaynes, who oversees 
the Castro Street Fair, said the cost 
for insurance has gone up for his 
event, from $10,000 to $18,000

this year and the city refused to 
help pay for it. 

“We went to Grants for the 
Arts this year and we were denied 
a grant. Even the Symphony and 
the Opera have been cut,” Gaynes 
said. “What guarantee can we get 
from the city that Grants for the 
Arts will cover us for the insur¬ 
ance?” 

The Entertainment Commis¬ 
sion has received $28,000 from 
Grants for the Arts to pay for the 
insurance for this year’s event, 
Joseph said. The amount is three 
times more expensive than last 
year, when insurance for the event 
cost $9,000. 

In July, the city’s supervisors 
voted to make Halloween a city- 
sanctioned event. So unlike the 
Castro Street Fair, which is a pri¬ 
vate event, Halloween is a public- 
private event that the city is in¬ 
volved in, explained Joseph. 

“You \yll get the money,” she 
said. “The city has a hand in it and 
will not allow you to go unin¬ 
sured.” 

As for waiting for the Castro 
CBD to form, which could take 
anywhere from a year to 18 
months to be completed if prop¬ 
erty owners vote for it, Joseph said 
she would like to see MUMC step 
in now. Forming a 501c(3) takes 
six to eight months, and Joseph 
said the desire is to see MUMC 
have everything in place for Hal¬ 
loween 2005. 

After the meeting, Cohn said 


he is willing to consider the pro¬ 
posal but once again reiterated 
that it would be better suited for a 
Castro CBD to oversee. 

“I see this as a natural project 
for the new CBD. If MUMC needs 
to take hold of it for one year, then 
it is something we should consid¬ 
er,” he said. 

As for this year, Halloween falls 
on a Sunday and plans call for du¬ 
plicating the entertainment at last 
year’s event. The party will run 
from 6 p.m. to midnight and will 
feature the March of Light Parade 
and four stages. The parade and 
Red Bull have each signed on to 
sponsor a stage and organizers are 
seeking two other stage sponsors. 
Each stage costs about $5,000 to 
$7,000 to produce. 

Clear Channel Communica¬ 
tions has once again agreed to do¬ 
nate billboard and radio advertis¬ 
ing to promote the event, and 
Joseph said she is confident she 
will find two more stage sponsors. 

Patrick Batt, past president of 
MUMC who met with Mayor 
Gavin Newsom earlier this 
month, said that the mayor agreed 
to allocate $17,000 to help pay for 
civilian security at the event. The 
funding is less than the $20,000 
the city gave toward Halloween’s 
costs in 2003. 

With the success of last year’s 
event to build on, Dufty promised 
at the MUMC meeting that Hal¬ 
loween, “is going to be a lot better 
this year.” T

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24.5 percent said yes but that 
could change; while 38.7 percent 
said no. She said, “They need a 
reason to come home again.” 

Guerriero said Log Cabin’s na¬ 
tional poll showed only 1 percent 
of the electorate thought that gay 
marriage was a critical issue. Most 
voters put it at the bottom of their 
top 10 priorities. 

“The greatest sign that part of 
what we are doing makes sense 
politically comes from [Bush po¬ 
litical guru] Karl Rove.... The re¬ 
ality is, you don’t see Jerry Falwell 
speaking in prime time, you don’t 
see Rick Santorum speaking in 
prime time. ... The reality is that 
the people running the campaign 
decided to put our allies out 
there” to appeal to undecided and 
swing voters, said Guerriero. 


Stone said a majority of swing 
voters are always women. She in¬ 
timated that her group might 
stage a floor fight over the abor¬ 
tion plank if it is not accommo¬ 
dated. She said pro-choice Repub¬ 
licans have been “too civil for too 
long, and have to get down and 
dirty.” 

Guerriero recalled the 1992 
GOP convention where the raging 
of Pat Buchanan “calling for a cul¬ 
tural war and a religious jihad” is 
believed to have contributed to the 
first President Bush losing re-elec¬ 
tion. 

George W. Bush took almost 
half of the under 30 vote in 2000, 
but polls this year show that De¬ 
mocrat John Kerry is carrying that 
demographic by at least 2 to 1. All 
of the speakers agreed that Bush’s 
emphasis on the social issues near 
and dear to social conservatives 
“turns off” most younger and in¬ 
dependent voters. ▼

H oward Armistead is a man 
with a mission. He was 
everywhere at July’s XV In¬ 
ternational AIDS Conference in 
Bangkok, handing out flyers and 
holding a news conference. 

Armistead, who is not a med¬ 
ical doctor, is touting a comple¬ 
mentary combination of seleni¬ 
um, aspirin, and a multivitamin 
supplement to enhance standard 
HAART antiretroviral therapy. 
Given the Bush administration’s 
roadblocks to cheaper generic 
AIDS drugs in developing coun¬ 
tries, Armistead suggests people 
with HIV take this cheaper com¬ 
bination until affordable treat¬ 
ment is available. 

Armistead is not asking people 
to stop taking AIDS drugs but to 
enhance overall health with sup¬ 
plementation. He said he has been 
taking 1.2 grams of aspirin, 400 
meg of selenium, and a multivita¬ 
min for 15 years. 

“When I added the aspirin-(en- 
teric coated taken with meals 
throughout the day) and selenium 
to the standard AIDS treatment 
cocktail, it led to my full immune 
restoration and balance that 
HAART therapy alone did not 
achieve,” he said. 

According to Armistead, “Sele¬ 
nium is the only supplement that 
actually has anti-HIV properties. 
Selenium is a natural reverse tran¬ 
scriptase inhibitor. It also reduces 
HIV by inhibiting nudear factor 
kappa binding (NF-kB), the pro¬ 
tein that activates HIV gene repli¬ 
cation. It is necessary for the for¬ 
mation of glutathione, an essential 
antioxidant that influences inflam¬ 
mation. Finally, it is essential for the 
basic operation of both the cellular 
and humor immunity. Supplemen¬ 
tation with selenium can reverse 
the decline in immune function 
caused by HIV’s depletion of the 
body’s selenium supply.” 

Dr. Claire Borkert, of the East 
Bay AIDS Center, is open to sele¬ 
nium supplementation, but at a 
lower dose. “A study was pub¬ 
lished in AIDS Research Human 
Retroviruses , 1994 Nov; 

10(11):1451-61 that talks about 
the inhibiting properties of seleni¬ 
um. This is probably the study 
where he got the information 
about inhibiting factor kappa 
binding. It is talked about in ex¬ 
cruciating detail,” Borkett stated. 
“Another interesting study - 
Serum Selenium vs. Lymphocyte 
Subsets and Markers of Disease 
Inflammation Response in HIV-1

Infection (Biology of Trace Ele¬ 
ments, 1997 Jan, 56(l):31-4) - also 
talks about the immune response 
with people taking selenium. I’m 
not aware that taking more than 
the recommended daily dose is 
helpful - and too much selenium 
can cause nausea, vomiting, hair 
loss, peripheral neuropathy, and 
mental status changes - so people 
should not mega dose selenium. 
Selenium deficiency is known to 
cause cardiomyopathy and skele¬ 
tal muscle dysfunction so it is very 
important - in trace amounts.” 

Borkert, of the East Bay’s 
largest AIDS practice, also cau¬ 
tioned, “It would be good for peo¬ 
ple to check first with their med¬ 
ical provider before just starting 
this regimen.” 

Armistead reported that “in a 
small series of clinical trials salicy¬ 
late drugs like aspirin have been 
shown to reduce HIV replication 
by 60 to 65 percent, roughly 
equivalent to AZT’s ability to in¬ 
hibit HIV. The anthill effects of as¬ 
pirin-like drugs have been report¬ 
ed in over 15 medical journal arti¬ 
cles. Aspirin reduces HIV replica¬ 
tion by inhibiting NF-kB, the 
transcription factor that stimu¬ 
lates HIV genetic copying in the 
CDR cell’s nucleus.” 

Borkert said use of aspirin 
makes sense as it is an anti-in¬ 
flammatory agent. 

Dr. Jeff Burack, also of EBAC, 
raised more questions: “Aspirin 
certainly heals many ills, but like¬ 
wise hasn’t been used in con¬ 
trolled trials in HIV. The dose at 
issue is large enough to cause se¬ 
rious worry about bleeding or 
stomach ulceration.” 

Burack noted, “As I’m sure you 
know, there was just a large study 
published from Kenya on the clin¬ 
ical benefit of multiple vitamins 
(B, C, E) in people who were not 


on HAART. There is no data for 
people being treated.” 

“The use of a multivitamin 
supplement constitutes an essen¬ 
tial part of low cost HIV combi¬ 
nation therapy. Vitamin E helps 
potentiate the beneficial effect of 
selenium. Iron promotes HIV 
replication and should be avoid¬ 
ed,” asserted Armistead, who also 
directs the International Project 
for Affordable Therapy for HIV. 

Acupuncturist Elliot Wagner 
has been providing complemen¬ 
tary therapy to AIDS patients for 
years at Oakland’s Center for 
AIDS Services and Walden House 
in San Francisco. “PWAs should 
take a high quality multivitamins 
to replace lost micronutrients.” 

Wagner also recommends NAC, 
a precursor to glutathione, which is 
low in PWAs, and antioxidants (es¬ 
pecially Vitamin C), Vitamin D, 
and selenium. He also recommends 
alpha-lipoic acid, Vitamin B6 (250 
meg/day), and calcium for those 
with peripheral neuropathy. Wag¬ 
ner cautioned that each patient is 
different and supplemental needs 
will vary accordingly. 

The three East Bay practition¬ 
ers all emphasized that people 
should consult with their doctor 
about supplements or make sure 
their doctor is aware of what sup¬ 
plements and dosage they are tak¬ 
ing.

ome LGBT and same-gen¬ 
der loving individuals may 
be pleased to hear that the 
latest spokesman for the now-in- 
famous “down low” phenomenon 
is “taking the heat off” gay and bi¬ 
sexual men for spreading HIV to 
heterosexuals. 

The down low - or DL - 
lifestyle has been used in the 
media over the past few years to 
describe straight identified men 
who secretly have sex with other 
men. Usually this term refers to 
black men, along with an explana¬ 
tion that the available images of 
gay identity do not appeal to the 
masculine sensibilities or expecta¬ 
tions of black culture. The down 
low has also been used to explain 
why so many black heterosexual 
women are contracting HIV; in 
frequently cited studies, a black 
woman was 23 times more likely 
to be infected with HIV than a 
white woman, and black women 
made up roughly 60 percent of 
new HIV cases in women, with 
heterosexual contact the leading 
cause of transmission. 

J.L. King - a Chicago-area 
writer who penned the best-seller 
On the Down Low: a Journey into 
the Lives of ‘Straight ’ Black Men 
who Sleep with Men - said he was 
prompted to write a book because 
of his own past life on the down 
low (King was caught in bed with

a man by his ex-wife years ago), 
and because he wants to empower 
and protect heterosexual women. 

In the Bay Area last week to 
promote his book and educate his 
community, King said he has set 
out to make his down low broth¬ 
ers take responsibility for them¬ 
selves and their women in a way 
that doesn’t force them to label 
themselves as anything other than 
straight. And he has earned his 
credibility in the down low dia¬ 
logue, he said, specifically because 
he is not a gay man. 

“A real down low man prefers 
women over men,” said King dur¬ 
ing an interview with Barbara 
Rodgers for the CBS5 public af¬ 
fairs show Bay Sunday, which was 
taped Friday, August 13 in the sta¬ 
tion’s San Francisco studio. “The 
gay community has been taking 
the blame, and the gay men I 
know are not a part of the prob¬ 
lem.” 

The episode aired August 15. 
During the eight-minute segment, 
King was careful to differentiate 
DL guys not just from gays but 
from bisexuals who “could go ei¬ 
ther way.” 

King said he is also always care¬ 
ful to point out that this secret 
sexual behavior does not just 
occur in communities of color. 
The fact that he is a black man 
speaking about the practice in his 
community, however, often over¬ 
shadows this disclaimer. 

The biggest problem as King 
sees it is that down low men are 
not having safer sex with other 
men, he told the Bay Area Reporter 
in an interview after his taping. 

Living on the “down low,” he 
says, can be necessary in order to 
avoid a label that doesn’t fit, as 
even alluding to being bisexual 
will get a black man labeled as 
“gay” or “faggot.” 

King can therefore accept the 
need to keep this sex on the down 
low, although he laments that the 
secret “doesn’t give a woman all 
the information she needs to 
make a choice.” And knowing that 
DL men will not tell their female 
partners about their behavior, 
King urges them to protect them¬ 
selves ancFUlhers. 

“In the book, I tell them, ‘Look, 
I know you are not going to tell 
your woman. I understand you 
can’t talk about this in your 
church, your fraternity, your job. 
So what you have to do is protect 
yourself. If you’re a bottom, make 
sure the man fucking you is wear¬ 
ing a condom. If you are a top, put 


on a condom, if not for the man 
you are with, then for the woman 
that he is with. For his wife or his 
girlfriend, think about her.” 

Signs and signals 

King’s book also includes signs, 
signals, and potential entrapments 
for women to watch for if they 
suspect their men are deceiving 
them. Going upon one’s instinct, 
he said, is usually enough to know 
that something is not right. Wives 
and girlfriends, he said, may want 
to try to set their men up in order 
to catch them. 

“I’ve had a lot of brothers 
thank me for my honesty. A lot of 
black women thank me for raising 
awareness. And a lot of gay and bi¬ 
sexual men are thankful that they 
are no longer being held respon¬ 
sible for spreading HIV to 
women,” King told the B.A.R. 

But not everyone is applauding 
King, who regardless of his ap¬ 
proach remains a man of color 
who seemingly holds his brothers 
responsible for the spread of het¬ 
erosexual AIDS. 

Andre Robertson, prevention 
director for San Francisco’s Black 
Coalition on AIDS, saw King 
speak last weekend at a discussion 
hosted by the Oakland chapter of 
100 Black Women. 

Robertson said that without 
any hard research data to back up 
the notion that DL guys are re¬ 
sponsible for spreading AIDS to 
women, King is simply expressing 
an opinion, and one that can rein¬ 
force negative stereotypes. 

“His message is that black men 
are victimizing these innocent 
black women, and he does noth¬ 
ing to counter that,” said Robert¬ 
son, who added that while he ap¬ 
preciates King’s efforts to have a 
dialogue, the writer might end up 
actually hindering HIV preven¬ 
tion. “Vilifying and pathologizing 
black men sets prevention efforts 
back.” 

Robertson’s sentiments have 
been echoed nationwide. 

“There are many problems 
with the down low story, but the 
major problem is that it’s based on 
the principle of vilifying the very 
people we need to reach. Demo¬ 
nizing people who have already 
been stigmatized into silence will 
not end their silence,” wrote Keith 
Boykin in an April column enti¬ 
tled, “The Down Low Returns,” 
which can be found on his Web 
site at www.keithboykin.com.

Read it again each time you 
refill your prescription, in case there is any new 
information. This leaflet provides a summary about 
SUSTIVA and does not include everything there is to 
know about your medicine. This information is not 
meant to take the place of talking with your doctor. 
What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with 
other medicines to help treat infection with Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes 
AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 
SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non¬ 
nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in 
the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA must be taken with 
other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti- 
HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce 
viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have 
these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking 
SUSTIVA may still develop other infections and 
complications. Therefore, it is very important that you 
stay under the care of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of 
passing HIV to others. Therefore, continue to practice 
safe sex, and do^not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 
Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of 
patients experience severe depression, strange 
thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. 
Some patients have thoughts of suicide and a few 
have actually committed suicide. These problems 
tend to occur more often in patients who have had 
mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you 
think you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so 
your doctor can decide if you should continue to 
take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, 
trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA/ 
These side effects may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA 
at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend to 
go away after you have taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. If you have these common side effects, such 
as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have 
serious psychiatric problems, such as severe 
depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell 
your doctor right away if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. It is possible that 
these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is 
used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are 
drowsy, avoid activities that may be dangerous, such 
as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without 
any change in treatment. In a small number of 
patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, 
call your doctor right away. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child's doctor 
right away if you notice rash or any other side effects 
while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, 
upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop 
in some patients taking anti-HIV medicine. These 
changes may include an increased amount of fat in 
the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), in the 
breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the 
legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause 
and long-term health effects of these fat changes are 
not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice 
any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA 
because of side effects or for any other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible 
with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or pharmacist for a 
more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all 
the medicines you will take. 

How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, 

preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount 

of medicine in your body, which may increase the 

frequency of side effects. 


• Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) at bedtime may make 
some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other 
anti-HIV medicines. If you take only SUSTIVA, the 
medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to 
take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away, 
unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not 
double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the 
best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor 
or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor 
prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 
Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells 
you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed 
amount of SUSTIVA, contact your local Poison 
Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or 
change how you take old ones. Your doses may 
need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for 
even a short time. The virus may develop resistance 
to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check 
for certain side effects while you take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg 
(three 200-mg capsules, taken together) once a 
day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg 
(one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can 
take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem in 
some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if 
you notice rash or any other side effects while your 
child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for 
children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the 
active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of the inactive 
ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list 
of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA 
(efavirenz)? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become 
pregnant. Serious birth defects have been seen in 
animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known 
whether this could happen in humans. Tell your 
doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk 
with your doctor if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based 
birth control, such as pills, injections, or 
implants, because SUSTIVA may make these 
contraceptives ineffective. Women must use a 
reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a 
condom or diaphragm, even if they also use 
other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. 
The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
recommend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed 
because they can pass the HIV through their milk 
to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through 
breast milk and cause serious harm to the baby. 
Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. 
You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a 
different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines 
causing similar side effects as SUSTIVA, such as 
drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking 
with your doctor. These medicines include 
prescription and nonprescription medicines and 
herbal products, especially St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA,.tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver or have hepatitis. 
Your doctor may want to do tests to check your 
liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs 
or alcohol. 

• have ever had seizures or are taking medicine for 
seizures [for example, Dilantin® (phenytoin), 
Tegretol® (carbamazepine), or phenobarbitalj. Your 
doctor may want to check drug levels in your blood 
from time to time. 

What important information should I know about 
taking other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, 
including ones for HIV, and cause serious side 
effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines 
or change their doses. Other medicines, including 
herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 
it is very important to: 

• let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you 
take SUSTIVA. 

• tell your doctors and pharmacists about all 
medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 


Bring all your prescription and nonprescription 
medicines as well as any herbal remedies that you are 
taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their 
names, how much you take, and how often you take 
them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of 
the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the 
best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) with St. John’s wort 
(Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort is not recommended. Talk with your 
doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease 
SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and 
possible resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance 
to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life- 
threatening side effects when taken with SUSTIVA. 
You should not take any of these medicines while 
taking SUSTIVA: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and 
Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced 
with another medicine when taken with SUSTIVA 
(efavirenz): 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose 
changed when taken with SUSTIVA: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Kaletra® (lopinavir/ritonavir) 

• Methadone 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Zoloft® (sertraline) 

These are not all the medicines that may cause 
problems if you take SUSTIVA.

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LGBTI Health Summit coming up

ip he second Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual, Transgender, and In¬ 
tersex Health Summit will 
take place August 25-29 at the 
Royal Sonesta Hotel in Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts. 

“This year’s national LGBTI 
conference comes at a critical time 
as LGBTI communities face a se¬ 
ries of attacks on basic civil liber¬ 
ties that have a direct impact upon 
our health and well-being,” said 
organizing collective member 
David Acosta. “In this election 
year, LGBTI communities must 
meet, discuss, plan, strategize, and 
articulate our health needs to in¬ 
sure that our issues are not over¬ 
looked at the federal, state, and 
city levels.” 

The summit will bring togeth¬ 
er LGBTI health activists, health¬ 


care providers, researchers, policy¬ 
makers, community members, 
and their allies to explore innova¬ 
tive ways to improve the health 
and well-being of queer individu¬ 
als and communities. 

Emerging out of a series of Gay 
Men’s Health Summits that began 
in 1999, the first LGBTI Health 
Summit took place in Boulder, 
Colorado, in August 2002. At that 
meeting, participants decided to 
hold inclusive summits every 
other year, alternating with com¬ 
munity-specific gatherings. 

Since the last summit, the 
queer community has celebrated 
some major victories, including 
the Supreme Court’s sodomy law 
ruling and the implementation of 
same-sex marriage in Massachu¬ 
setts. At the same time, the com¬ 
munity continues to face numer¬ 
ous health-related challenges, in¬ 
cluding restrictions on federal 


funding for HIV and sexuality re¬ 
search, an epidemic of crystal 
methamphetamine use among 
gay men, and increased stigmati¬ 
zation of African American men 
on the “down-low.” 

“LGBTI persons are increas¬ 
ingly being shown to face health 
care disparities due to access and 
community risk factors,” said 
summit co-convener Jodi Sperber. 
“More research needs to be done, 
and funds are currently shrinking 
for work in this area.” 

The conference will kick off 
with pre-summit institutes on 
Wednesday, August 25, allowing a 
full day of focused discussion on 
topics including “Developing a 
New Generation of Leadership in 
the Gay Men’s Health Movement,” 
“LGBTI Health Policy and Advo¬ 
cacy,” and “Transgender Health 
Strategies.” 

Thursday through Saturday 


will feature plenary speakers each 
morning, followed by nearly 100 
workshops and panel presenta¬ 
tions addressing topics such as 
heart health for lesbians, the needs 
of rural LGBTI people, violence 
against transgender individuals, 
queer women’s experiences of 
birth, gay men and monogamy, 
safer sex for HIV prevention 
workers, HIV vaccine and micro- 
bicide research, the sexual health 
of LGBTQ youth, and resistance 
to abstinence-only sex education. 

“Health encompasses many 


realms: physical, spiritual, emo¬ 
tional, social, economic, vocation¬ 
al, and many other aspects of how 
we heal each other and ourselves,” 
the summit organizers state. “It 
also includes taking responsibility 
for ourselves, our loved ones, our 
community, and advocating for 
social parity.”

people like King are profiting off 
the discrimination targeted at 
their community, the ages-old 
“threat of black-Dick” as a recent 
Village Voice article summarized. 
King counters that he is hardly the 
first person to talk about this, but 
he is one of the few from the ac¬ 
tual community. He also puts 
money back into the community, 
he said, through a foundation he 
set up to further education and 
prevention. 

Disempowering? 

Critics also say thatsblaming 
the down lowalso disempowers 
black women, painting them as 
perpetual victims with no control 
over their sexual choices, while 
neglecting that black males with 
HIV are also victims of the dis¬ 
ease. 

“Black gay and bisexual men 
have been living with HIV and 
dying of AIDS for almost a quar¬ 
ter of a century now,” wrote 
Boykin. “The HIV infection rates 
for this group are the highest in 
the country. But. the media and 
the black community have never 
treated this crisis with the same 
energy now devoted to ‘the DL 
threat’ to straight black women,” 
wrote Boykin. 

Boykin also takes issue with 
King’s attempt to distance the 
down low from homosexuality. 

“The term ‘gay’ is a 20th centu¬ 
ry construction, so no men identi¬ 
fied as such before the 1900s. Ail 
men who engaged in homosexual 
behavior throughout history 
would be on the down low by 
today’s standards,” said Boykin, 
who went on to criticize King’s re¬ 
cent appearance on the Oprah 
show where King said other down 
low guys recognized each other by 
eye contact. 

“I don’t know why that’s news,” 
said Boykin, “but where I come 
from they call it ‘gaydar,’ and it’s so 
yesterday.” 

In today’s postmodern queer 
discourse, it’s easy to accept a per¬ 
son’s right to self identify, and to 
acknowledge that having a variety 
of partners does not have to jeop¬ 
ardize one’s sexual orientation. 

But not unlike the early days of 
gay, observers have noted, a cul¬ 
ture is being built around a secret 
lifestyle. Down low guys are devel¬ 
oping their own language, and as 
is the case with anything taboo, 
they have also become fetishized, 
as there are anecdotal accounts of 
people “pretending” to be down 
low, in order to score. People like 


Rayman Jackson are posting “An 
Open Letter to Black Women” on¬ 
line, a poem to affirm a man’s 
commitment to women that in¬ 
cludes verses like, “Sometimes, I 
long to hear another man’s groan, 
just like I long to hear your 
groans. Late in the night, I want to 
hear him moaning deeply, just like 
I want to hear you moaning. I de¬ 
sire to feel his body tense up as my 
manhood enters him just like I de¬ 
sire to feel your body tense up as 
my manhood enters you.” And 
there even seems to be an “old 
school” down low population that 
accusingly refers to people like 
King as “openly gay” for acknowl¬ 
edging his behavior at all. 

“Nothing about him is 
DL...Damn, I know I aint the only 
one who could have picked that 
guy out from a group of men as a 
dick-loving brother,” said one In¬ 
ternet post from a man who saw 
an appearance by King. 

Debate over language is inter¬ 
esting, and King acknowledges 
that if the gay and bisexual termi¬ 
nology didn’t also seem to carry 
effeminate connotations that 
made them untouchable to 
women, guys on the down low 
might be different. He would like 
to see, for instance, a gay media 
watchdog group for people of 
color that insists upon masculine 
gay black characters on television. 
Until then, however, he said the 
best thing to do is address the im¬ 
mediate health concerns. 

Yet regardless of how the per¬ 
son identifies, targeting DL men 
as the cause of HIV transmission 
plays off societal homophobia, say 
critics of the down low hype. The 
men may not call themselves gay, 
but the behavior is especially re¬ 
pugnant for being perceived as 
gay, and there would be no down 
low without the stigma attached 
to being gay. 

“A lot of black men don’t want 
the baggage of being labeled gay,” 
said BCA’s Robertson. “In my ex¬ 
perience it’s a process and a jour¬ 
ney of fully understanding one’s 
sexuality and humanity and being 
able to present that to the world, 
and men are in many different 
stages in that journey. The gover¬ 
nor of New Jersey was a guy on 
the down low.” 

Robertson said that arguing 
over whether these men are in¬ 
deed gay or bisexual “really dis¬ 
tracts from what we’re doing. 
What we try to do is focus on be¬ 
havior and minimizing any harms 
or reducing risks that may come 
from that behavior.” 

King agrees. 

“People hear about the ‘down 
low’ and they want to call these 


men gay. They spend more time 
on that than the behavior. The la¬ 
bels are just causing mass confu¬ 
sion,” said King, who added that 
because the women he needs to 
reach would not relate to a gay 
man, he is able to “bridge the gap” 
between the gay and straight 
worlds by putting a face on the 
down low. “I’m forcing African 
Americans to talk about sex. My 
mission is to bring awareness of 
the impact that behavior can have 
upon health.” ▼

our marriage.” 

Newsom for his part remained 
steadfast last week in his belief he 
had done the right thing by order¬ 
ing the county clerk to wed same- 
sex couples. Saying he disagreed 
with the Supreme Court’s ruling, 
Newsom nonetheless said the city 
would abide by it. 

“Today, my heart is heavy. But 
I am not discouraged. In fact, I am 
more deeply resolved than ever be¬ 
fore to continue our fight against 
injustice and discrimination. This 
ruling in no way minimizes the 
joy, the commitment and the 
courage of those 4,037 couples 
married here in San Francisco,” 
said Newsom. “It merely strength¬ 
ens our resolve to ensure that they 
and every gay American is afford¬ 
ed equality under the law.” 

In its ruling the court emphat¬ 
ically stated it was leaving the 
question of the constitutionality 
of the state’s marriage laws to be 
determined by the cases now be¬ 
fore lower courts. The justices re¬ 
peatedly said their ruling dealt 
with the “narrow issue” of 
whether a public official has the 
right to ignore a law if he or she 
finds it is unconstitutional. 

In issuing a writ of mandate, the 
justices wrote “we emphasize that 
the substantive question of the con¬ 
stitutional validity of California’s 
statutory provisions limiting mar¬ 
riage to a union between a man and 
a woman is not before our court in 
this proceeding, and our decision 
in this case is not intended, and 
should not be interpreted, to reflect 
any view on that issue.” 

The court’s decision was hand¬ 
ed down six months to the day 
that San Francisco officials began 
marrying gay and lesbian couples 
in what became known as the 
“Winter of Love.” On February 12 
San Francisco couple John Lewis 


and Stuart Gaffney, who have 
been together 17 years, wed inside 
City Flail sometime past noon. 

Six months later they were back, 
dressed in matching tuxedos, talk¬ 
ing to reporters about the sadness 
they felt and the resolve they have 
to fight for the day when their mar¬ 
riage will be fully recognized by the 
state and federal governments. 

“It was incredible to see the 
love that filled City Hall. It was the 
happiest day of our lives. Today is 
a setback,” said Lewis. 

“I feel the court can’t take away 
the love we share together,” added 
Gaffney. “Our vow was to love, 
comfort, honor, and cherish each 
other for better or for worse. 
Today was for worse.” 

At a rally in Harvey Milk Plaza 
in the Castro later that day, Berke¬ 
ley couple Melissa and Libby 
Gardner-McBride held a sign say¬ 
ing “I’m outraged. My love is 
valid. My marriage should be.” 
Together for eight years, the cou¬ 
ple wed on February 13. 

When they heard of the court’s 
ruling, Melissa said, “I felt angry 
and sad.” 

“Disappointed,” added Libby. 

Wearing a black armband 
made from a piece of lace, Melissa 
said it was a band of mourning 
she would not take off until gay 
marriage is legal. 

While she acknowledged she 
and her wife did not have as many 
rights as they did the day before, 
Libby said the ruling “is not going 
to change the fact we got our 
names changed after we married 
legally.” 

Melissa added, “It is not going 
to change the fact our relationship 
is blessed in the eyes of God.” 

The women said they expected 
the court to rule against the mayor 
but had hoped the justices would 
not take up the issue of the valid¬ 
ity of the marriage licenses. 

“We expected it would happen. 
We knew the chance was it would¬ 
n’t hold in court, that it was one 


step in a long battle,” said Libby. 

“We were still hopeful they 
wouldn’t nullify them,” said Melissa. 

“They could have left them in 
limbo,” added Libby. 

Jordan Lorence, an attorney 
with the Alliance Defense Fund 
who argued before the court that 
it should nullify the marriages, 
said he was surprised by its deci¬ 
sion to do so. 

“We weren’t sure if they would 
do that or not. I think it was the 
right thing to do. If they allowed 
the marriage license question of 
validity to continue it would have 
encouraged other local officials to 
disobey the law,” he told reporters 
outside the courthouse. “It was 
stronger than I thought it was 
going to be. I wasn’t sure they 
needed to address that issue to de¬ 
cide the case. This is a major re¬ 
buke of Mayor Newsom by the 
state Supreme Court.” 

Allies rally with couples 

At the rally in the Castro 
Thursday night it was not just gay 
couples in the crowd, which even¬ 
tually grew to about 500 people, 
protesting the court’s ruling. Sin¬ 
gle people and straight allies also 
gathered in solidarity with the 
couples. 

Agreeing that it is a “bump in 
the road,” San Francisco resident 
Sam Thoron said he hopes his les¬ 
bian daughter will someday have 
the same right as her two straight 
brothers to marry. 

“I feel very strongly she should 
be able to exercise that choice if 
she chooses,” said Thoron, nation¬ 
al president of Parents, Families, 
and Friends of Lesbians and Gays. 

In town for a soccer tourna¬ 
ment as a referee with the Interna¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Football 
Association, Didier J. Digneffe also 
took part in the rally and march to 
City Hall. A resident of Belgium, 
where he helped write federal leg¬ 
islation dealing with sexual orien¬ 
tation and hate crimes, he said if 
his country can legalize gay mar¬ 
riage, there is no reason the Unit¬ 
ed States can’t follow suit. 

“I am sure if we could do it in 
Belgium, here I am sure you will,” 


he said. “We just lost the battle not 
the war.” 

Standing next to his married 
friend who wore a white T-shirt 
with the word “null,” Kenneth 
Gallardo, a single San Francisco 
resident, wore a white T-shirt 
reading “void.” The back of their 
shirts read “singled recently cour¬ 
tesy of Ca. State Supreme Court.” 

Both men also had black arm- 
bands on, and Gallardo held a sign 
asking “Will I ever be equal?” 

“Eventually I want to have the 
right to be married,” said Gallar¬ 
do, who added seeing his best 
friend’s marriage nullified “breaks 
my heart.” 

When asked if that day would 
come in his lifetime, Gallardo re¬ 
sponded, “Oh sure. I think there is 
enough support in the Senate and 
the states, given that the Federal 
Marriage Amendment wasn’t 
passed. It put in people’s minds 
that it is possible.” 

This November, if Democrat 
John Kerry is elected president, 
Gallardo said it would improve 
the chances of gay marriage be¬ 
coming a reality. He said he does¬ 
n’t want President Bush to be re¬ 
elected because “I don’t want a 
Christian Supreme Court.” 

Julius Turman, co-chair of Bay 
Area Lawyers for Individual Free¬ 
dom, told the crowd he had just 
accepted his partner’s marriage 
proposal and that the couple plans 
“a big splashy marriage next July.” 
He also said in reading the court’s 
114-page ruling he found reason 
to be hopeful. 

“As a lawyer I read the opinion 
and I did not see a reason to be 
disappointed,” said Turman. 
“There is a glimmer of hope here 
and we are going to make that 
glimmer a reality.” 

Leaving the courthouse Thurs¬ 
day morning the Reverend Penny 
Nixon of the Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church felt sad. By late af¬ 
ternoon she said she was “just mad.” 

“It is a good kind of mad. I am 
ready to fight,” Nixon told the 
crowd. “Do we look like a group 
of invalidated people? I think not! 
Love is stronger than any court 
decision.” 


Licenses locked in vault 

For now city Assessor-Recorder 
Mabel Teng has locked all 4,037 
marriage licenses in a vault, whose 
location in City Hall she would 
not disclose. Someday she said 
they would be displayed as part of 
the city’s historical record. 

“They can’t tell us to void the 
marriage licenses. I will protect all 
your marriage licenses with all my 
might,” Teng said at the rally. “We 
will display them one day on our 
wall of record. You made history; 
you deserve that honor, you de¬ 
serve that respect.” 

While the court ruled that the 
city must return any fees collected 
to those couples who request it, 
city officials said none of the cou¬ 
ples to date has made such a re¬ 
quest. With each ceremony costing 
between $100 and $140, Teng esti¬ 
mated the city had collected at least 
$400,000 from the gay weddings. 

The mayor suggested couples 
instead donate the money to a 
legal fund to help pay for the city’s 
continuing efforts to make gay 
marriage legal. Teng said couples 
should contact her office if they 
wish to designate their fee to such 
a cause. 

While conservative groups said 
the mayor owed the gay couples an 
apology, none of the couples inter¬ 
viewed last week said Newsom 
should feel sorry for his actions. 

“We owe a huge amount of 
gratitude to the mayor. We never 
felt like equal human beings in this 
country as gay men. Now we know 
what it feels like to be equal,” said 
Gaffney, who said the couple would 
donate their marriage license fee to 
the legal fund. “This has complete¬ 
ly changed our lives. I realized how 
long I have been accepting second- 
class citizenship and we will never 
accept that again.” 

“If love means never saying 
you are sorry then we feel no need 
for an apology,” added Lewis. 

Melissa Gardner-McBride 
agreed Newsom doesn’t owe her 
an apology. Instead, she said, “the 
Supreme Court should apolo¬ 
gize.” 

Her wife Libby added, “They 
misguided people to think some¬ 
how my marriage is devaluing 
theirs.” 

“If their marriage is so shaky, 
they need to look at their mar¬ 
riage, not ours,” said Melissa. 

A group of six couples, led by 
Gaffney and Lewis, showed up at 
City Hall at noon on Friday, Au¬ 
gust 13 not only to thank the 
mayor, but also Teng and County 
Clerk Nancy Alfaro, who each re¬ 
ceived bouquets of flowers. The 
couples also delivered to Alfaro 
certificates of engagement, declar¬ 
ing their intention to one day re¬ 
turn when their marriages would 
be valid. 

Joe Caruso, the mayor’s liaison 
to the gay and lesbian community, 
greeted them, saying, “You will 
still be married in your hearts.” 

Sacramento couple Mary 
Miller and Judith Franks, who 
married on February 26 after 16 
years together, drove down to 
thank the San Francisco officials. 
Wiping away tears, the women 
said, “We had an opportunity to 
do this in Sacramento but it was 
San Francisco that opened its 
heart to us.” 

Franks said, “We are a family. 
We have a right like any other 
family to have the same 1,138 fed¬ 
eral rights that comes with legal 
civil marriage.” 

Reading the opinion online, 
Miller said “When I saw the word 
void it was so hard to accept our 
marriage was void.” 

“They went too far. They didn’t 
really need to void our marriages,” 
said Franks. 

To which Miller added, “Of 
course, we don’t agree with their 
ruling on Gavin either.” T

that Leno’s bill could be dead on 
arrival. 

He suggested that the only way 
the state could legally marry gay 
couples would be if voters first 
overturned Proposition 22. In 
2000 voters approved Proposition 
22, defining marriage as between 
a man and a woman. Although 
the measure dealt with only the 
section of California family code 
that pertains to marriages per¬ 
formed outside the state, some 
have argued it also impacts mar¬ 
riages performed inside Califor¬ 
nia. Lockyer said last week “the 
scope of Proposition 22 depends 
on how you read it.” 

Stating that he personally has 
stayed out of the dispute, Lockyer 
disclosed, “Lawyers in my office 
say they can’t change that law 
until they go back to the ballot. 
That is not Mark’s view and it is 
not the lawyers’ for gay groups 
view.” 

It would also appear to be a re¬ 
versal of the attorney general’s 
own view. Arguing in his briefs in 
two cases, Knight v. Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger and Thomasson v. 
Schwarzenegger, Lockyer states 
that “if Proposition 22 was in¬ 
tended, as plaintiff claims, to for¬ 
ever bar the Legislature from en¬ 
acting laws to protect same-sex 
couples and their families, this 
purpose would have been stated 
in the language of the initiative, or 
at the very least, in the voter pam¬ 
phlet. It was not.” 

Equality California Executive 
Director Geoffrey Kors said, “It 
certainly makes no sense for Lock¬ 
yer to have a 180 degree shift in his 
position.” 

Kors said his group has collect¬ 
ed more than 10,000 postcards 
urging the governor to sign the 
bill and expects to have 50,000 by 
Valentine’s Day next year. With 
February 14 falling on a Monday, 
gay rights activists will be in 
Sacramento to lobby in support of 
Leno’s bill that day. 

“The reality is we have a very 
strong possibility of passing it 
next year,” said Kors. 

The two cases are conserva¬ 
tives’ attempts to stop California’s 
sweeping domestic partnership 
law, AB205, from taking effect 
next year. They argue that the law, 
as well as an earlier DP law, AB25, 
violates Proposition 22. If Leno’s 
marriage license bill should be¬ 
come law, conservatives would 
undoubtedly sue, claiming it is an¬ 
other violation of Proposition 22. 

Jordan Lorence, a lawyer with 
the Alliance Defense Fund, pre¬ 
dicted there would be another 
battle over gay marriage at the bal¬ 
lot box. Responding to reporters’ 


the voters will overturn it through 
the initiative process.” 

He also took issue with asser¬ 
tions by the gay community that 
one day same-sex couples will 
have the right to marry.

questions outside the courthouse 
last Thursday, Lorence said the 
courts are not going to have the 
last say in the matter.

California government re- 
m > view panel issued a report 
1 m August 3 recommending 
that the state begin reporting new 
HIV cases by name. 

The California Performance 
Review panel was charged with 
examining state government op¬ 
erations and suggesting measures 
to make service delivery more ef¬ 


ficient and less costly. The CPR re¬ 
port recommended elimination of 
thousands of state jobs, outsourc¬ 
ing more services to private con¬ 
tractors, and creating a new Cen¬ 
ter for Public Health to oversee all 
health car.e planning. 

In 2002, after a protracted de¬ 
bate, California instituted a sys¬ 
tem whereby doctors and labora¬ 
tories report new HIV cases using 
unique coded alphanumeric iden¬ 
tifiers rather than patient names. 


California is one of eight states 
that rely on a code-based system. 

Proponents of code-based re¬ 
porting say the system preserves 
patient confidentiality, and worry 
that a name-based system would 
discourage HIV testing. Those 
who favor names reporting say it 
is a more accurate way of tracking 
the epidemic. 

The federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention currently 
does not accept code-based HIV 


case data, which it considers less 
reliable than data reported by 
name. Thus, the CDC’s national 
surveillance data does not include 
HIV cases in California, Illinois, 
Massachusetts, and other states 
with code-based reporting sys¬ 
tems. In California, the Office of 
AIDS estimates that 30,000 HIV 
cases in the state are not being, 
counted in the national statistics. 

The CPR report concluded 
that the state’s current code-based 


system is “labor intensive, less ac¬ 
curate, and more complex than 
the name^-based system.” The 
panel also expressed concern that 
use of a code-based system could 
lead to the loss of some $50 mil¬ 
lion in HIV/AIDS funding for the 
state as the federal government al¬ 
ters its allocation formula. Cur¬ 
rently, federal funding is calculat¬ 
ed based on the number of AIDS 
cases in an area, rather than the

win the second time around in 
2001. 

McGreevey married in 
199land had a daughter, but that 
marriage ended four years later in 
divorce. He married again in 2000 
on the eve of his successful cam¬ 
paign for governor and he and his 
wife Dina have a young daughter. 

Golan Cipel 

The “other man” who Mc¬ 
Greevey did not identify in his 
public statements, is Golan Cipel. 
Members of the governor’s staff 
have since confirmed that fact. 
Rumors of the affair had circulat¬ 
ed for years in New Jersey. 

Then-Mayor McGreevey met 
Cipel on a junket to Israel in 1999. 
The Los Angeles Times described 
Cipel at the time as “a slender, 
boyish man just over 30.” 

Six months later, after Mc¬ 
Greevey again visited Israel, the 
younger man moved to a New Jer¬ 
sey apartment just a block from 
the mayor’s residence. McGreevey 
even visited the place before the 
lease was signed. 

McGreevey also arranged a 


$10,000 job for Cipel as an out¬ 
reach coordinator to the Jewish 
community for the Democratic 
State Committee and lined up a 
$30,000 a year marketing job for 
him with Charles Kushner, a top 
contributor to his campaigns. 
Kushner is under indictment for 
hiring a prostitute to try and 
blackmail a witness in a federal 
fraud investigation. 

The plot thickened when Mc¬ 
Greevey was sworn in as governor 
in January 2002. He created a new 
position, that of homeland secu¬ 
rity adviser, and named Cipel to 
fill it. The salary was $80,000, in¬ 
creased six weeks later to 
$110,000, the fifth highest in the 
administration, even while the 
state was facing a budget crisis. 

McGreevey claimed that Cipel’s 
service in the Israeli military, 
which is mandatory for all citizens, 
qualified him for the position. But 
the FBI and other agencies refused 
to share intelligence data with a 
foreign national who did not have 
a top security clearance. 

Cipel kept the title only a few 
months when state legislators 
questioned his fitness and threat¬ 
ened to hold up confirmation of 
key appointees. He then became a 
special adviser to the governor 



where his responsibilities were 
murky, but his salary remained 
the same. He went to the private 
sector in August 2002. 

As the New York Times said in 
an August 13 editorial, “If Mc¬ 
Greevey put someone in that crit¬ 
ical post because of a personal re¬ 
lationship, that would be an out¬ 
rage, regardless of his sexual ori¬ 
entation.” It was perhaps the most 
damaging part of the scenario and 
one the McGreevey side tried to 
downplay. 

Crisis builds 

A phone call from Cipel’s 
lawyer on July 23 about a sexual 
harassment lawsuit would set off 
a round of discussions that ended 
in McGreevey’s resignation 20 
days later, according to the New 
York Times. The reporter was give 
extensive access to those who had 
participated in the process. 

The staff weighed various op¬ 
tions as they negotiated with the 
lawyer over a possible settlement, 
while McGreevey made sure to 
maintain a normal schedule. He 
even spoke to a gathering of gay 
and lesbian delegates to the De¬ 
mocratic National Convention in 
Boston without letting a hint of 
the bombshell slip out. 

But the price of settling, some 
$5 million according to what 
staffers told the Times , proved to 
be too high. Cipel’s lawyer called 


that suggestion a smear campaign 
against his client, and that in fact 
McGreevey’s people “offered a 
sum of money to make my client 
go away.” 

At first McGreevey thought he 
would simply announce that he 
was not going to run for re-elec¬ 
tion. But then he decided to make 
a clean break and resign. The one 
catch was that he would delay the 
resignation until November 15 in 
order to forestall a special election 
and improve chances for the De¬ 
mocrats to retain control of the 
governor’s office. He then called 
the news conference. 

Cipel played the victim card in 
a statement read by his lawyer the 
next day. “While employed by one 
of the most powerful politicians 
in the country, New Jersey Gover¬ 
nor McGreevey, I was the victim 
of a repeated sexual advances by 
him. Such conduct and Mc¬ 
Greevey’s behavior caused me 
such emotional distress and tur¬ 
moil. 

“When I finally dared to reject 
Governor McGreevey’s advances, 
the retaliatory actions taken by 
him and members of his adminis¬ 
tration were nothing short of 
abuse and intimidation.” 

McGreevey maintains that the 
sexual activity was consensual. 
And while the twice- and still- 
married father of two now calls 
himself a homosexual (not bisex¬ 


ual or confused), the never-mar¬ 
ried Cipel told an Israeli reporter 
that he is heterosexual. 

Cipel’s lawyer anticipates that 
a sexual harassment lawsuit will 
be filed shortly. New Jersey has a 
statute of limitations requiring 
that it be filed within two years of 
leaving employment. The dead¬ 
line for Cipel is August 30. 

Reactions 

“I think gayness is being used,” 
Alan Rosenthal told the Associat¬ 
ed Press. He is a professor of po¬ 
litical science at Rutgers Universi¬ 
ty, the leading state school in New 
Jersey. “It’s not the root cause of 
his resignation. And it’s certainly 
not the root cause of McGreevey’s 
demise.” He laid the resignation to 
an accumulation of scandals and 
ineptitudes. 

“The fact that he’s gay is the 
least of his problems,” gay writer 
Eric Marcus told the New York 
Times. “And I’m not quite sure 
where his coming out fits into all 
of this. I don’t think it reflects well 
on gay people. 

“Here is a man who chose to 
hide who he was, came out under 
pressure because he had engaged 
in an adulterous affair, had given 
his romantic partner a govern¬ 
ment job. It’s not exactly a mo¬ 
ment I think anybody who has 
been involved in the gay rights 
movement can take pride in.” T

It is not inevitable that people will 
redefine the definition of mar¬ 
riage,” he asserted. “The fact that 
Proposition 22 passed four years 
ago is a huge signal that voters will 
respond. It is better to let the peo¬ 
ple decide than judges.” 

While he has yet to do so, 
Lockyer said he could issue an 
opinion in the matter that would 
determine whether changing Cal¬ 
ifornia’s marriage laws could be 
done legislatively or through the 
ballot box. So far, Lockyer said, 
“No one has asked me to and I 
hope no one will.” 

At the rally on the steps of City 
Hall last Thursday night, Leno 
told the more than 500 people 
gathered on Polk Street that it was 
imperative to elect Democrats to 
the Legislature this year so that his 
bill would become law. As for hav¬ 
ing the courts approve gay mar¬ 
riage, Leno alluded to his bill, say¬ 
ing, “We don’t have to ask permis¬ 
sion. We can do it ourselves. We 
can and we will change the law.” 

Bill is valid 

In an interview after his 
speech, Leno was adamant that his 
bill was valid and that Proposition 
22 should not impede his efforts 
to see the bill become law. He also 
attacked Lockyer for not joining 
with other top state officials, as 
well as 30 senators and Assembly 
members who are coauthors, in 
endorsing his bill. 

“It amazes me that he would 


not want to join the secretary of 
state, the state treasurer, the state 
controller, and the insurance 
commissioner in support of the 
Marriage License Non-discrimi¬ 
nation Act,” said Leno. 

After Lockyer used Proposition 
22 in his briefs to the state 
Supreme Court arguing against 
the gay marriages performed in 
San Francisco, Leno said both he 
and state Senator Sheila Kuehl (D- 
Santa Monica) asked Lockyer not 
to confuse the issue. 

“Because he was including 
Proposition 22 in his arguments 
against the San Francisco mar¬ 
riages, we knew he was going to 
confuse people and use that section 
of state law against us,” said Leno. 

Bob Kearney, associate director 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union of Northern California, said 
his group “firmly believes Proposi¬ 
tion 22 should not apply” and sees 
no reason why Leno should not 
reintroduce his legislation. 

“We are fully prepared to chal¬ 
lenge that should the attorney 
general make that an issue when 
the governor signs Mark Leno’s 
bill next year,” Kearney said. 

Pointing out that the late state 
Senator Pete Knight, the major 
backer of Proposition 22, had 
tried and failed to amend the 
codes, which dealt with marriages 
performed inside the state, Kear- 
rjey said there should be no ques¬ 
tion about Proposition 22’s reach. 

“A reasonable argument can be 
made that he knew what he was 
doing with Proposition 22. Hav¬ 
ing it apply to marriages done in 
state is something we would take 


issue with,” said Kearney. 

Leno insists the measure was 
designed to prevent California 
from being forced to recognize the 
marriages of same-sex couples 
performed in other states. The 
proposition did not change the 
criteria for issuance of marriage li¬ 
censes within California, noted 
Leno. And he pointed out that his 
bill addresses California Family 
Code Sections 300, 301, and 302 
not Section 308, which contains 
Proposition 22. 

In fact, it was legislators in the 
1970s who voted to change the fam¬ 
ily code and restrict marriage in Cal¬ 
ifornia to a union between a man 
and a woman. Leno’s bill would 
change the code to define marriage 
as a union between two people. 

“I am afraid the attorney gen¬ 
eral has forgotten his own suc¬ 
cessfully argued brief which stat¬ 
ed in the ballot argument at the 
time of Proposition 22 that it was 
not appropriate for the measure to 
be entitled ‘Definition of Mar¬ 
riage’ because marriage was al¬ 
ready defined in Section 300 of 
the family code,” said Leno. “They 
were going to the ballot with the 
clear statement this was to create 
Section 308, which was defining 
marriages out of state. [Lockyer] 
successfully argued that four years 
ago, so I don’t know why he can’t 
quite remember that.” 

A Sacramento judge is expect¬ 
ed to hear the DP cases this fall 
and rule if the state’s DP laws vio¬ 
late Proposition 22. A San Fran¬ 
cisco judge is expected to take up 
six lawsuits over gay marriage this 
September. ▼

1 t is estimated that 17 million 
Americans are directly affect¬ 
ed by diabetes with almost 
800,000 new cases diagnosed 
every year. It is also estimated that 
as many as one-third of these in¬ 
dividuals may be unaware of their 
condition. You may be one of 
them. 

Diabetes, also known as hyper¬ 
glycemia, means that the amount 
of glucose (sugar) in the blood is 
too high. You need some 
glucose in the blood for 
energy but when this 
amount is not properly 
controlled there may be se¬ 
rious complications. Glu¬ 
cose comes 
from the food 
you eat and is 
also produced 
in the liver and muscles,. When 
glucose is produced or ingested, 
the organ known as the pancreas 
produces a hormone called in¬ 
sulin that allows this glucose to 
enter and be used by your cells. If 
your body does not produce 
enough insulin or if the insulin 
isn’t working the way it should, 
the glucose remains in the blood. 

The following are some com¬ 
mon symptoms of diabetes. You 
may have some or none of them 
before finding out that you are di¬ 
abetic. 

• Very thirsty 

• Frequent urination 

• Very hungry or tired without 
any other cause 

• Losing weight without trying

Two types 

There are two main types of 
diabetes: Type 1, which is also 
known as juvenile diabetes, and 
Type 2, also known as maturing 
onset or insulin resistant diabetes. 

Type 1 diabetes frequently oc¬ 
curs at a young age and is usually 
a result of the body’s immune sys¬ 
tem destroying its own 
cells that produce in¬ 
sulin. These individuals 
must inject themselves 
insulin every day in 
order to survive. 

Type 2 diabetes can 
occur at any 
age. In these in¬ 
dividuals, ei¬ 
ther not 
enough insulin is 
produced and/or the liver cells are 
unable to properly use it. Being 
overweight can make insulin less 
responsive and can increase the 
risk of developing Type 2 diabetes. 

Insulin resistance 

Insulin resistance, the underly¬ 
ing cause of Type 2 diabetes, oc¬ 
curs when the body does not 
properly respond to the insulin it 
produces. Insulin resistance affects 
more than 60 million Americans, 
and one in four will go on to de¬ 
velop Type 2 diabetes. In addition, 
because of the genes you inherited 
from your parents, you may be 
more likely than others to develop 
Type 2 diabetes. Diabetes does run 
in families, although early detec¬ 
tion and treatment of insulin re¬ 
sistance may keep it from ever de¬ 
veloping. Careful food selection, 
regular exercise, and not smoking 
can go a long away in preventing 
insulin resistance from becoming 
diabetes. African Americans and 
Hispanic/Latino Americans are 
twice as likely than Caucasians to 
develop diabetes. These popula¬ 
tions are also more likely to devel¬ 
op complications from diabetes. 
These complications include heart 
disease, blindness, impotence, kid¬ 
ney failure, and amputation of 
limbs. 

HIV and insulin resistance 

Although there is little evi¬ 
dence that HIV directly causes di¬ 
abetes, the use of certain HIV 
medications, particularly protease 
inhibitors, has been associated 
with the development of insulin 
resistance. Coinfection with HIV 
and hepatitis C (HCV) has also 
been linked to insulin resistance 
and the development of Type 2 di¬ 
abetes. 

Among the different protease 
inhibitors, indinavir (Crixivan) 
has been most strongly associated 
with impaired glucose metabo¬ 
lism. NelfTnavir (Viracept) and 
amprenavir (Agenerase) were also 
associated with resistance to a 
lesser extent. 

It’s not exactly clear why this is 
occurs but research published in 
the December 2000 issue of Clin¬ 
ical Infectious Diseases suggests 
that protease inhibitors may cause 
reduced glucose absorption in 
certain cells, decreased production 
of insulin in the pancreas, and in¬ 
creased production of glucose in 
the liver. 

In a previous column, I report¬ 
ed that protease inhibitors, as well 
as other HIV medications, may 
cause the development of lipody¬ 
strophy, which can occur as the 
accumulation or wasting of fat 
from different parts of the body. 
This loss of subcutaneous (under 


the skin) fat has been associated 
with an increase in visceral (deep 
tissue) fat, deposited around in¬ 
sulin-sensitive tissue such as the 
liver and skeletal muscle. The re¬ 
sult is increased insulin resistance. 

Diabetes testing 

If diabetes runs in your family 
or if you think you may have any 
symptoms, it’s a good idea to be 
tested. There are three main types 
of tests for diabetes. 

Fasting glucose test - Blood is 
drawn after fasting for eight hours 
with no food or beverages except 
for water. This is the most com¬ 
monly performed test. 

Oral glucose tolerance test - 
The individual fasts overnight and 
then drinks a sugar solution. 
Blood is then drawn every 30-60 
minutes for two hours to see if 
blood glucose levels rise and fall at 
a normal rate. 

A1C test - This test provides a 
bigger picture of one’s condition 
by measuring how blood glucose 
levels are being controlled over the 
past two to three months. This test 
can be performed at your doctor’s 
office or with a home testing kit. 

It is recommended that indi¬ 
viduals with Type 1 perform this 
test at least four times a year and 
those with Type 2 perform it at 
least twice a year. The test will in¬ 
dicate if treatment has been effec¬ 
tive in controlling blood sugar 
and can predict the likelihood of 
developing serious complications 
such as blindness, heart disease, 
and kidney failure. 

There is one other test. This 
test is called the insulin tolerance 
test. In this test, insulin is admin¬ 
istered intravenously and then 
glucose is administered until nor¬ 
mal glucose levels are attained. 
Unlike the first three tests, which 
measure high blood sugar levels, 
this test provides a more direct 
measure of insulin levels. Howev¬ 
er, because it is complex and ex¬ 
pensive, this test is not generally 
performed as part of routine clin¬ 
ical care. 

Diabetes treatment 

For individuals with Type 2 or 
HIV-related diabetes, treatment 
may not involve any direct med¬ 
ication. A change to a diet low in 
fat, salt, and refined sugar and 
high in whole grains, fruits, and 
vegetables, along with regular ex¬ 
ercise, may be enough to stabilize 
blood sugar levels. Others may 
simply need to switch their HIV 
medications to others that are less 
likely to raise blood sugar levels. 

For those with Type 1 diabetes, 
it is necessary to administer in¬ 
sulin every day. Those with more 
advanced Type 2 diabetes may 
also have to inject insulin or they 
may be able to take certain oral 
medications.

however, a clever appropriation of 
a recent city ordinance that regu¬ 
lates new street fairs. According to 
King, any new street fair that has 
alcohol for sale must sell it inside 
a “beer garden” surrounded by a 
fence. King followed the law but 
expanded it to the whole street it¬ 
self, except for a 10 foot wide ac¬ 
cess corridor open to both 9th 
and 10th streets along the south 
side of Harrison Street. In this 
way, he designated the entire 
street fair as a “beer garden” 
where people could walk about 
freely. 

King admitted that the fence 
divided the fun from the city a bit, 
but he also believed it offered cer¬ 
tain advantages. “The fence was 
good for a lot of reasons,” he ex¬ 
plained. “It kept the bears from 
drinking and pissing and fucking 
on nearby private property. It cre¬ 
ated a clear emergency vehicle ac¬ 
cess corridor free of pedestrians. 


And, it kept some of the noise off 
the surrounding streets.” 

Though the latter point was 
probably an exaggeration, King’s 
defense of the fence was backed 
up by evidence of what did not 
happen. There were no police 
reports of any fighting or lasciv¬ 
iousness or drug use that came 
to King’s attention. The only in¬ 
cident inside the fair happened 
on Saturday, when a bear 
bought a soda from a vending 
machine and quickly turned 
around, accidentally slamming a 
bag he was carrying into the 
large window of the main office 
of the Best Western, according 
to motel employees. Also, on the 
other side of the fence, a man 
described as homeless fell into a 
seizure but was quickly treated 
by medical personnel who easi¬ 
ly reached him through the 
open corridor created by that 
same fence. 

Whether Hairrison has a future 
has yet to be seen. Over 300 volun¬ 
teers helped out during the four- 
day event. Several of them went 


out of their way to say that they 
had a great time, and they want to 
see it happen again next year. 

“This is not a one-man show,” 
volunteer treasurer Vigna insisted 
in his answer to a question about 
King’s leadership. At the same 
time, though, he admitted that he 
didn’t know if Hairrison “could or 
would happen without Pete 
[King]. Who else has the experi¬ 
ence and connections and enthu¬ 
siasm to pull something like this 
off?” 

King himself was more hum¬ 
ble. “Sure, it could go on without 
me. I think that now that it’s hap¬ 
pened once, people will say, ‘yeah, 
we know how to do this.’” 

Vigna and King agree that re¬ 
gardless of who does it again, the 
first Hairrison Street Fair was a 
clear success, by any measure. To 
them, it’s more a question of what 
shape future fairs will take: will 
they always strive to be new and 
fresh or must they eventually fall 
victim to their own success? That 
question will be answered in time, 
of course. ▼

Others are not so willing to get 
tested. A man approached by the 
team said, “If I found out right 
now I would kill myself” after 
being told about the HIV testing 
being offered. Later in the 
evening, as two men passed by, 
one seemed willing to learn about 
the services until his friend barked 
“No thanks” and kept on walking 
up the street. Though such en¬ 
counters are still useful for evalu¬ 
ating the study, said Rose. 

“We are writing down every¬ 
thing, even the people who do not 
take the tests,” she explained. 

Last week while in the Polk the 
team handed out 25 condom 
packs within the three hours it 
spent on Hemlock Alley. In 
SOMA, the team sets up the van 
near the Folsom Gulch bookstore. 

“It is hit or miss. Some nights 
it seems busy,” said Jen Shockey, 
one of the study’s three certified 


HIV test counselors. “You can tell 
it is needed because there is a lot 
happening at night. It is a combi¬ 
nation of homeless people and 
those out partying at night. Maybe 
they took a little speed.” 

Shockey said the team already 
has its regulars who stop by each 
week to talk, grab some condoms, 
or pick up water or a snack. One 
night she was given a rose while 
on another occasion she said the 
team had a group hug with an¬ 
other person. So far, she said the 
busiest location is the Polk while 
SOMA seems the slowest. The 
most popular services so far seem 
to be the needle exchange and 
condom packs. 

“I think people are surprised 
we are out here so late,” Shockey 
said of the typical reaction so far. 
“We don’t push anything on any¬ 
one. Either they are ‘Yeah I’ll test 
tonight’ or we hear ‘I already took 
a test with Magnet’ a lot. People in 
the Castro seem to get tested a lot.” 

Weihaur Lau, another of the 
study’s HIV test counselors, said 


people they have seen have 
brought their friends back the 
next week. At times, he said they 
have had to turn some people 
away. 

“Some people are totally 
tweaking. If they are interested in 
testing and we feel they are not ca¬ 
pable of being tested, we try to 
discourage them from being test¬ 
ed at that time,” he said. 

One man the team saw asked 
about getting into a drug rehabil¬ 
itation program while another 
man who has lived on the streets 
for 15 years asked about getting 
into a housing program. 

“He wanted to see his daugh¬ 
ters and ex-wife,” said Lau, who 
gave the man some referrals. “It 
makes me feel like my work is 
valuable.” 

Rose said she does not expect 
to have the results of the study 
until early 2005. Anyone interest¬ 
ed in the late night services being 
offered can call the van any of the 
three nights it is out on the streets 
at 1-800-509-4704. ▼

An initiative that would ban 
gay marriage in Oregon will be on 
the November ballot, the secretary 
of state’s office ruled last week. 
Initiative 150 would amend the 
state constitution to say that only 



marriage between one man and 
one woman is valid or legally rec¬ 
ognized in the state. Also in Ore¬ 
gon, a lesbian couple filed a law¬ 
suit against a Catholic school after 
officials there declined to admit 
their daughter. The women say 
the denial was because they’re gay; 
they are seeking up to $550,000 in 
damages on behalf of their daugh¬ 
ter. A statement from the archdio¬ 
cese says the church plans a “vig¬ 
orous defense.”

I magine yourself a new medal¬ 
ist, your heart racings the 
crowd cheering, bowing 
slightly to receive your prize for 
the fastest run, the strongest lift, 
or the highest leap. With millions 
watching, do you wave, smile, and 
then unleash your rainbow flag? 

If you want to become the next 
sponsored celebrity jock on a ce¬ 
real box, probably not. 

There are exceptions in Athens, 
seven of them in fact. Martina 


Navratilova and Amelie Maures- 
mo in tennis; Guenter Seidel and 
Robert Dover in equestrian; 
Dutch swimmer Johan Kenkhuis; 
and Germans Judith Arndt (cy¬ 
cling) and Imke Duplitzer 
(women’s fencing). 

But more often, lesbian and 
gay Olympic athletes come out 
after winning those all-important 
medals, like swimmers Mark 
Tewksbury and Bruce Hayes, and 
diver Greg Louganis. David Pich- 
ler remains an exception, out 
while competing in 2000’s 
Olympics.

Holly Metcalf , a rower for 22 
years, won gold at the 1984 
Olympics. A six-time national and 
Olympic team member, she now 
coaches. 

So does California swimmer 
Dan Veatch, who competed in 
backstroke at 1988’s Seoul 
Olympics, when, Veatch said, “I 
was 23, and had not dealt with my 
sexuality yet. And there was much 
greater pressure at the trials than 
at the Olympics. You have to finish 
first or second to represent the 
U.S. But once you’re there, your 
goals change from actually com¬ 
peting, to making finals, to win¬ 
ning a medal.” 

Veatch admires other gay ath¬ 
letes (he won nine medals at the 
1998 Gay Games V), but as for 
coming out at the Olympic level, 
he said, “I don’t know what it 
would be like now. It was more of 
a non-issue at that point in my 
life. The media, and recent legisla¬ 
tion, have come far in 20 
years, so it’s easier for ath- 
letes.” 

At the 2000 Olympics 
in Sydney, almost a dozen 
gay and lesbian competi¬ 
tors were out, but received 
minor attention limited most¬ 
ly to the gay media. 
Convincing even the 
least famous of sports 
celebrities to “official¬ 
ly” come out has never 
been easy. 

Even straight athletes who 
comment on rumors are some¬ 
times thought to be gay. Those 
who pose shirtless or model un¬ 
derwear get possibly deserved 
speculation from gay fans. But the 
only practical way for progress to 
be made is by nurturing an envi¬ 
ronment of equality from the 
ground up. 

At a recent panel at San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Washington High School, I 
spoke along with Bay Area gay and 
lesbian athletes and coaches about 
our experiences. This empowering 
gay day would be controversial 
anywhere else, but the school is an 
exception - it even has a view of 
the Golden Gate Bridge. 

Chuck Louden, a coach for an 
international school, told of his 
coming out as a track coach. It was 
his honesty and persistence that

overcame any homophobia, and 
led to a tolerant environment. “I 
try to be the coach I never had,” he 
said. 

At universities, greater progress 
is being made, but even there, 
sometimes it takes a lawsuit. 
When Andrea Zimbardi, a former 
catcher for the University of Flori¬ 
da’s varsity women’s softball team, 
was released from the team short¬ 
ly after alleging sexual orientation 
discrimination, she 
went to the National 
Center for Lesbian 
Rights, which helped her win 
an agreement that instills ed¬ 
ucation, growth, and change. 
UF will provide training to 
combat homophobia in 
sports to its entire ath¬ 
letic department, in¬ 
cluding athletic direc¬ 
tors, coaches, and 
staff. 

Coordinator Helen Carroll, 
who coached basketball for 
decades, said, “I believe this top 
rated athletic program will be even 
better as a result of this agree¬ 
ment.” UF was asked to restore 
Zimbardi’s final year of NCAA el¬ 
igibility and pay for her master’s 
degree studies at the university. 

“My goal from the very begin¬ 
ning has been to help ensure that 
other gay and lesbian athletes at 
UF feel welcome, accepted, and 
judged solely on their talent,” said 
Zimbardi. 

Since many Olympic athletes 
train in college programs, how 
long before such change affects 
their lives? Despite the gossipy 
news of Durex giving out about 
50 condoms per athlete, the at¬ 
mosphere in Athens, unlike an¬ 
cient times, seems far less roman¬ 


tic. An estimated 70,000 police 
and armed guards have been hired 
to protect the events. A bombing 
earlier this year in Athens, and a 
recent power failure, further 
showed the city’s problems as 
hosts. The BBC reported that 
more than two dozen workers, 
most Armenian immigrants, died 
in the hasty rush to complete fa¬ 
cilities. 

The Olympic Games haven’t 
been gay-friendly in, well, cen¬ 
turies. 

Despite the beautiful Opening 
Ceremonies created by out gay 
choreographer Dimitris Papaioan- 
nou, the admittance of transsexu¬ 
al competitors, and the profound 
history of Greek culture, it’s still 
going to be a marathon trip before 
more GLBT athletes can be out. In 
fact, at an Olympic party spon¬ 
sored by Puma, the Jamaican team 
hosted reggae singer Buju Banton, 
whose song encourages the mur¬ 
der of gays. 

Olympic contestants may be¬ 
come heroes to their specific com¬ 
munities. Most athletes make life¬ 
long sacrifices and spend years 
training not just for their country, 
but also for their own glory, lucra¬ 
tive sponsorship deals, and an ob¬ 
sessive personal goal to be the 
best. Until gay and gay-friendly 
corporations offer the same bene¬ 
fits as Nike or Adidas, this may 
take a while. 

Look closer to home for he¬ 
roes, where future Olympians 
learn, and gay and lesbian coach¬ 
es can teach them. T

number of HIV infections. But 
plans are under way to shift to a 
formula that gives more weight to 
HIV cases. 

Reactions to the panel’s recom¬ 
mendations were mixed. 

“The purpose of epidemiology 
is to track diseases and to find 
hotspots, and from that stand¬ 
point the current system is un¬ 
workable,” Michael Weinstein of 
the AIDS Healthcare Foundation 
told the Los Angeles Times. “The 
unique identifier is complicated to 
report, and it’s hard to determine 
whether a person is being counted 
twice.” 

Fred Dillon, policy director of 
the San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, told the Bay Area Reporter 
that “the code-based system gives 
us what we want - better infor¬ 
mation about the epidemic - 
without driving people away from 
testing or raising fears around 
confidentiality.” 

“We’re pleased with the cur¬ 
rent system as it’s working and feel 
it can meet the government’s stan¬ 


dards,” Dillon continued, adding 
that the state “should be spending 
its time advocating with the feder¬ 
al government to find out what 
the CDC wants and how we can 
provide it.” 

While the CDC prefers name- 
based data, it has stated that any 
type of data that meets its criteria 
is acceptable. However, critics con¬ 
tend that the agency has been slow 
to clarify exactly what those crite¬ 
ria are, or to provide technical as¬ 
sistance to help states comply. 

“The CDC has been dragging 
its heels,” said Dillon. 

In May, legislators from code¬ 
reporting states - including Cali¬ 
fornia Senators Dianne Feinstein 
(D) and Barbara Boxer (D), and 
San Francisco Representative 
Nancy Pelosi (D) - sent a letter to 
CDC director Dr. Julie Gerberding 
charging that the agency “has 
failed to develop national perfor¬ 
mance and evaluative standards 
for completeness and accuracy,” 
and calling on the CDC to accept 
HIV data from all states into the 
national HIV/AIDS reporting 
database. 

“CDC’s refusal to accept and 
utilize code-based data presents 


an inaccurate picture of the na¬ 
tion’s epidemic,” the letter stated. 
“By using AIDS cases as the na¬ 
tion’s primary measure of the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic and HIV 
cases from a limited number of 
name-based states as a secondary 
measure, we are not only underes¬ 
timating the number of people 
living with the disease, we are 
using a skewed national estimate 
of the epidemic to allocate scarce 
resources.” 

While the Ryan White CARE 
Act directs the government to ex¬ 
plore funding based on HIV in¬ 
fections instead of, or in addition 
to, AIDS cases, Dillon said that 
“no one knows when the federal 
government will decide about 
HIV-based allocation.” The cur¬ 
rent language may change when 
the CARE Act comes up for reau¬ 
thorization next year. 

Because the CPR’s HIV report¬ 
ing recommendation would im¬ 
pact the state’s HIV/AIDS confi¬ 
dentiality laws, its implementa¬ 
tion would require legislative ap¬ 
proval. No such legislation is cur¬ 
rently pending, Dillon told the 
B.A.R., “but there will likely be a 
bill come January.” ▼

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The velocity of 
Thomas Jane 

Giving good spread for biopic 'Stander'

I t’s afternoon when the unshaven 
Thomas Jane moseys into the Regency 
Hotel coffeeshop in Manhattan, sidles 
himself into a seat, spreads his legs, and 
seems ready to nap. He’s that relaxed. 
Just imagine a blond James Dean about 
to face yet another dreary press interview 
over yet another film, and you’ve captured 
the moment. 

When I note to Jane that the more 
tabloids and gossip columns he’s in, the 
more roles he’ll get, he nods. Does he con¬ 
sider that a Faustian deal, selling his soul 
for fame and a career? 

“Don’t think it’s a matter of selling my 
soul per se,” Thomas notes, removing his 
sunglasses. “That machine is going, to take 
care of itself. I don’t have to go out of my 
way to contribute or detract from that ma¬ 
chine. I think that any time involved in my 
life spent devoted to it is a waste of time. 
Whether I’m defending myself from or try¬ 
ing to feed myself to that machine for some 
bizarre egotistical reason, they’re both hap¬ 
less pursuits. A complete waste of my en¬ 
ergy and my time. That machine will take 
care of itself and do its thing with or with¬ 
out me for the rest of time. I’m here very 
briefly. Don’t really have the time to spend 
thinking about it in any way.” 

Yes, the man is so selfless that through¬ 
out our chat, he starts sentences with a 
verb, saving the “I” pronouns for his more 
self-involved peers. 


Jane, by the way, is promoting his latest 
film Stander, a terrific biopic of the South 
African legend Andre Stander. Stander was 
a police officer who, after finding himself 
shooting an innocent black man at a non¬ 
violent protest, becomes a bankrobber to 
protest his anger at a society that placed 
him in such a position in the first place. 
Stander was so good at his new career that 
after 40 robberies, he was only caught 
once, and not for long. 

Thankfully, Stander, at least according 
to this film, spent much of his spare time 
buck-naked — either in bed, making love, 
sunning on beaches, or dancing at night 
with just his headphones on. 

Being unclothed, partially or fully, has 
never been a problem for Jane. Just ask 
Stander' s director Bronwen Hughes. She 
shared: “Thomas is so at home in his skin 
that I actually had to ask him to give us a 
naked-dancing take not facing the camera, 
please. So he was fine about it. He’s totally 
a fully integrated, competent person in 
front of the camera, so there was no dis¬ 
cussion of that. In fact, the only time I 
think it’s wacky is if it’s a sex scene, and 
then you’re trying to chart whether it 
should be engorging or not engorging. 
Then it gets more tricky, but ours were very 
relaxed scenes.” 

Big muscle 

Some more strident scenes in which 
Jane also showed some flesh were in the re¬ 
cent actioner, The Punisher, for which he 
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Andre Noble, star of 'Sugar,' dies at 25

T he first image in a bittersweet new coming-of- 
age film, Sugar, is of an angelic-looking young 
man sucking on a piece of red licorice. Cliff is 
about to turn 18 and get his first taste of all that 
adult life promises. It’s especially ironic that most film 
fans who see Sugar will do so after hearing news of 
the accidental death of the vibrant young actor who 
plays Cliff, the 25-year-old Andre Noble. 

Noble was hiking with friends on July 30 when he 
encountered a poisonous plant on Silver Fox Island off 
his native Newfoundland. Noble reported feeling ill 
during supper at his aunt’s house. The young actor 
died about an hour later, before he could reach a hos¬ 
pital. A local medical examiner confirmed that Noble’s 
death was caused by contact with Monkshood, a poi¬ 
sonous wild plant. Its toxins have been used in warfare, 
and even a small amount can cause respiratory failure 
and heart seizure. Jack Strong, a local horticulturist, 
told a Canadian news service that the plant is quite in¬ 
sidious in its appearance. “Cases of poisoning have 


been reported when the leaves were mistaken for wild 
parsley, or the roots were mistaken for horseradish.” 

Andre Noble had returned to his boyhood home 
after a triumphant appearance at the Philadelphia 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festival, where Sugar was re¬ 
ceived with applause and some critical accolades. 
Noble had debuted in a supporting role in another 
edgy hustler drama, Twist. 

In a interview with Bert Archer published June 24 
in Toronto’s entertainment paper The Eye, Noble de¬ 
scribed what he liked about playing this dark side of 
a young man’s psyche. “Playing hustlers lets you get at 
the vulnerable side of what is still a sexy man. You 
don’t get that in girl-guy relationships, even if the guy 
is very sensitive. Because, shitty luck, whatever, 
women are always perceived as more vulnerable. With 
movies like this, the men are sort of victims of each 
other, which kind of puts them on a level playing 
field, and I think that’s very attractive.” 

In my review of Sugar, I noted how Noble became 
the audience’s representative in the film.

Hot New Jersey bisexual babe 

Marga Gomez dishes 'Intimate Details' at Theatre Rhinoceros

oor New Jersey, my home 
state and an eternal punch¬ 
line for urbanites. And now 
it’s a gay joke as well. The gover¬ 
nor is getting the headlines, but 
Marga Gomez is getting the 
laughs. 

In Intimate Details, her one- 
woman show at Theatre Rhino, 
Gomez recounts her hilariously 
horrible experiences as emcee of 
New Jersey Pride in 2000. She was 
looking forward to the gig, she 
tells the audience, because she 
couldn’t get laid in New York. “I 
thought in New Jersey it would be 
easier. I could impress a date just 
by watching television.” 

She gets her wish, but anyone 
who has followed Gomez’s work 
since her standup days at Valencia 
Rose and Josie’s Cabaret knows 
that her romances usually end up 
in heartbreak that then becomes 
grist for her wryly self-deprecat¬ 
ing comedy. 


Arriving on a stage festooned 
with rainbow flags, Gomez begins 
the 90-minute show with a quick 
recap of her career as a profes¬ 
sional Pride emcee. In Buffalo, for 
example, she bombed. “They did¬ 
n’t think mullets were funny. They 
didn’t even know they had mul¬ 
lets.” 

But New Jersey Pride is the 
main event as far as Intimate De¬ 
tails is concerned. No matter that 
it’s not very crowded, or that the 
headliner is a washed-up disco 
star, or that the audience is filled 
with children. “Thanks for killing 
the sexual energy,” she mutters at 
the kids crowding the stage. 

None of that matters, because 
it is there that she meets Shona, a 
webpage designer and former 
stripper with a 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter and an estranged husband. For 
Marga, Shona is the Venus de Milo 
(a reference that harkens back to 
an early lesbian experience that 
Gomez graphically reenacts). 
After shacking up with Shona in a 
Jersey ’burb, her Venus turns out 


to be a nightmare. Yet she’s not 
unlike some other women Gomez 
has dated. “Sociopathic bisexual 
medicated chicks are so hot,” she 
explains. 

Intimate Details, exuberantly 
directed by David Schweizer, is a 
tour de force in the true meaning 
of the term. Gomez switches in 
and out of multiple characters, is 
often sprinting across the stage, 
and takes us into some situations 
that might be shocking if they 
weren’t so funny. Not all of the 
moments work, but the down¬ 
times are brief, and Gomez pos¬ 
sesses such an infectious person¬ 
ality that they easily pass. 

The show had its premiere in 
New York last year, but a New Jer¬ 
sey premiere is still to come. Now 
that would be fun to watch — 
from a secure location. ▼

Big heart city 

Budding queen 'Scot' at New Conservatory

n Breakfast with Scot, Sam and 

Ed are a gay couple who would 
m probably flinch at being labeled 
“queer.” They’re out, and they’re 
proud to be seen as normal. But 
when they are asked to raise a de¬ 
cidedly queer 11-year-old boy, 
their suddenly invoked parenting 
skills are put to the test. 

At the behest of New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre Center, author 
Michael Downing has adapted his 
1999 novel into a play in which 
the gay characters exist without 
the overt issues that have fueled 
much of the gay-centered drama 
* of the past: AIDS, discrimination, 
homophobia, self-loathing, and 
the rest. Sam and Ed are enjoying 
what has been hard-won, but they 
discover what Loretta Lynn once 
wisely said: “If you’re still breath¬ 
ing, you’ve still got problems.” 

The novel and the play avoid 
the high farce that could betake a 
story of a “budding queen,” as the 
press material describes Scot, who 
has been thrust upon a buttoned- 
down couple. Scot is definitely a 
quirky character, and Sam Garber 
provides a bravely quirky perfor¬ 
mance. Speaking in an oddly 
modulated voice (think Sophie 
Tucker on helium), Garber com¬ 
fortably wears the makeup and ac¬ 
cessories of his feminine fixation, 
and holds his own with the adult 
actors on stage. 

Whether by the author’s design 
or the director Ed Decker’s choice, 
one of those adult characters has 
been altered from the book 
enough to disturb an important 
balance. While Scott Cox plays 
Sam without much flourish, Javier 
Galito-Cava plays Ed as an arm¬ 
flapping, eye-rolling queen. With 
his lines filtered through a rich 
Spanish accent, Galito-Cava cer¬ 
tainly adds a comedic element, 
and draws many laughs, but the 
pivotal contrast with Scot is often 
lost. 

Stephanie Temple plays Scot’s 
late mother in a series of uneasy 
fantasy conversations with Scot,

which she must unfortunately de¬ 
liver from the inside of what looks 
like a TV screen hung on a wall. 
She also plays a hard-drinking 
Southern gal (with shades of Tem¬ 
ple’s Mae West persona in Dirty 
Blonde) who arrives with Sam’s 
unreliable brother (and former 
lover of Scot’s mother), who now 
wants custody. Elias Escobedo 
plays brother Billy with an omi¬ 
nous hint of straight brutality. 

In the quest for a theatrical re¬ 
alization of the story, some of the 
low-key charms of the book have 
been, perhaps inevitably, lost. But 
it is still an ingratiating and origi¬ 
nal story — even if its outcome is 
never in doubt — and its big heart 
remains intact. ▼

TheatreWorks to give world-premiere of musical in Mountain View

ongwriter Andrew Lippa as¬ 
sumed that a bolt of light¬ 
ning was required before he 
took on any new theatrical pro¬ 
ject. He had been properly zapped 
when he began john &jen and The 
Wild Party, but a thunderbolt did¬ 
n’t present itself when he was 
paged to write the music for A Lit¬ 
tle Princess. 

First off, with The Wild Party in 
2000, Lippa had begun to establish 
himself as a lyricist as well as a 
composer, but A Little Princess al¬ 
ready had Brian Crawley on board 
to write the words. 

“And I had read A Little 
Princess not long before, and it 
didn’t strike my fancy,” he said. 
“But Lthought to myself, if I’m 
going to be a commercial creative 
artist, you can’t necessarily always 
write the things that excite you. It 
might excite other people, and if it 
does, you have to find what might 
be exciting in it for you. And lo! — 
if I might be archaic — it hap¬ 
pened. But it was a different route 
for me.” 

With passions stoked, Lippa, 
39, was sitting outside a 
Starbucks in Mountain 
View, a few blocks from 
the theater where A Lit¬ 
tle Princess will have its 
world-premiere run 
Aug. 28-Sept. 19. Its 
creators hope the The¬ 
atreWorks production is 
a precursor to 
Broadway run, 
though no decisions 
have been made 
about life after Mountain View. 
“My understanding,” Lippa said, 
“is that this production is this pro¬ 
duction.” 

The musical is based on the 
1905 Frances Hodgson Burnett 
novel about Sara Crewe, raised in 
privilege in India and sent to a 
boarding school in England. 
When her father is reported dead, 
she is turned into a servant by the 
headmistress, taunted by her fel¬ 
low students, and uses her imagi¬ 
nation to find solace. Burnett also 
wrote The Secret Garden that Little 
Princess director Susan H. Schu- 
man and designer Heidi Ettinger 
helped turn into a musical in 
1991. 

For the new musical, the set¬ 
ting has been moved from late 
Victorian England to the 1830s, 
and Sara’s early life and relived 
memories from India to colonial 
Africa. Lippa, who combined elec¬ 
tric guitars and jazz-age melodies 
in The Wild Party, has sought to 
integrate suggestions of 19th-cen¬ 
tury European musical sounds 
with West African drumming. 

“When we think of African

music, it tends to be South African 
music,” Lippa said. “But West 
African music is very different. It’s 
all talking drums. We have two 
drummers in the show, and then 
we have a harp, three reed players, 
a violin, and a cello. The 
show is a lot about cul¬ 
tures colliding in this 
child, and how she rec¬ 
onciles them.” 

No matter what the 
future holds for A Little 
Princess, Lippa has a lot 
on his plate. Projects in¬ 
clude a musical ti¬ 
tled Jerry Christmas 
and another based 
on the Betty Boop 
cartoon character. Both are out- 
and-out musical comedies, a form 
that Lippa shied away from be¬ 
cause funny seemed less impor¬ 
tant than serious. 

“People who are funny often 
feel like second fiddles,” Lippa 
said. “But I’ve learned that maybe 
that’s a gift of mine, and I should¬ 
n’t ignore it.” 

His work on The Wild Party 
came out of a very different place, 
and it landed him in the hospital. 
“To me, The Wild Party was about 
what sexual compulsion does to 
people,” Lippa said. “I never took 
part in the party culture, and I 
wish it wasn’t what non-gay peo¬ 
ple always think about the gay 
community. But that kind of be¬ 
havior leads to death and ruined 
lives, and that’s a dark place to live 
for several years while you’re 
working on a piece.” 

On the day of the third pre¬ 
view, Lippa collapsed at home, 
split open his chin, and had to be 
stitched up at the hospital. “I 
weighed 147 pounds when that 
happened. I’m six-feet tall, and I 
looked awful. I had done a num¬ 


ber on myself.” 

There was a further downward 
spiral, Lippa said, when The Wild 


Party was not picked up for a 
Broadway transfer despite the pre¬ 
opening buzz. Theater veterans 
John Kander and Arthur Laurents 
helped pull Lippa out of his de¬ 
pression. 

So did his partner, an executive 
with a Hollywood studio. “David is 
the most funny, positive, happy, 
funny, intelligent person,” Lippa said 
of his partner of six years*. “He is 
such a yang to my yin because I have 
the tendency to be dark and dour, 
and he just snaps me out of it.”

A Day out of time 

Spencer Day in concert at NCTC

if H e seems to come from an- 
7 Ij other era — the Golden 
I m Age of American songwrit¬ 
ers — but San Francisco’s Spencer 
Day is very much of our time, and 
he’s shaping a fresh new jazz/pop 
consciousness. Precision, smooth¬ 
ness, a light, easy style, and sultry, 
sexy confidence marked the open¬ 
ing night of An Evening with 
Spencer Day at New Conservatory 
Theatre Center last Saturday night. 

Day and his band of first-rate 
musicians rendered Day’s original 
compositions interspersed with 
nods to inspiring predecessors, 
and the audience sat enraptured, 
completely won over. The bright¬ 
ly handsome, hugely gifted 26- 
year-old vocalist/songwriter pi¬ 
anist/bandleader captured our 
hearts, not for the first time. 

Of course, he’s the creator of 
the wild-and-crazy Crimson Club 
cabaret, and has played formal 
gigs at various plush venues here¬ 
abouts. This latest concert marks 
Day’s best performance yet, in 
part because he’s gained poise and 
self-assurance through ceaseless 
hard work, but also because the 
intimacy of NCTC’s small theater 
lets every note ring crisp and clear. 
On opening night, each vocal in- 
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Day (left) with cellist Yair Evnine 

flection could be heard down to a 
whisper, and you could see the 
wrinkles at Day’s eyes as he 
smiled, and the veins on his neck 
when he laughed. 

Now back on his home turf 
after hit shows in New York City, 
Day was joined in concert by his 
longtime collaborator, the darkly 
handsome, supremely talented 
cellist/guitarist Yair Evnine, and by 
virtuoso keyboardist Jerome 
Rossen on the Hammond organ, 
accordion and piano, and the 
masterful Chuck Bennett on 
stand-up bass. 

Even as the audience swooned 
over Day’s clean-cut, boy-next- 
door good looks, we could feel his 
genuine warmth and charm. He’s 
personable and completely unpre¬ 
tentious, with the songwriting 
skills of Cole Porter or Paul* 
Simon. One of the surprise num¬ 
bers of the night was a cover of 
Simon’s powerful, brooding 
“American Tune,” so apt for our 
time (“Still, when I think of the/ 
road we’re traveling on,/1 wonder 
what’s gone wrong.”) Another 
surprise cover was Tori Amos’ 
“Little Amsterdam,” a Southern 
Gothic tale Day rendered with 
soul, as though born in the Deep

South and not Utah. 

Day’s own compositions made 
the night shine. His songwriting 
prowess was evident in “The 
Movie of Your Life” (“If your life 
had been a movie, how much 
would you enjoy it?”), “The Gar¬ 
den of Eden,” and a hilarious song 
about the fear of flying, “Fly-a- 
phobia (Don’t Want to Fly),” in¬ 
spired by a harrowing episode on 
an airline Day wouldn’t name — 
but it’s American, and it flies West. 

I had to wait until the encore to 
hear “Arizona Blue,” off the new 
album Introducing Spencer Day 
(www.yonasty.com). It’s a gor¬ 
geous Country-Western ballad in-, 
spired by an Arizona road trip 
Day took with his brother and 
mother. But my favorite piece of 
the night was the Gershwin-in¬ 
spired composition “Midtown 
Meditation.” Rather than imitat¬ 
ing Gershwin, Day composed an 
intricate, multifaceted piece about 
the bustle of Manhattan, captur¬ 
ing the town’s energy, but with the 
noise and jitteriness kept in 
bounds. The number was distinc¬ 
tively Day, yet possessed the grace 
and verve of Gershwin’s “An 
American in Paris.” 

The band proved a tight en¬ 
semble, with precise phrasing and 
timing, and a keen sense of cool, 
without being self-conscious or 
show-offy. Rossen on keyboards 
showed huge flair, and his versa¬ 
tility on multiple instruments was 
a huge plus for the show. Day 
himself on keyboards was no 
slouch, and at times we got Day 
and Rossen flailing away at key¬ 
boards simultaneously. Bassist 
Bennett served the band well, and 
it would be nice if he were let 
loose to solo more. Dreamy Ev¬ 
nine couldn’t have hit a wrong 
note if he tried, so completely in 
tune was he with Day’s vibe. T 


An Evening with Spencer Day 
plays Fri.-Sun. through August 
29 at NCTC.

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Spike Lee’s big problematic lesbian joint 

Stud-for-hire gives sperm service to lesbian couples in new film

: ’m sitting across from Spike 
Lee’s lesbian consultant Tris- 
* tan Taormino. No sooner have 
I written that sentence than I wish 
I could rewrite it. Spike Lee’s les¬ 
bian consultant? There’s got to be 
something wrong here. No, the 
world in which Spike Lee has a les¬ 
bian consultant is the same world 
in which the governor of New Jer¬ 
sey calls himself a gay American, 
while resigning his job for having 
an affair with his state director of 
Homeland Security. If you think 
about it, it’s the world of Lee-’s 
most provocative films. 

Taormino works and plays one 
neighborhood away from the 
headquarters of Spike Lee’s Forty 
Acres and Mule film company in 
the Ft. Green section of Brooklyn. 

A naturally vivacious woman who 
laughs a lot during our conversa¬ 
tion about the new Spike Joint, 
She Hate Me, Taormino was very 
amused that the man who made 
She's Gotta Have It (a film that re¬ 
ally pissed her off) and Do the 
Right Thing (a film she reveres) 
would call her. 

Fearing he might get a lot of 
flak from lesbians after they saw 
his latest film, Lee hired her to ad¬ 
vise him on the script, and give 
lesbian sensitivity training to the 
20 actresses hired to portray les¬ 
bians buying sperm from Lee’s 
hero, John Henry “Jack” Arm¬ 
strong. 

“I first got a script in Septem¬ 
ber 2003, and my first impression 
was, Oh my God! Thi*s is going to 
make so many people so mad!” 
Taromino said. “What do I do 
now? Do I run screaming and say 
I cannot be involved with this, or 
do I stay, make some form of con¬ 
tribution, and see how it pans |

out?” 

She Hate Me, co-written by 
Spike Lee and Michael Genet, 
starts out as a corporate expose, 
and then abruptly segues into a 
very different kind of film. 

Jack Armstrong, played by up- 
and coming African American 
actor Anthony Mackie, is a 31- 
year-old vice president for a cut¬ 
ting-edge biotech company that is 
supposed to be developing an 
AIDS vaccine. A huge financial 
and scientific scandal erupts, lead¬ 


ing to the suicide of a significant 
character, we think, until he 
jumps out his 40th-floor office 
window. Jack soon finds himself 
in the uncomfortable role of cor¬ 
porate whistleblower: without a 
job, his assets frozen. 

Sperm banked 

Jack, at the invitation of his ex¬ 
girlfriend Fatima (Kerry Washing¬ 
ton), is asked to donate his sperm 
to her and her new girlfriend, Alex 
(Dania Ramirez). The women pay 


South American nightmare 

'Imagining Argentina' tries but falters

n the new film Imagining Ar¬ 
gentina, Antonio Banderas is 
1 Carlos, the artistic director of 
a Buenos Aires children’s theatre 
with a teenage daughter and a 
journalist wife, Cecelia (Emma 
Thompson). Cecelia is a raker of 
muck. She writes articles on work¬ 
ers’ complaints about bus sched¬ 
ules, the kind of stuff that here ap¬ 
pears in the Independent, which 
everybody wipes their feet on as 
they head out the door. But, this 
being Argentina in 1976, whose 
military leaders lacked a sense of 
humor, a sense of their own ab¬ 
surdity, or just plain sense, we 
know from the get-go that this 
lady is trouble. 

Sure enough, a group of thug- 
gish types show up at Carlos and 
Cecelia’s house in the tackiest of 
American cars, green Ford Fal¬ 
cons, and take the lady off to some 
terrible place where unspeakable 
acts will be committed. 

In his film Missing, Costa- 
Gavras got us all riled up about 
the abduction of an attractive 
American (John Shea) during the 
Nixon-Kissinger-sanctioned coup 
against the elected government of 
Chile. We know that Shea is a dead 
man, but also that those responsi-

ble (in this case, a collection of 
weak-chinned State Department 
weasels) will get their moral 
comeuppance in a film-long series 
of lectures from Jack Lemmon. 

In Argentina, after Cecelia dis¬ 
appears, Carlos has waking 
dreams in which he can clearly see 
the fates of disappeared relatives 
from his theatre company. Believ¬ 
ing his wife to be still alive, Carlos 
is frustrated when the spirit does 
not reveal her whereabouts, but 
instead leads him on a wild goose 
chase through, the Pampas. Carlos 
comes to have birds on the brain, 


and starts hanging out with owls 
and pink flamingos. 

Whenever a Latin American 
movie stops making sense, one is 
tempted to drop the phrase 
“magic realism” into the review, 
hoping readers will mutter, “Ah 
ha,” and think of all the films that 
use magic realism to some enter¬ 
taining purpose. It’s not essential 
that films addressing political op¬ 
pression resemble Casablanca or 
Schindler's List, but if a film does 
depart from tried-and-true ways 
of stirring and focusing our indig¬ 
nation, it had better add up. 
Murky or flatfooted metaphors 
that we’ll accept in a foreign lan¬ 
guage can seem risible when they 
are articulated in English. 

It’s been 14 years since Antonio 
Banderas appeared as the slippery 
lunatic Ricky in Almodovar’s bril¬ 
liant satire on why we seek love, 
Tie Me Up, Tie Me Down. In that 
time, the mercurial actor has 
changed countries and languages, 
and put on a few pounds. It’s al¬ 
most as if the culture shock were 
finally catching up with him, be¬ 
cause in Imagining Argentina, the 
sparkle is gone from his eyes, and 
the bearded Banderas starts look¬ 
ing like Anthony Quinn. ▼

Jack $5,000 each. Then Fatima 
convinces a reluctant Jack to be¬ 
come a big black stud-for-hire: a 
bevy of female clients pays Jack to 
impregnate them, for a stud fee of 
$10,000 each. 

Audiences flocking to She Hate 
Me expecting to see a classic male 
wet-dream, one man and 19 les¬ 
bians opening their legs for him, 
will be disappointed. No sooner 
do the women show up at Jack’s 
dimly lit but very expensively fur¬ 
nished pad than they demand that 
he drop his trousers and show 
them his tubesteak. Mackie’s Jack 
is then relentlessly objectified by 
the women in a scene that over¬ 
flows with the kind of hot-button 
dialogue that has been Lee’s trade¬ 
mark. 

“Is he circumcised?” 

“I’ve never been with a man 
before.” 

“Just strip, bitch! These women 
have paid quite a lot of money.” 

The film is loaded with subtle 
touches: Jack’s apartment is dom¬ 
inated by triptych of paintings de¬ 
picting the battered, bruised face 
of former heavyweight boxing 
champion Joe Lewis. It’s clearly an 
ironic touch linking Jack’s sexual 
humiliation to the sad fate that 
befell Lewis in the latter days of 
his career, when he became a paid 
punching-bag to work off a huge 
tax lien from the IRS. 

The iconic pairing of Jack with 
the fallen black messiah Lewis is 
coupled with the another subplot, 
where Jack’s role as a persecuted 
whistleblower is compared to the 
tragic fate of Frank Wills, the 
African-American security guard 
whose role uncovering the Water¬ 
gate break-in Lee believes was re¬ 
paid by white American in a cur¬ 



rency of unemployment. Wills 
wound up dead and forgotten at 
52. 

Actor Mackie calls Jack’s nude 
scene challenging but in no way 
gratuitous. “There’s an aspect of 
self-degradation, there’s an aspect 
of just a straight-up slave auction, 
you know what I mean. You’re ob¬ 
jectifying this man just by looking 
at him as a piece of meat! So 
there’s a certain level of under¬ 
standing that went into that scene. 
It wasn’t like Spike said, ‘Alright, 
Dog, let’s just get butt-ass and go 
for it.’ It wasn’t like that.” 

Spike Lee said at the time he 
tapped Mackie for the role of Jack 
that he had not seen Mackie’s 
awesome performance playing a 
gay college student in Rodney 
Evans’ Sundance-acclaimed first 
feature Brother to Brother. Mackie 
came to Lee’s attention when the 
filmmaker was casting Sucker Free 
City, a film about San Francisco 
street gangs. 

Bright line 

Many of the women who have 
seen the film at advance screen¬ 
ings have been impressed by the 
groundbreaking nature of Mack¬ 
ie’s character. “Susie Bright com¬ 
mented, ‘Oh, my gosh, it’s a black 
submissive man!”’ Taormino 
laughed as she envisions the film¬ 
maker’s reaction. “I can just hear 
Spike screaming in my ear, 
‘Whaaaaaat!’”

muscled up to an extreme. 

Earlier in his career, there was 
The Last Time I Committed Suicide 
(’97), in which he plays the origi¬ 
nal beat, Neal Cassady, whose soul 
was admired by Jack Kerouac 
(Keanu Reeves), and whose ass 
was greatly yearned for by Allen 
Ginsberg (Adrien Brody). As this 
Ginsberg character notes after 
catching Cassady asleep in bed:

Scandalous Swedish movie star 


The famous career of Ingrid Bergman is recounted

eldom in Hollywood histo¬ 
ry has image clashed with 
reality as it did with Ingrid 
Bergman (ft? 15-82). Portrayed as 
wholesome and virtuous, she was 
banished following a sexual scan¬ 
dal. After several years, she re¬ 
turned triumphant, ultimately 
collecting three Oscars, second to 
Katharine Hepburn among ac¬ 
tresses.. Her final film, Autumn 
Sonata (’78), plays the Castro 
Theatre on August 24, part of a 
tribute to Swedish director Ing¬ 
mar Bergman running August 20- 
September 2. It affords an oppor¬ 
tunity to examine her perfor¬ 
mances on DVD. 

Born to a German mother and 
Swedish father, she was orphaned 
but raised by an uncle. After 
studying briefly at Stockholm’s 
Royal Dramatic Theatre, she acted 
in Swedish films, becoming a star 
in Scandinavia. Intermezzo (’36) 
was seen by Katharine Brown, an 
aide to producer David Selznick. 
At Brown’s insistence, Selznick 
met Bergman in Hollywood. He 
thought her too tall and in need of 
make-up. She offered to return to 
Europe, but he relented, signing 
her for an English version of In¬ 
termezzo (’39), with Leslie 
Howard, a romance between a 
concert pianist and a famous vio¬ 
linist who is a married man. Crit¬ 
ics raved about her “natural” 
beauty, intelligence, and radiance. 

Selznick lent her for Adam Had 
Four Sons, as a governess in love 
with their father, and for Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde (’41), with Spencer 
Tracy. Originally cast as the in¬ 
genue with Lana Turner as the 
tart, she persuaded director Victor 
Fleming to switch their parts. Her 
reviews were mixed. She lost 
Maria opposite Gary Cooper in 
For Whom the Bell Tolls (’43) to

Vera Zorina. Meanwhile, she was 
the third or fourth choice for 
Casablanca (’42), with Humphrey 
Bogart, but today anyone else 
seems inconceivable. It’s her most 
famous performance, establishing 
her as the era’s top romantic ac¬ 
tress. When Paramount realized 
Zorina was ruining Bell, Bergman 
replaced her. Her talent almost 
overcame miscasting, the film was 
a hit, and she earned a losing Best 
Actress Oscar nomination. 

She won the award for George 
Cukor’s Gaslight (’44), as a Victo¬ 
rian wife nearly driven mad by 
husband Charles Boyer. She ex¬ 
celled in Alfred Hitchcock’s dated 
Spellbound (’45), as a psychiatrist 
in love with hunky patient Grego¬ 
ry Peck — losing the Oscar to Joan 
Crawford’s Mildred Pierce. In The

Bells of Saint Mary’s, she was a nun 
opposite Bing Crosby’s priest, a 
gooey mess but successful. The last 
pair earned her a New York Film 
Critics Award. Now Hollywood’s 
most popular and acclaimed ac¬ 
tress, she became Notorious (’46) 
with Cary Grant, another hit. 
Hitchcock directed. As the daugh¬ 
ter of a Nazi spying in Brazil for 
America, she is wanton, sexy, disil¬ 
lusioned, but ultimately vulnera¬ 
ble, a brilliant performance. Free 
of Selznick, she rejected To Each 
His Own (’46) and The Farmer’s 
Daughter (’47), Oscar winners for 
Olivia de Havilland and Loretta 
Young. On Broadway, she won a 
Tony as Joan of Lorraine, filming it 
as Joan of Arc (’48). But a third for 
Hitchcock, Under Capricorn (’49), 
miscast her as an alcoholic Irish¬ 


woman in Victorian Australia, and 
failed. 

Public affair 

So did her marriage to Dr. 
Peter Lindstrom, by whom she 
had a daughter, Pia, today a tele¬ 
vision journalist. After seeing 
Roberto Rossellini’s Rome: Open 
City (’45), she wrote, offering to 
work for him. While making 
Stromboli (‘49), they fell in love, 
and she became pregnant. Jean 
Renoir said she was “so honest, 
she will always prefer a scandal to 
a lie.” It seems absurd now, but the 
American public was outraged: 
Saint Joan an adulteress and out- 
of-wedlock mother! Bergman was 
denounced on the US Senate 
floor. After the birth of her son, 
she married Rossellini. They 
would also have twin daughters, 
one of whom is beautiful ac¬ 
tress/model Isabella Rossellini. 

Barred from the American 
market, she starred in several 
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commercially unsuccessful 
movies for Rossellini, about which 
critical opinion remains divided. 
By ’54, the marriage was over. 
Renoir made her a lyrical Elena et 
Les Hommes, then Flollywood of¬ 
fered Anastasia (’56). As a woman 
who may be the miraculously sur¬ 
viving daughter of Russian mon- 
archs Nicholas and Alexandria, 
she dazzled, garnering another 
Oscar and a New York Film Critics 
Award. It made a fortune, sealing 
her extraordinary comeback. She 
was Indiscreet with Grant, a 
charming comedy about infideli¬ 
ty, then visited The Inn of the Sixth 
Happiness (’58), as a missionary in 
China. Both did well. She married 
Swedish impresario Lars Schmidt. 

On television, she was mes¬ 
merizing in The Human Voice 
(’67), and on the big screen took 
Lauren Bacall’s stage part in Cac¬ 
tus Flower (’69). As the plain den¬ 
tal assistant who transforms her¬ 
self into a beauty, she was funny, 
and the film a smash. In 72, Sen¬ 
ator Charles Percy publicly apolo¬ 
gized for that body’s earlier con¬ 
demnation of her “immorality,” 
an admission she gracefully ac¬ 
cepted. She witnessed Murder on 
the Orient Express (74), winning 
the Best Supporting Actress Oscar. 

As the self-centered, charming 
concert pianist loved and resented 
by mousy daughter Liv Ullmann 
in Autumn Sonata, Bergman ex¬ 
ceeded anything she had ever 
done, winning a host of awards, 
including her third from the New 
York Film Critics, but incredibly, 
losing the Oscar to Jane Fonda in 
Coming Home. Ill with breast can¬ 
cer, she was A Woman Called 
Golda Meir (’82) on television, 
garnering a posthumous Emmy. 

Although Bergman’s ambition 
sometimes exceeded her abilities, 
she was an exceptional actress 
with rare charisma and integrity. 
At her best, she had few equals. 
The American Film Institute rated 
her fourth among the 20th centu¬ 
ry’s greatest women legends, one 
notch above another Swede, Greta 
Garbo. ▼ 


“A little bit,” he responds. “De¬ 
pending on the audience that sees 
the film, it sort of dictates the kind 
of mail I get.” 

Why did he do Gary, a film that 
was taken out of the director’s 
hands before its release? 

“I felt that that was a great New 
York story,” Jane recalls. “It was a 
terrific script full of lyricism and 
very poetic. That film ultimately 
failed in its purpose, but we start¬ 
ed out with an amazing story.” 

So what’s next, besides The 
Punisher 2? 

Laughing, Jane says, “Actors 
live in a perpetual stage of uncer¬ 
tainty about what their future is. 
Really, your ability to be comfort¬ 
able in all the uncertainty and the 
insecurity will allow you to main¬ 
tain some longevity in the busi¬ 
ness. Otherwise, the powers-that- 
be will just drive you nuts, and 
you’ll have to go be an accountant 
or something. 

“For me, I’ve lived with a cer¬ 
tain level of insecurity my whole 
life, so I’ve developed an easy 
companionship with the doubt. 
But in the end, we just have to, 
every once in awhile, be reminded 
we’re human, and we have emo¬ 
tions, and life is pretty.” Well, it’s 
pretty as long as Jane’s around. ▼

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Up the proverbial creek 

Seth Green, Matthew Lillard & Dax Shepard sink ' Without a Paddle'

' ou know their faces, if not 
their names. You’ve seen 
Seth Green on screen since 
the mid-’80s, when he portrayed a 
young Woody Allen in the semi- 
autobiographical Radio Days, and 
more recently in the Austin Powers 
films as Dr. Evil’s son. Matthew 
Lillard debuted on the big screen 
as Kathleen Turner’s son in John 
Waters’ Serial Mom. Dax Shepard, 
the least recognized face and name 
if you’re not a devotee of MTV’s 
Punk’d, makes his film debut in 
Without a Paddle, a mindless, 
testosterone-charged film perfect¬ 
ly suited for late summer release. 

None of the three stars, until 
now, has been privileged with top 
billing. In Without a Paddle, they 
share the honors. The poster for 
the film showcases each of the 
boys standing, head just above 
water, in a sinking canoe. 

“I am 34 years old, and don’t 
have what you’d call leading-man 
looks, so I have never had my 
name above the credits,” says 
Matthew Lillard in a group inter¬ 
view, somewhat amused. “It’s kind 
of funny that it’s happening now, 
but I won’t complain.” Lillard’s 
most successful movies to date in¬ 
clude Scream and the Scooby Doo 
films, where he plays Shaggy. 

“Did you see my big package 
bouncing around all through the 
movie?” asks Seth Green, laugh¬ 
ing, referring to many scenes in 
which the three prance around in 
their underwear in the woods, 
chased by a bear, by a mountain

man, (a la Deliverance, and with 
Burt Reynolds in the role), by two 
pot-growing, white-trash, fat slobs 
with machine guns and grenades, 
and last but not least, down a wa¬ 
terfall at the end of a raging river. 

Green’s last film, Party Monster, 
was a modest hit with the gay 
community last year, since it por¬ 
trayed the gay nightlife scene in 
late ’80s/early ’90s NYC, especial¬ 
ly at The Limelight. 

Choosing to play a drag queen 
in that film was a no-brainer for 
Green. “How could I not?” he asks, 
rhetorically. “It seemed like a pro¬ 
gressive step. I mean, I made my 
acting debut at age six, in a summer 
camp performance of Hello Dolly.” 

In one “underwear” scene, 
Green is the mayonnaise in the 
middle of a toasted white-bread 
sandwich. In order to protect 
themselves from hypothermia, the 


Andrew Noble 
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concerns the misadventures of a 
lovely suburban lad, as engagingly 
played by curly-haired cherubic 
newcomer Andre Noble. His 18th 
birthday present is a joint, a skate¬ 
board, and the advice to stop being 
a virgin. 

“Noble’s Cliff tugs at your 
heart with tears shed after a 
spanking by a john, and more se¬ 
riously in an emotionally harrow¬ 
ing scene, after he is raped by the 
hunky hustler Butch (Brendan 
Fehr), who he has a crush on.” 

Natural bom 

Sugar's director, legendary Cana¬ 
dian theatre veteran John Palmer, 
gave an early stage role to Keanu 
Reeves. Palmer describes how Noble 
caught his eye. “Andre just came and 
auditioned, and he was fresh out of 
Newfoundland. He was totally hon¬ 
est. He could not ‘act’ in quotation 
marks. I hate acting, but he’s just to¬ 
tally genuine and real.” 

Sugar’s co-producer Damion 
Nurse remembers a night when he 
realized they had cast well. “Just 
before shooting, Andre and Bren¬ 
dan went to a bar where a lot of 
hustlers hang out. They went with 
our co-writer, Todd Klinck, who is 
familiar with the scene. They were 
able to talk to these guys and get a 
sense of what made them tick. 
Andre looked for the humanity in 
these people by asking questions. 
He wanted to find out what about 
them would make someone like 
Cliff fall in love with them.” 

Upon arriving in Toronto, 
Noble helped start a fledging the¬ 
atre company. Friend and fellow 
actor Mark Austin recalls when he 
and Noble would run lines on a 
crowded street, or even get passers- 


by involved in their scene re¬ 
hearsals. Asked to described his 
friend by a CBC Radio reporter, 
Austin replied, “Majestic. He has 
like really big eyes, so he didn’t re¬ 
ally do a lot on screen or stage. He 
just sat there, and it gave him this 
quality, you could just see what was 
on his mind.” The company has 
been renamed The Noble Players. 

Lewis Tice, a publicist with 
Sugar's distributor, TLA Releasing, 
notes the strong impression the 
boyish young actor made on au¬ 
diences at the Philadelphia festi¬ 
val. “A lot of questions focused on 
the rape scene. He would reply, 
‘Well, I’ve never been in that type 
of situation, but it certainly was 
traumatic filming it. When you 
submerge yourself in a character 
that way, you can’t help feeling a 
little the way the character does in 
a scene that intense.’ 

“He was certainly from the Uta 
Hagen school, where you take the 
materials that are around you, and 
you incorporate them into your 
character, but you also take a little 
bit of yourself to fashion a charac¬ 
ter that is uniquely its own.” 

Hanging out for a few days with 
Noble in Philly, Lewis was impressed 
by his poise. “He came across as very 
mature for his age. Because there 
was a point he was asked, ‘Well, what 
about the drugs? What did you guys 
do?’ He talked about how they used, 
not sugar, but some other substance 
to represent the drugs that Cliff and 
Butch ingest. 

“Andre talked about how, when 
he was a young kid, even at 10, 
there was nothing else to do in a 
small town, so they experimented 
with alcohol and drugs. He talked 
about how he used to do mush¬ 
rooms and have a psychedelic ex¬ 
perience. When I found out what 
had happened, it was a shock, but 
at the same time, it was something 


three young men spoon each 
other in a cave. What makes the 
scene even funnier is that Green’s 
skin is the shade of a ghost, and he 
is surrounded by Lillard and 
Shephard, both of whom have 
perfect tans, and, it should be 
noted, each of whom stands at 
least 10 inches taller than the five- 
foot, four-inch Green. 

“I just can’t win every contest,” 
he says. “I am short, I am pale, but 
I do have the biggest dick out of 
the three of us. Big things do come 
in small packages. There was no 
sock in my underwear when we 
were filming.”

Corn pops 

“Was Seth bragging about his 
cock?” asks Dax Shepard when he 
walks in next. “I can tell you that 
mine is bigger than his. And who 
are you going to believe, him or 
me?” He gestures that he is almost 
a foot taller than Green. 

“Seeing is believing,” I reply. 
With that, Shepard begins to 
unzip his pants, revealing a pair of 
grey, button-fly Calvin Klein un¬ 
derwear, with a nice bulge, but 
stops just shy of pulling his cock 
out for me to see. 

“Dude,” he says. “Trust me. I 
was born in the Midwest.

Thankfully, a part of 
him can live on forever through 
this film, and I know that would 
make him very happy. 

At end of Sugar, Cliff stares at 
an open casket, at the body of a 
young hustler.

In what will now 
seem a cruel irony, Noble, as Cliff, 
comforts the little girl. Then we 
watch Noble walk off in his first 
and last starring role, tossing away 
his skateboard, heading towards 
his character’s adult future and his

Groundbreaking 'The Snake Pit' stars Olivia de Havilland on DVD

H ollywood has rarely made 
films about mental illness, 
and when it has, the con¬ 
nection between the audience and 
the afflicted person has seldom 
been strong. The individual bat¬ 
tling the illness has generally been 
portrayed as sympathetic but dif¬ 
ferent from “the rest of us,” fa¬ 
mously in A Beautiful Mind 
(2001), Rain Man (’88), One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo’s Nest (’75). 
Sometimes, the patient is a 
celebrity, as in Frances (’82) with 
Jessica Lange. Other times, the 
problem results from violence, as 
with Joan Crawford in Possessed 
(’47). The Snake Pit (’48), starring 
Olivia de Havilland, is an excep¬ 
tion. This very influential movie 
has just been released in DVD. 

Virginia Cunningham (de 
Havilland) is first seen sitting on a 
bench. She hears voices: it seems a 
doctor is questioning her. As the 
camera pulls back, another 
woman (Celeste Holm), sitting on 
the next bench, is seen comforting 
Virginia. We soon realize they’re 
on the grounds of a mental hospi¬ 
tal where they’re being treated. 

Virginia’s husband Robert 
(Mark Stevens) tells a sympathet¬ 
ic psychiatrist known by his nick¬ 
name “Dr. Kik” (Leo Genn) how 
they met, fell in love, married, and 
when her illness manifested itself. 
The doctor prescribes a regimen 


that he hopes will lead to recovery. 
This includes several electric 
shock treatments, intended to 
stun patients into improvement. 
In Virginia’s case, she suffers from 
blocked memories, and Dr. Kik is 
convinced her recovery is contin¬ 
gent upon discovering what she is 
suppressing. 

The electric shock treatments 
are harrowing, the more so be¬ 
cause we witness only the first and 
are left to imagine the rest. Equal¬ 
ly disturbing is Virginia’s lack of 
control over her treatment. Fortu¬ 
nately, she has a loving husband 
and a compassionate, competent 
doctor. But, as the film shows, all 
patients aren’t as lucky. Gay men 
were often subjected to electric 
shock treatments to “cure” them, 
a barbaric practice that continued 
into the ’70s. 

Virginia progresses slowly. She 
suffers setbacks, one because 
Robert brings her to his family’s 
farm before she’s ready. In the 
end, thanks to her courage, effec¬ 
tive treatment, and Robert’s sup¬ 
port, she leaves the hospital to re¬ 
sume a productive life. 

Breakdown place 

Mental illness is much better 
understood today than in ’48. It’s 
now known that it often has bio¬ 
logical causes. To that extent, the 
movie is dated. It also simplifies 
Freudian theory regarding how to 
“cure nervous breakdowns.” What 
remains relevant, however, are the 






chord with viewers that makes it 
very difficult to distance them¬ 
selves from her. Without glamor¬ 
izing her appearance, she’s attrac¬ 
tive, intelligent, creative (Virginia 
is a writer), independent, as¬ 
sertive, funny — in short, quite 
admirable and natural. By forego¬ 
ing flamboyant histrionics and fo¬ 
cusing on genuine emotion, de 
Havilland makes Virginia authen¬ 
tic, and all the more touching. Re¬ 
alizing that someone like her can 
suffer from mental afflictions is as 
eye-opening today as when the 
movie was made. 

De Havilland won the New 
York Film Critics Award for Best 
Actress, but lost the Oscar to Jane 
Wyman’s Johnny Belinda. (She had 
won Hollywood’s premier award 
for To Each His Own (’46), and 
would win a second for ’49’s The 
Heiress.) Director Anatol Litvak 
paces the film well. The portrayals 
of many psychotic patients held in 
large wards — known as snake pits

Suspenseful ' Rebecca' is out

resh from his triumphant 
Ip Gone With the Wind (’39), 
II independent producer 
David O. Selznick (1902-65) 
filmed another bestselling novel, 
Daphne DuMaurier’s Rebecca 
(’40). To direct this superb tale of 
suspense, mystery, and romance, 
he hired England’s Alfred Hitch¬ 
cock (1899-1980), bringing him 
to Hollywood for his American 
debut. Selznick scored again, win¬ 
ning another Best Picture Oscar. 
Happily, it’s now available in 


conditions under which patients 
were housed, conditions that 
paved the way for only partially 
completed reforms. 

Then there is de Havilland’s re¬ 
markable performance. Well-es¬ 
tablished as one of Hollywood’s 
finest and loveliest actresses, de 
Havilland’s Virginia strikes a

“Last night I dreamt I went to 
Manderley again,” is the famous 
opening line from the novel, re¬ 
ferring to the Gothic-style man¬ 
sion where much of the movie is 
set. The story has many elements 
of classic melodrama, including 
terror in an old, dark house. The 
film begins with a flashback as the 
nameless heroine (Joan Fontaine, 
in her star-making part), em¬ 
ployed as a companion by the 
snobbish Mrs. Van Hopper (a per¬ 
fectly cast Florence Bates), meets 
the handsome, wealthy widower 
Maxim de Winter (Laurence 
Olivier) in Monte Carlo. Unaware 
that her plain, shy personal assis¬ 
tant is being courted by the dash¬ 
ing Max, Mrs. Van Hopper tells 
her about his late wife, the elegant, 
beautiful, glamorous Rebecca, 
whose premature death has left 
him melancholy. Mrs. Van Hop¬ 
per’s dismay when informed that 
her companion has married Max 
is very amusing. 

Arriving at Manderley, Max’s 
ancestral home in the English 
countryside, the second Mrs. De 
Winter is met by the staff, headed 
by the formidable housekeeper, 
Mrs. Danvers (Judith Anderson, at 
her most subservient yet malevo¬ 
lent). The bride, unaccustomed to 


such a life, makes embarrassing 
mistakes. She feels intimidated by 
the ghost of Rebecca. Nonetheless, 
Max remains enchanted by her. 
She soon meets his sister and 
brother-in-law (a witty Gladys 
Cooper and Nigel Bruce) and Re¬ 
becca’s cousin, the sly George 
Sanders, in one of his earliest gen¬ 
tleman-bitch roles. 

Obsessed with Rebecca to the 
point of repressed lesbianism, 
Mrs. Danvers torments the second 
Mrs. De Winter. The suspense 
grows as the shy bride battles the 
ghost of the first wife, a struggle 
she fears she’s losing. The climac¬ 
tic ending remains classic. 

Hidden rage 

Hitchcock’s direction is mas¬ 
terful. The film is beautifully 
paced, and the black-and-white 
Academy Award-winning cine¬ 
matography increases the tension. 
Olivier, in an Oscar-nominated 
performance, is romantic, charm¬ 
ing, and a touch enigmatic. An¬ 
derson’s Mrs. Danvers is one of 
the scariest characters in any 
Hitchcock picture, hiding rage 
and madness beneath cold good 
manners. She lost the Best Sup¬ 
porting Actress Oscar to Jane Har¬ 
well's maudlin Ma Joad in The 


— are often frightening, but not 
sensationalized. Some of the doc¬ 
tors and nurses are insensitive and 
arrogant, but even they appear sin¬ 
cerely motivated. Stevens, Genn, 
Holm, and handsome Glen Lan- 
gan as another sympathetic doctor 
are all effective. 

The film was instrumental in 
ending the dehumanizing practice 
of institutionalizing the mentally 
ill, except in the most severe cases. 
Eventually, most such hospitals 
were closed, to be replaced with 
local facilities that would provide 
patients with care and allow them 
to function as independently as 
possible. Unfortunately, in Cali¬ 
fornia and elsewhere, funding for 
these community-based facilities 
wasn’t provided and, for the last 
30 years, cities have seen a huge 
increase in homeless people clear¬ 
ly needing mental treatment. The 
Snake Pit is a moving reminder of 
the origins of this terrible prob¬ 
lem. ▼

Grapes of Wrath, a serious error in 
judgment on the Academy’s part. 

The most compelling reason 
for the film’s timeless appeal, how¬ 
ever, is Fontaine, who expertly 
conveys the conflict between real¬ 
ity and perception that her char¬ 
acter embodies. She acts plain, 
dowdy, and dull, but we reajize she 
is beautiful, intelligent, resource¬ 
ful, and want her to discover the 
truth about herself. The audience 
knows why Max loves her, yet un¬ 
derstands her own fears that she 
will disappoint him. 

Fontaine won the role over bet¬ 
ter-known and more experienced 
competition. As he had done in 
casting Scarlett O’Hara, Selznick 
auditioned several well-known ac¬ 
tresses for what would be the sec¬ 
ond-most-sought-after part in film 
history. The DVD includes tests 
made by Vivien Leigh, Loretta 
Young, Margaret Sullavan, a 16- 
year-old Anne Baxter, and 
Fontaine, and confirms the wis¬ 
dom of the producer’s choice. 
Fontaine, although only 22 when 
filming began, was, in fact, chic, so¬ 
phisticated, and aware of her own 
loveliness, which makes her per¬ 
formance all the more noteworthy. 

Selznick fell in love with her, 
but she resisted his advances. As 
he had with Leigh, and would 
with Ingrid Bergman, he signed 
Fontaine to a personal contract, 
but found her too independent 
for his liking. Fontaine was nomi¬ 
nated for Best Actress, but the 
Oscar went to Ginger Rogers for 
her teary Kitty Foyle, one of the 
biggest mistakes in Academy 
Award history. Partial compensa¬ 
tion came the next year, however, 
when, again guided by Hitchcock, 
Fontaine won the Oscar and the 
New York Film Critics Award for 
Suspicion, not nearly as good, but 
belated acknowledgment that she 
had given a landmark perfor¬ 
mance in Rebecca. ▼

Christophe Rousset and Les Talens Lyriques amaze

ecord collectors have lists of 
things we never thought 
we’d see on CD. The operas 
of Jean-Baptiste. Lully featured 
heavily on mine. Given the tidbits 
that had appeared on LP, that 
seemed less than tragic. As he has 
with so much other repertoire, 
Christophe Rousset has changed 
all that, dramatically, with record¬ 
ings of two Lully operas that — if 
“regular” operaphiles bothered 
with the Baroque — would figure 
on that much-vaunted list of per¬ 
fect opera recordings. 

With his performances and 
recording of Persee two years ago, 
Rousset demonstrated both the 
greatness and wonder of Lully’s 
operatic metier. Again with his 
scandalously good ensemble, Les 
Talens Lyriques, he has followed it 
up with a complete Roland (Am- 
broise). 


The opera was Lully’s favorite, 
and now we know why. What we 
don’t know is why the openly gay 
Rousset chose to take his shirt off 
for the booklet photograph, but 
like everything else in this contin¬ 
uously amazing production, it’s 
not a miscalculation. 

While the production on 
which this three-CD set is based 
was on the boards of the Lausanne 
Festival last January, someone fig¬ 
ured out that, since there was no 
Roland recording, the time had 
come. Private funds were raised, 
perhaps by auctioning off Rous- 
set’s cast-off coutier, in time to get 
the piece recorded under optimal 
conditions, between perfor¬ 
mances. The musicians could not 
be more in the music. 

For the modern sensibility, this 
is as difficult as opera gets. It’s un¬ 
relentingly florid, in ways only ex¬ 
perts can make sound expressive 
and not just excessive. It’s episod¬ 
ic, interrupting the action for set 


pieces including choruses, dartre 
sequences, and other instrumen¬ 
tal interludes. Taken on anything 
but their own charming terms, 
these divertissements can seem in¬ 
effably silly, in the “Let them eat 
cake” mode. And the operas are 
long. 

Rousset and his ace colleagues 
(the vocal cast contains no names 
you know, all names you should) 
don’t get around the problems, 
they plunge into them with relish, 
and the opera seems almost to 
speed along. Certainly in its single 
most famous passage, Roland’s 
fourth-act finale aria, it’s as cy¬ 
clonic as music gets. 

Mosaic shimmy 

The ensemble’s command of 
the diverse musical elements 
makes the piece a shimmering 
musical mosaic in which each tile 
sparkles, and the whole coheres in 
colorful panels of compelling, cin¬ 
ematic tableaux. While this trans-

Co-written with Butch Walker 
(formerly of Marvelous 3), Avril 
Lavigne’s hit single “My Happy 
Ending” from her latest album 
Under My Skin (Arista/RCA) is 
the kind of catchy pop song that 
defines a summer. Sure, it’s laced 
with a sneer, and the radio-cen¬ 
sored “shit” trips me up every 
time, but it beats “SkSer Boi.” That 
said, the remaining pre-fab songs 
still sound soulless and hollow. 
Manufactured anger is hard to 
take seriously, especially from 
someone Lavigne’s age. I mean, I 
have grudges older than she is. 

Just as Jessica Simpson has ex¬ 
ceeded the saturation point, her 
younger sister Ashlee Simpson 
bursts forth like the alien that ex¬ 
ploded out of John Hurt’s chest in 
Alien. Distancing herself from 
Jess, Ashlee dyed her hair black 
and rocks out with a pre-fabricat- 
ed sneer. But really, how punk can 
you possibly be when your father 
is managing your career? Sure, her 
single “Pieces of Me” is a catchy bit 
of fluff, and it’s fun to hear her 



lashing out on “Shadow,” in which 
she turns sibling rivalry into a 
contact sport, but personally, I’d 
rather listen to Lisa Simpson wail 
on her saxophone. Now there’s a 
kid with real talent. 

I don’t know about you, but 
I’ve had more than enough of Hi¬ 
lary Duff, and I beg to differ with 
the title of Duff’s concert DVD 
The Girl Can Rock (Hollywood 
Records DVD). Maybe her band 
can rock. The most that Duff can 
do is strut, pout, smile and pose, 
and that’s where it begins and 
ends. There is a Duff sibling, 
Haylie, waiting in the wings to 
wreak havoc on impressionable 
tween-aged girls everywhere. 

Speaking of family, Sarah Hud¬ 
son, cousin of Kate and daughter 
of Mark Hudson (one of the Hud¬ 
son brothers), airs her dirty laun¬ 
dry on the title track to her Naked 
Truth (S-Curve/EMI) debut disc. 
After forgiving her parents for the 
damage they did to her, she ad¬ 
mits, “I’ve already kissed a girl on 
ecstasy — it’s all the same,” which 
is intended to be as informative as 
it is shocking. Hudson gets pro¬ 
duction assistance from openly 
gay singer/songwriter/producer 
Desmond Child on “Girl on the 
Verge.” She works her rebel-out¬ 
sider status in the remaining 
songs, although how much of an 
outsider she can be with her pedi¬ 
gree is in question. 

Aging well 

The brothers Hanson and their 
latest album Underneath (3CG) 
are proof of the way that young 
talent can develop into something 
long-lasting. As young as they 
were (11- 16)-at the time of their 
major label debut, the trio had a 


musical maturity sorely lacking in 
other boy groups. These brothers 
are musicians and songwriters, 
which keeps them a few steps 
ahead of the others. “Under¬ 
neath,” which features collabora¬ 
tions with Gregg Alexander, 
Matthew Sweet and others, takes 
the brothers to new heights. 



Alanis Morissette may have 
been 21 when her debut album 
Jagged Little Pill was perched atop 
the charts, but the adolescent 
residue that colored her songs 
spoke directly to high-schoolers, 
who embraced her and her rage. 
Morissette’s music may have 
launched 1,000 imitators, but it 
sounds like she’s trying to distance 
herself from herself on her latest 
album So-Called Chaos (Maver¬ 
ick). It’s less chaotic than her fol¬ 
lowers might have liked. The 
jagged “Eight Easy Steps” rings 
with Morissette’s trademark fury, 
and the songs that follow simmer 
with sarcasm. But the package 
might be a bit too slick and pol¬ 
ished to be effective, and Moris¬ 
sette is beginning to sound less 
convincing or convinced. 

Something of a phenomenon in 
her homeland of Norway, 18-year- 
old Maria Mena wears her Alanis 
Morissette influence on her sweater 
sleeve on “You’re the Only One,” the 
opening track of her domestic 
debut disc White Turns Blue (Co¬ 
lumbia). Mena, who co-wrote all 12 
songs on the disc, has a pleasant 
voice, and understands restraint 
and control. It’s easy to understand 
why her hit single “My Lullaby” gar¬ 
nered her some attention at home, 
and it would come as no surprise if 
it did the same for her Stateside. ▼ 


fixing Roland unfolds, Handel’s 
opera on the same subject, Orlan¬ 
do, seems almost drably linear by 
comparison. The driving force is 
the band, which plays with as¬ 
tounding expertise and musical 
character. Driving it is Rousset’s 
harpsichord playing, unquestion¬ 
ably the world’s finest. 

Their support goads his cast of 
young singers to polished perfor¬ 
mances of almost unimaginable 
psychological penetration. French 
Baroque singing is not about the 
proper execution of a prodigal va¬ 
riety of ornaments. It’s about ren¬ 
dering contortionist musical lines 
into the most highly refined ex¬ 
pression of rapidly shifting 
human emotions. Instead of being 
secondary characters, the illicit 
lovers Angelique and Medor dom¬ 
inate the first three of the opera’s 
five acts. Anna-Maria Panzarella 
and Olivier Dumait give perfor¬ 
mances of which Angela Gheo- 
rghiu and Roberto Alagna can 
only dream. 

The uniformly great cast sings 
as if they’d been performing these 
roles for a lifetime. Nicolas Teste 
(Roland) need only fear that other 
directors will be after his Wotan. 
His suave, low baritone wraps it¬ 
self around the impossibly diverse 
music of Act IV, where jealousy 
drives him to madness, with a 
concentration on expressive detail 
that almost diverts attention com¬ 
pletely from the amber beauty of 
his voice. Star stuff. 

The big betrayal aria that clos¬ 
es Act IV, the opera’s musical cli¬ 
max, is a furious flurry of vocal 
acting that fuses note with word to 
chilling effect. The spitfire orches¬ 
tral accompaniment, one of the 
bona fide astonishments of the 
score, is executed with icy brio. 

The expansive chaconne that 
concludes Act III is nearly as

amazing, showing off Les Talens’ 
chorus and smaller vocal ensem¬ 
bles over instrumental playing of 
real majesty. For me, the most 
charming divertissement is Act I’s 
appearance by two islanders from 
the Far East, bearing Roland’s gift 
of a bracelet to Angelique. “Let us 
shun beauties/ Who are cruel,” 
they sing with guileless sweetness. 
“Let us fear their power!/ What is 
the use of seeing them?/ What suf¬ 
fering,/ What torture,/ To love/ 
One who is unfeeling!/ If we fall in 
love/ Let us love in order to be 
happy.” Not bad, as Baroque opera 
“morals” go, and appearing early 
enough to give focus to the ensu¬ 
ing drama. 

If Pamela Rosenberg’s succes¬ 
sor brought this production, 
whole, to the Florence Gould, au¬ 
diences would flock to it. ▼

Oakland is tops 

J oe Hawkins, founder of the 2nd Annual Oakland Interna¬ 
tional Black Gay, Lesbian, Bisexual & Transgender Film 
Festival, maintains that when it comes to serving the 
African-American GLBT Community, Oakland does it best.

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Finding the poetic in the prosaic 

William Eggleston's pioneering color work at SFMOMA

aming his gorgeously lurid 
and compelling road-trip 
1 photos Los Alamos, after 
New Mexico’s lab of inventive de¬ 
struction, marks the beginning 
and end of William Eggleston’s 
political curiosity. 

Eggleston shot his pho¬ 
tographs of deserted rural, work¬ 
ing-class Americana on road trips 
through the Mississippi Delta, 
New Orleans, Las Vegas and Los 
Angeles in 1965 through 1974, 88 
of which are on view August 21 
through January 4 at the San 
Francisco Museum of Modern 
Art. 

The eccentric neutrality of his 
democratic snapshots resists in¬ 
terpretation, their meaning flout¬ 
ing inquiry. What is with the green 
tattoo on the tan woman in to¬ 
bacco-colored skirt with matching 
cummerbund and knee socks? 
Why the suspicious scowl on the 
lady with coordinated carnation- 
colored housedress, sweater, lips 
and nails? Could the vehemently 
heterosexual Eggleston (he carried 
on a torrid Chelsea Hotel affair 
with Warhol superstar Viva) find 
the appeal in the firm-buttocked, 
filthy-fingernailed, redheaded gas- 
station jockey beside the orange 
Gulf Oil sign, his uniform reflect¬ 
ing the pale sky? When he appro¬ 
priates and isolates these people 
and abandoned, faded commer¬ 


cial signs, their meaning becomes 
fugitive, almost postmodern. 

Color’s richness plays off 
Eggleston’s seeming indifference 
toward his subject matter. His 
work contains strains of Mark 
Rothko’s rapturous color fields, 
the restlessness of Robert Frank 
photos without Frank’s sterility, 
and the Abstracts’ eye for shapes 
and forms. 

Today, representation’s domi¬ 
nant force is unremarkable in its 
universality. John Waters’ kitschy 
aesthetic, Andreas Gursky’s mon¬ 
umental depictions of commercial 
space, and Gus Van Sant’s taste for 
primary-colored agrarian land¬ 
scapes all owe their acceptance to 
what the exhibit’s curator, Corey 
Keller, terms Eggleston’s original 
“profound engagement with the 
vernacular,” and his heightened 
sense of realism. 

His privileged upbringing led 
him to approach photography 
more as a hobby than a career. 
Born in 1939, Eggleston grew up 
in a former cotton plantation 
mansion in Sumner, Mississippi. 
After his father died in WWII, he 
attended military boarding 
school. 

Consumer reports 

Eggleston’s detachment in¬ 
forms his impartial approach to 
everything, even as he celebrates 
our visual environment’s essential, 
prosaic aspects. He recorded con¬ 
sumer culture’s new develop¬ 


ments, exemplified by “Memphis, 
1965” (all works’ titles are simply a 
place and a year, or years), in 
which an Elvis-haired boy pushes 
shopping carts at a then-novel su¬ 
permarket, caught in late sunlight. 

Though not framed to show 
working-class subjects as lacking 
in taste, his photos depict no sig¬ 
nificant community or social 
bonding ceremonies. Eggleston 
did not attempt to witness his di¬ 
rect environment of the historic, 
vivid Deep South struggling for 
racial equality. A cynic might 
argue that rather than maintain¬ 
ing his pose of aiming his camera 
casually, he pointed it rather cal- 
culatedly to evade certain realities. 

His economic security proved 
instrumental in turning color 
photography into a serious artis¬ 
tic medium, since most artists 
could not afford color-intense 
dye-transfer printing equipment, 
which creates such saturated 
color, at home. After discovering 
the process in 1973, Eggleston 
rendered his cavalier shotgun 
Leica prints with heightened con¬ 
trast. 

Depression-era photojournal¬ 
ists felt that less light-sensitive 
color film failed to evince dramat¬ 
ic narratives, an attitude that pre¬ 
vailed in following decades. Eggle¬ 
ston appropriated color film’s 
tacky faults and magnified them 
into attributes. He first spirited 
commercial capitalism’s color 
photography into high-art temples 
in a 1976 [NYC] MoMA show. 

Eggleston claims to take a single 
shot of a subject, as opposed to 
more intuitive multi-angle shots. 
His seemingly languorous set-up 
style belies his minimalist formal 
framing. You can see it in a silver 
beehive hairdo lit from above, or 
sunlight through a cherry-cola bot¬ 
tle on a gleaming black car hood. 

The nearby “Context Gallery” 
includes works of Southern-iden¬ 
tified photographers Wright Mor¬ 
ris, Lee Friedlander, Elliott Erwitt, 
Dorothea Lange and Walker 


Evans. Whereas Lange and Evans 
documented sharecropper shacks 
and squalor with dignity, Eggle¬ 
ston creates an opposing sense of 
alienation. The works’ purpose re¬ 
mains obscure. 

The museum also displays 
artist Deborah Luster’s brightly lit, 
direct, formal portraits of Angola, 
Louisiana State prison inmates, 
which resemble intimate antique 


tintypes. Engraved with personal 
information on the back, they hu¬ 
manize the prisoners, 86% of 
whom will die in prison. ▼

Taormino replies to the film’s 
critics who dismiss the film as 
Lee’s male jack-off fantasy. “If it’s 
such a male fantasy, why isn’t Jack 
having a better time? Why isn’t he 
salivating like a dog? Like the dog 
you say all men are? In fact, he’s 
not having a good time. He’s very 
conflicted. I don’t see him having 
the power in these scenes, and I 
don’t see him fulfilling a fantasy. 

“It’s new territory for a movie, 
it’s new territory for Spike and the 
men we’ve seen in Spike’s films,” 
she says. “I couldn’t see this in the 
original script, but Anthony 
Mackie just embodied that, a new, 
more vulnerable masculinity.” 

The most hotly contested part 
of the film is the ending, which 
has Mackie’s Jack winding up in 
some new kind of family with Fa¬ 
tima, Alex and their two kids. 
Taormino remembers the first 
draft she read. “In the original 
script, it’s much clearer that by the 
end, Alex, Fatima and Jack would 
all be involved romantically and 
sexually. There was a sex scene be¬ 
tween the three of them. It was 
very clear. For me, it raised a red 
flag, because I felt like, ‘We’re 
falling into that stereotype: in the 
end, the straight man gets the two 
lesbians. I worked with Spike to 
think of alternative endings. 


Maybe if they could have another 
kind of relationship, a relationship 
that could be loving, that could be 
committed, but not necessarily 
physical or sexual. I don’t buy it 
from these two women characters. 
They’re clearly committed to one 
another, and I don’t buy that they 
want to have a physical or sexual 
relationship with him.” 

Spike Lee says that the original 
ending of She Hate Me was just a 
first draft. Co-screenwriter 
Michael Genet says, “My original 
ending had Anthony getting them 
all together for a reunion, and 
they’re on the beach watching the 
women in their happiness just 
being the mothers that they had 
struggled so long to be. But Spike 
was really adamant about wanting 
to create the possibility of a new 
nuclear family. So he wanted to 
have this thing where Jack gets 
with Fatima and. Alex, forming a 
new family. It wasn’t our intention 
to imply that the lesbians needed a 
man to be mothers.” 

Screen test 

Taormino has tested the film 
with lesbians audiences around 
the country and found that their 
reactions to the revised ending 
vary widely. “There are audiences 
who say Jack’s clearly like the di¬ 
vorced father where he’s coming 
to pick up the kids for the week¬ 
end. And other people say, ‘Oh, 
they’re all fucking and living to¬ 


gether.’” 

Lee told me that at no point in 
the process did he consider having 
a gay male character anywhere in 
the film’s crazy mix. I asked Lee if 
he thought there was a film about 
the “down-low” subculture. 

“There’s definitely a movie 
there, but here’s the problem. The 
stigma with being homosexual is 
still so high, still so prevalent in 
the African American communi¬ 
ty, that these men have deluded 
themselves into thinking that 
they’re straight. They will look 
Jesus in the eye, swear on a stack 
of 10 Bibles, even though they’re 
engaging in sex with other men, 
that they’re still straight. I don’t 
understand it. That’s not the thing 
that is bad. The thing that is bad is 
that they’re having unprotected 
sex with these men, and then hav¬ 
ing sex with their wives or girl¬ 
friends. That’s why African Amer¬ 
ican women have the highest rates 
of AIDS of any group in America. 
It’s epidemic!” 

Lee says he’ll read any script 
dealing with “the down-low,” but 
he’s dubious about raising a sig¬ 
nificant amount of money to 
make a major film on the subject. 
He repeated his earlier doubts that 
major black actors could be 
counted on to kiss and act out sex¬ 
ually with other men on screen. T

fter a slew of Playboy 
spreads, self-help magazine 
columns, bikini-ed televi¬ 
sion roles, and countless giggly 
appearances on The Howard Stern 
Show, what does a Canadian 
bleach blonde with double-Ds do 
for fun, in an age when just about 
every scandal and deviant slice of 
behavior has been done a dozen 
times over?

Along the way, 
Star gets read by a drag queen, has 
sex on the Hollywood sign, and 
scores parts on the new hit sitcom 
Hammer Time and Lifeguards, 
then scores some lesbian action.

The Donor by Frank M. Robinson;

an Francisco author Frank 
■ M. Robinson’s latest thriller, 
The Donor, opens in San 
Francisco and bounces back and 
forth between Boston and Alaska 
as its hero, Dennis Heller, tries to 
figure out who’s been stealing his 
internal organs. Not once, but 
twice, Heller has been hospitalized 
for an alleged emergency surgery 
which ultimately leaves him bereft 
of a kidney, then part of his liver. 
The second time around, in San 


Francisco’s Mission District, Heller 
decides to get to the bottom of the 
situation. The search will leave a 
string of dead bodies in its wake. 

The Donor is a genre thriller in¬ 
volving an extremely wealthy 
Boston businessman with a termi¬ 
nal illness known as Paschelke’s 
disease. After the age of 40, the in¬ 
ternal organs start to fail, one by 
one, until the patient dies. The 
businessman cleverly sets up 
Heller as his involuntary donor, 
and the goal of Robinson’s novel 
is to weave a compelling story 
around the bizarre personal expe¬ 
riences of his protagonist. In 
short, the narrative involves adop¬ 
tion, pay-offs, genetic engineer- 


Still waters

Saints at the River by Ron Rash; 
Henry Holt & Co., $24 

on Rash’s second novel, 

Saints at the River, is as 

steeped in the traditions of 
the American South as the work of 
William Faulkner and Pat Conroy. 
Every event is pregnant with 
echoes of the past, especially as it 
relates to family, the land (Katy 
Scarlett), or in this case, the river. 

Here, Rash writes a first-person 
narrative in the voice of Maggie 
Glenn, a 28-year-old newspaper 
photographer who grew up in a 
small South Carolina town on the 
banks of the Tamassee River. 
When a young girl drowns in the 
river, Maggie’s editor sends her 
and a fellow journalist to cover the 
story. The dead girl’s body re¬ 
mains trapped in a deep eddy of 
the river, and recovering it will not 
only place divers in danger, but 
will violate the environmental 
protections afforded the river 
under Federal law. Returning to 
her hometown to cover this story, 
Maggie is thrown into contact and 
conflict with her family and 
friends from her.childhood. 

Rash’s experience as a poet and 
writer of short stories is put to 
good use in Saints at the River. An 



economy of words and a skill with 
metaphors and similes permeate 
the work, elevating it above stan¬ 
dard. Major themes include duty, 
family, personal and professional 
responsibility, and the relative na¬ 
ture of morality. In the face of a 
crisis, Maggie and many of those 
around her must come to terms 
with their pasts and how they in¬ 
form both the future and the pre¬ 
sent. Saints at the River is moody, 
contemplative, and mournful in a 
way those intimately familiar with 
the South will immediately recog¬ 
nize. Ron Rash’s prose voice is not 
only appropriate to his subject 
matter, but authentic. T

Robinson keeps 
the story moving at a nice clip, 
and his prose is workmanlike, if 
uninspired.

om Bianchi’s new collection 
of photographs, On the 
Couch Volume 2 (Bruno 
Gmunder Publishers, $39.95) is, 
like the first, such a gorgeous ex¬ 
ploration of our erotic beauty that 
you think, “Wouldn’t it be incred¬ 
ible if these were stills from a 
movie?” Well, they are stills from 
a movie, which is now available in 
an inspiring DVD set, On the 
Couch Volumes 1 & 2 (Mercury 
Releasing, $49.95). 

Even a porn dog such as myself 
(or perhaps particularly such a 
person) will agree when Mr. 
Bianchi opens the DVD with a 
calm condemnation. “I found ma¬ 
terial meant to stimulate us sexu¬ 
ally to be too often numbingly 
one-dimensional and badly 
made,” he says.

Nearly 15 years ago, Bianchi’s 
first collections of nude male 
photography had a revolu¬ 
tionary effect, breaking 
rank with the prevailing 
man-as-icon, fashion 
shoot impersonality to 
offer affectionately playful 
depictions of naked men. 

His current 
work does 
the same 
for erotica. 

No, he didn’t set out to make porn. 
But what he made shows us exactly 
what is missing from nearly all of 
our porn. In looking for what he 
variously calls “liberation,” “higher 
consciousness” and “sacred energy,” 
for encouraging his models to seek 
passionately emotional and roman¬ 
tic connections, and for then find¬ 
ing it in the lens of his camera, his 
work is a gift. “We wanted to create 
the most beautiful, intelligent con¬ 
versation on the subject there is,” he 
says. And he has. 

A great lover of cock, Bianchi 
glorifies them as Mr. Ziegfeld once 
did the American Girl. He brings 
great art to the jack-off solo. 
There’s much luxurious cocksuck- 
mg, but no fucking. You won’t no¬ 
tice. The seven models in DVD 1 
include Joey, whose gloriously full 
head of black hair makes me think 
he should have played Helen in 


the recent film saga of Troy — 
then we’d never have doubted 
what all the fighting was for. Joey 
and Jeffrey sport some kinky fash- 
ionwear, most especially a killer 
mesh codpiece. Brett is cute and 
manly, a beguiling com¬ 
bination. Ten men ap¬ 
pear in Volume 2. Rob 
works a pair of see- 
through undies, and 
’ Peter, who wants to 
be a slave, works a 
military look. He 
chokes his 
dick in 
tight rope 
bondage, 
and 

brings the movie to not one but 
two gut-wrenching explosions 
that are a fitting climax for these 
volumes. Peter blows the top off 
his dick, and Mr. Bianchi blows 
the top off erotic filmmaking. 
These movies put the porn indus¬ 
try to shame for its rote repetition 
of the mechanics of sex. Bianchi 
looks past that, searching for and 
finding its heart. 

Flash forward 

A major criticism is the many 
disruptive manipulations of tech¬ 
nique Mr. Bianchi has applied. 
While the digital technology that 
was employed eliminated the 
heavy lighting of regular filmmak¬ 
ing, there are constant and startling 
flashes, as if a strobe were popping. 
The image keeps whisking off 
screen to the left, as if we were 
watching a slide show. Unnecessary 


spoken words intrude: “That’s so 
gorgeous.” Well, duh. Worst is that 
the crisp, lush color image keeps 
changing to a fuzzy and obscuring 
sepia-toned black-and-white. 
More of this movie is in frigging 
black-and-white than in color! All 
this whiz-bang seems contrary to 
the project’s stated aim. Does all 
this artsy-fartsy tell us we’re not 
watching porn? Again, duh. 

In its book form, On the Couch 
Volume 2 is as expensively and 
handsomely produced as the first. 
Printed in Italy on thick, glossy 
stock, the photographs have lus¬ 
trous color, and, more to the 
point, are rich with the bonding of 
models to each other, and of the 
models with the photographer. 
Some 25 men appear in the book. 
As in the movies, there’s a variety 
of racial identities, with ages rang¬ 
ing from frisky pup to salt ’n’ pep¬ 
pered Daddy. In solos and differ¬ 
ently numbered groupings, their 
sexuality ranges from straightfor¬ 
ward vanilla to straightforward 
kink. There’s lots of underwear 
tease, fetishistic leather gear, and 
edgy rope-play. Commendably, 
Mr. Bianchi appears in the photos 
as well as the films. 

On the Couch is obviously the 
bridge between art and porn. 
Now, if Bianchi would cut the 
crap — I mean, the artistic ma¬ 
nipulations — and deliver the sex 
straight up, we’d have the artful 
pornography that even its creator 
seems to crave. Meanwhile, enjoy 
these transporting films and pho¬ 
tographs. ▼
